The Election 


The Officers and those members who had spent the night at the 
Sheraton Plaza Hotel were awakened early by the sound of Reveille 
and followed the traditional work of Anniversary Day, as 
recorded in the account of Captain Wilson’s Annual Record. 
Again we follow the practice of former Records by endeavoring 
to tie together the closing of the old Administration with the 
beginning of the new, and to see what the passing year has 
recorded in City, State, National and International affairs. 

The year presently closing proved to be a most successful one, 
and the newly elected slate of officers gives assurance to the 
Comrades that, under their leadership, the Ancients will continue 
to maintain its noble tradition of being a vital and important part 
of the civic life of Boston, of the Commonwealth, and of the 
Nation. . 

So far as the country in general is concerned, our economic 
position is stronger than ever, and Russian claims that Com- 
munism means more of everything for everybody are revealed as a 
living lie. Capitalism and Democratic Government have clearly 
proven themselves, and the “Great American Depression and 
Collapse of Capitalism” are but myths. Our grain elevators bulge, 
our production lines move on endlessly, and the economic power 
of America is greater than ever before; not by chest-thumping 
propaganda, but by hard facts, literal facts, and slowly but surely 
the great moral force of this truth is overcoming 1n all quarters 
of the world, the lie of Communism. 

Communism does not mean more of everything for everybody. 
Rather it signifies slave labor, cheap clothes, below standard 
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housing, curbing of free thinking, destruction of God and ethics, 
and finally a wretched death for any who would dare to raise a 
contradictory voice. 

In the words of a former great American statesman, “let us look 
at the record.” We produce 3 times as much steel as the Soviet 
Union and 1.6 times as much as the combined free nations of 
Europe. And steel is the basis for industrial prosperity. Nylon, 
dacron and rayon have given us fabrics that make it possible for 
the American woman to dress more beautifully and cheaply than 
would be possible for even the most preferred class in Russia— 
or for that matter, in any other part of the world. We have wash- 
ing machines, driers, electric irons, refrigerators, telephones, bath- 
tubs, and automobiles—the common property of the working man; 
not just the millionaire. Can Soviet economy do this? Obviously 
not. Hence the Iron Curtain. For the average Russian, ignorance 
is bliss. His government sees to this; although Radio Free Europe 
is making it more difficult to keep the truth away from the average 
citizen. 

We offer this evidence: 73% of all the farmers in the United 
States own their own farms; 90% of these farms are electrified 
and on these farms corn, wheat, oats, and cotton are produced far 
in excess of our needs, and indeed, we have-given generously of 
these staples to underprivileged peoples in Europe, Asia, and else- 
where. This, while the Soviet economy cannot even feed decently 
her own people struggling under the yoke of farm collectivism. 
Our statistics are based on facts which cannot be denied. The 
record is an open book for the world to read. The 165 million 
Americans can rightly be proud of their native land. 

On the international scene, momentous events have occurred 
during the past year. West Germany was given sovereignty and 
admitted to NATO and the Western European Union. This en- 
couraging fact was offset in the Pacific area, however, by the 
delicacy of the Formosan question, where the Communists are 
committed to the conquest of Formosa, and the United States 
Government is pledged by treaty with Nationalist China to defend 
that same island against attack—ample warning that the cold war 
will continue unabated, and possibly might be powder-kegged into 
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a hot one, if at any time Red China and her ally wished to do so. 
Actually the U. S. Seventh Fleet steamed within gun range of 
Communistic China to evacuate Chiang’s Nationalists from the 
Tachen Islands, but fortunately the battle which might have been 
the opening one of a war to end all wars—was not drawn in the 
Formosan Strait. 

Within the Soviet Union itself, earth-shaking rumblings were 
felt and the overtones were loud in every capital. Georgy Malen- 
kov, in a statement which was read by another, publicly confessed 
his incompetency, as well as the fact that the Soviet system of 
ruling, after thirty-seven years of existence, was still unable to 
provide an orderly and satisfactory change of government. Nikita 
Khrushchev, heavy with power, proclaimed that white-goateed 
Comrade Nikolai Bulganin, age 59, would be Chairman of the 
Council of Ministers, but it was obvious to all, that while the 
rotund Bulganin held the title, the man who conferred the honor, 
and who, if he willed to do so, could withdraw the title, was 
Khrushchev. 

How these changes took place was anybody’s guess. The 
Kremlin guards secrets of this kind jealously—and ruthlessly. How 
these events will affect the Free Nations of the World, Time alone 
can tell. Meanwhile, we have learned what has long been sus- 
pected, that behind the Iron Curtain things are not going too 
smoothly either for the Soviet people, or for their unscrupulous 
and bloodthirsty leaders. 

It was in April of this same year that Albert Einstein, the true 
genius of our times, died at the age of 76 years. Actually it was 
because of Einstein’s theory of relativity and his work in nuclear 
fission and electronics that the building of the atom bomb was made 
possible. Unfortunately, so far, emphasis has been placed on the 
destructive phase of splitting the atom; but the day is not too far 
distant, we hope, when atomic power will peacefully revolutionize 
the entire world. The name of Albert Einstein, as a benefactor 
rather than a destroyer of mankind, will live in history long after 
the names of the great financiers, business magnates, and what- 
nots of our day are lost in dust and eternity. 

In April, too, England lost her most illustrious statesman when 
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Sir Winston Churchill at the fine age of 80 years resigned as 
Prime Minister to be succeeded by 57-year-old Sir Anthony Eden. 
An era was ended; a new one was beginning for the British 
people. As the head of the war-time government of Great Britain, 
Churchill once remarked that the British “are the only people who 
like to be told how bad things are, who like to know the worst” 
and in one of his famous speeches he said bluntly, “I have 
nothing to offer but blood and toil, tears and sweat.” The English 
people bravely accepted these conditions and loved Winston more 
than ever for his frankness. No words spoken by an English 
Prime Minister can ever match his speech after the evacuation of 
Dunkirk when he rallied his people to the immediate peril of a 
German attack on Britain with the stirring address, “We shall 
not flag or fail. We shall go on to the end. We shall fight in 
France, we shall fight on the seas and oceans... . We shall fight 
in the fields and in the streets, . . . We shall never eipevonilen.® 
The force of this text was felt around the world. Nobler words 
were never spoken. The Ancients unite with good men everywhere 
in saying, “Vale” to this truly great English statesman, who next 
to his own country, loved the United States best. 

The spring of 1955 is well remembered, too, because it was in 
April that Doctor Jonas Salk gave to all mankind, regardless of 
race, color, or creed, his anti-polio vaccine. This promises not a 
complete cure it is true, but at least it gives a reasonable control 
where none existed before, of an illness that cripples beyond 
repair those unfortunates who become afflicted with it. We quote 
in part the words of President Eisenhower in his citation of 
Doctor Salk because they leave nothing further to be said about 
this great humanitarian: 

“The work of Dr. Salk is in the highest tradition of selfless and dedi- 
cated medical research. He has provided a means for the control of a 
dread disease. By helping scientists in other countries with technical 
information, by offering to them the strain of seed virus and professional 
aid so that the production of vaccine can be started by them everywhere, 


by welcoming them to his laboratory that they may gain a fuller knowledge, 
Dr. Salk is a benefactor of mankind. 


“His achievement, a credit to our entire scientific community, does 
honor to all the people of the United States.” 
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As we come now to the end of the year, an “at the summit” 
conference of the Big Four is in prospect; the time possibly in 
July, but the place of meeting still to be determined. This meeting 
does not mean an immediate peace. No one would be foolish 
enough after observing the lack of ethics on the part of the Soviet 
government for thirty-seven years to believe that; but, on the 
other hand, the conference does offer a hope, no matter how 
slight it is, that the cold war may never reach the firing stage. We 
have every confidence in President Eisenhower that no appease- 
ment will be offered to the enemy; but in fairness—if the Soviet 
rulers seriously would like to discuss peace, then our Government, 
President Eisenhower says, most assuredly welcomes this oppor- 
tunity. 

Naturally, we must have confidence in our top level executives, 
and in passing we should note to their credit that the Democratic 
members of Congress have joined with the Republicans in an 
effort not to hinder the President in his actions on this matter. 
We must, naturally, be patient with the truculent, insolent Soviet 
representatives. They are insecure. In conclusion, while we are 
hopeful, at the same time we are realists. Miracles will not be 
worked. But if a germ of good will and mutual understanding is 
sown, one that may at some time in the future give us peace, 


then all men in all nations wherever they may be, will give thanks 
to God.

The Rules and Regulations of the Company designate the 
first Monday in June as the date for the annual Drumhead Elec- 
tion and Parade; they further state that on the first Monday of 
October, the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty shall be held. In con- 
formity with this latter regulation the Company carried out its 
three hundred and seventeenth Tour of Duty by crossing the 
Atlantic, via the air route, and holding its annual Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty in England.

Indeed no trip within recent memory has been more enjoyable, 
or has perpetrated, at home and abroad, more concrete evidence 
of good feeling. Much of the credit for this successful Field 
Trip goes to Captain Thomas J. Carty, our Commanding Officer, 
and to Brigadier General Fred E. Pereira, who originally con- 
ceived the project.

THE CAPTAIN'S PARTY LANDS IN LONDON 
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The Company then returned to Armoury House, the Parade 
re-formed with Captain Carty paying tribute to those of the British 
Army who had fallen in the two World Wars, speaking as follows: 


Colonel-Commandant Gascoigne, Past Commanders, Members and Vet- 
erans of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, and Officers, Past 
Commanders and my Comrades of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, for the first time in three hundred and seventeen 
years at our Fall Field Day Tour of Duty we are assembled in the grounds 
of Armoury House in the great City of London, after having attended a 
Church Service at St. Botolph’s, Bishopsgate Without. 

At that service I placed a wreath in memory of the glorious dead of 
Great Britain. Great honor has been bestowed upon those who made the 
supreme sacrifice for us, but can we yet realize the number of men who 
have laid down their lives for their fellow man? 

In the Cathedral of Notre Dame in Paris, on one of its pillars, is a bronze 
tablet to the memory of one million men of Great Britain who made the 
supreme sacrifice in World War 1, 1914-1918. In World War 2, four hundred 
thousand men of the United States of America laid down their lives in many 
parts of the world. 

In our service at St. Botolph’s, in our parade to it and from it to Armoury 
House, every cadent step of ours should be ringing reminder of their sacri- 
fice, for on this hallowed ground made sacred by that sacrifice, we should 
lower our heads in lasting prayer to an Almighty and Merciful God that 
they may rest in peace. 


At the conclusion of Captain Carty’s remarks he then laid a 
wreath before the War Memorial Window and Books in Armoury 
House. Captain Carty was accompanied on this solemn mission 
by Colonel Charles A. Malley, Commander Ross H. Currier, 
Colonel William W. Drummey and Lieutenant Colonel Richard 
P. Sullivan. 

Captain Carty then dismissed the Company. A luncheon was 
then partaken at Armoury House during which the Comrades 
renewed acquaintances made the night before. After luncheon 
many went on sight-seeing trips about London while in many 
instances others visited in private homes. 

In passing it might be interesting to say a word about the 
Church of St. Botolph Without, Bishopsgate. (Boston, Massachu- 
setts, of course takes its name from Boston, England, the old 
Botolph’s Town, overlooking the Lincolnshire Fens.) 
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Tue CuurcH OF

The Church of St. Botolph Without, situated in that part of Bishopsgate 
Street which was without the City Wall, is dedicated to St. Botolph, whose 
world-famous Stump towers as a landmark over the Lincolnshire fens at 
Boston (Botolph’s Town). In early days, when cross-country travelling was 
a good deal more risky than it is to-day, wayfarers needed protection and 
encouragement and they looked for it to St. Botolph, patron saint of travel- 
lers. There were therefore churches dedicated to him, in which last-minute 
commendations could be made and prayers offered, at all four exits from 
London: in Bishopsgate, at the entrance to London Bridge in Billingsgate, 
at Aldgate, and at Aldersgate. One of these, St. Botolph’s, Billingsgate, 
was destroyed in the Great Fire and was not rebuilt. The other three remain, 
all of them were rebuilt in the eighteenth century. 

The first reference is to Sei Botolfi exa Bissoheg in 1212 A.D., among the 
Ancient Deeds in the Public Record Office in Chancery Lane. Probably 
there was a church here long before the Norman occupation. 

London’s historian, John Stow, describes it “as a fair Churchyard ad- 
joining the Townditch upon the very bank thereof, but of old time inclosed 
with a comely wall of brick.” As the name suggests, the Church was just 
outside the City Wall beside the Bishops Gate. 

The Church in 1714 was described as “an old dark and low building with 
a steeple 80 ft. high having six bells and two clock dials. Inside several 
ancient monuments, a spacious picture of King Charles the First and 
enriched with the legacies of many benefactors.” Ten years later the 
building was considered so dilapidated that it was pulled down. 

The present Church was built from the plans under the supervision of 
James Gold. The foundation stone was laid in 1725 by Edmond (Gibson), 
Bishop of London, a man of letters. 

The Church has an unusual architectural feature in the situation of a 
tower at the East End with the chancel formed in its base. It is a spacious 
building including two aisles separated from the nave by composite columns. 
There are galleries on the North, South and West. There is a richly stained 
East Window. The West Window was destroyed in the second World War 
and replaced in 1948 by a window with the central figure of the risen 
Christ. The font and pulpit are 18th century. The Organ is the work of 
John Byfield, Jnr., in 1764. 

Sword rests are invariably found in City Churches, to hold the Civic 
Sword when the Lord Mayor attends in state. The Sword rest in the 
Church has on the base the Arms of William Taylor Copeland (1797-1868) , 
a Goldsmith and Alderman of Bishopsgate Ward for nearly 40 years, Lord 
Mayor at the early age of 38 years. 
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On the North Wall is a monument to Sir Paul Pindar, James I’s ambassa- 
dor to Turkey and a merchant prince who died in 1650 aged 84. He 
joined the Honourable Artillery Company in 1641 and his name is recorded 
in the Vellum Book in letters of gold. The facade of his lovely half- 
timbered house has in recent times been moved from Bishopsgate to the’ 
Victoria and Albert Museum. Further down at the eastern end of the north 
aisle, the Chapel of the Honourable Artillery Company contains the regi- 
mental Memorials of the two World Wars. The London Rifle Brigade Roll 
of Honour and War Memorial are also in the church. 


Around the base of the Galleries the names of the Rectors of St. Botolph 
are recorded. They commence with the name of John de Northampton 
(1323) and are continued to the present day. The names include those who 
were Authors, Hymn Writers, Educationists, and Open Space Pioneers. 

The Registers record the baptism in 1566 of Edward Alleyn, Shakespeare’s 
contemporary and fellow-actor, who kept a bear garden in Southwark, and 
later turned his attention to boys by founding Dulwich College. They also 
have many pathetic entries relating to Bethlehem Hospital, which originally 
was a Priory in Bishopsgate, practically on the site of the present Great 
Eastern Hotel. These set out the vicissitudes of this life and the inesti- 
mable blessing of peace of mind. 

The charming garden “without” is not only among the first of the 
City Gardens in charm, but was actually the first of the many City church- 
yards to be devoted primarily to the living rather than to the dead. 

THE SERMON PREACHED AT THE PARADE SERVICE OF THE ANCIENT AND 
Honoraste Artittery Company oF MASSACHUSETTS AT THE CHURCH OF 
Saint BotroteH Witnout, BisworscaTe, Lonpon, BY THE RECTOR, PRE- 
penpary Hersert H. TreacHer, CHAPLAIN TO HER MAJESTY THE QUEEN, 
on Sunpay, 3 Ocroser, 1954. 


I am sure everybody present would wish me to give a special welcome 
to the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts. I hope for you a happy stay that shall add something to better 
understanding between our two countries: for together we have much to 
contribute. 

You have, in a sense, come home in a special way this morning, for your 
Robert Keayne, who was one of the group of first settlers to whom Governor 
Winthrop granted a Charter for the Old Company, had, before he left his 
native land, been a member of the H.A.C. here in London, which Company 
has for many years made this Church of St. Botolph-Without-Bishopsgate 
its Spiritual home. This gives you then a double link with us; for the City 
that houses your Headquarters and Armory is named after our Patron 
Saint. St. Botolph founded a Monastery at Ickanhoe in Lincolnshire, which 
became known as Botolph’s Town—soon corrupted into Boston, and this, in 
turn, gave its name to Boston in Massachusetts. 
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_Even judged by our standards of longevity, your Company has long 
since reached maturity and now can make the proud boast of being the 
oldest Chartered Military Organization in the Western Hemisphere. But 
what is the cause of even greater pride and thanksgiving is the fact that 
amidst all the flux and change in social organization and requirement that 
has taken place since your inception, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts still stands for the Spirit of Service that first 
called it into being. We remember that our late King—to whom “Service” 
was the guiding principle of life, was an Honorary Member of the Company 
Sr we are glad that you have given to His Royal Highness the Duke of 
dinburgh the same honor and distinction.

Ee a personal level we are inclined to do this by just trying 
aheece » maybe, some little weakness of the flesh merely in the strength 
see n will power, forgetting that there at our command is all the 
piritual Power of the Risen Lord to reinforce the efforts of our own puny 
will. The world is doing this very thing today; trying to meet not only the 
challenges but the opportunities of the age with purely material weapons. 
Iam not suggesting for a moment that in the face of external pressure we 
should just remain supine, leaving everything to God, for after all, human 
will power, intellect, effort, will always be essential on all levels. It may 
even be necessary temporarily to give a large place to the piling up of vast 
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armaments, though you don’t come to God’s House to hear about that, but 
here in the House of God I do most confidently declare that there can be 
no ultimate solution that way; indeed it may well be that if ever the time 
came when the nations of the world seek to resolve their difficulties by 
armed conflicts, the victor, if indeed there be one, will find himself “cock 
of a rubble heap.” Now we, in this country, had an expression coined by 
one of our bygone statesmen that to try and solve the problems facing 
humanity “we must explore every avenue,” but it seems to me there is one 
avenue along which the grass of neglect grows tall, where so many refuse 
to tread—the Spiritual. You see, this happens to be a Spiritual universe and 
refusal to use Spiritual resources is about as foolish as it would be to refuse 
to use electricity or some other discovery of modern science. We often 
speak of the challenge of Atheistic Communism. Unless we meet this 
challenge by resources of the Spirit we are scarcely in better shape. 
Probably it is too much to expect that we may hear public testimony to our 
Christian beliefs expressed in the many conferences that are held in these 
days, or nations, through their accredited leaders, expressing Christian 
penitence for past mistakes; yet why not? I sometimes think that the first 
nation that could honestly and publicly say through her accredited leader, 
“We have sinned through arrogance, national pride or fear: God forgive us 
even if our neighbours don’t” would cause a new breath of hope and inspired 
endeavour to sweep across the world, but, in any case, our public policy 
must be more definitely related to our Christian beliefs and a desire to 
fulfill the Eternal Will of God be our driving force rather than expediency. 
But politicians and world statesmen cannot work far ahead of public opinion 
and so surely one of our main jobs is to help build up a public opinion 
that is not only informed but Christian. Now all this is not likely to happen 
in the realm of world affairs except as more and more individuals are alive 
to Spiritual realities and seek to work out their own lives according to the 
plan and purpose of God and reinforced by His Holy Spirit. Here then is our 
little personal problem; to do a bit of serious thinking on these matters, 
praying God to open our eyes that we may see that they that be with us 
are more than they that be with them and, seeing this thing, act accordingly.

It is perhaps the most beautiful piece of architecture 
in London, a magnificent Gothic pile, situated near the Thames 
River, and adjoining the House of Parliament. It might be 
interesting to mention that the Coronation Ceremony takes place 
in the choir, where the Coronation Stone brought by Edward I 
from Scotland is situated beside the Coronation Chairs of the 
English Sovereigns. 

Mr. Ian Harvey, T.D., M.P., kindly met our group in New 

Palace Yard and guided them to the Commonwealth Parliamen- 
tary Association’s room off Westminster Hall where Colonel 
Hutchinson, D.S.0., T.D., J.P., M.P., Under-Secretary of State 
for War, welcomed the group. Mr. Harvey and the Custodians 
then guided parties around the Palace of Westminster, after 
which all were photographed on the Terrace. Westminster Abbey 
was then visited, returning after to the respective hotels for lunch. 
Mr. Harvey kindly invited Captain Carty and a few of his officers 
to meet Colonel Hutchinson and himself for lunch at the Carleton 
Club, and Major Leonard T. Smith, Major Frederick A. York, and 
Sergeant Paul M. Herbert lunched with Major Hill at the Bath 
Club where they were made Honorary Members.

1s a group of buildings on the north side of the Thames River, 
and is a most ancient and historically interesting spot.

Immediately following this tour, at the invitation of the 
Architect, Lieutenant-Colonel O. Campbell Jones, some of the 
Comrades visited the site of a Roman Temple being excavated 
near Walbrook, and had the extreme good fortune to see some 
pieces of marble statuary lying exactly as they had lain some 
sixteen hundred years ago. 

That evening the three hundred and seventeenth Annual Fall 
Field Day Banquet was held at the Dorchester Hotel. Guests in- 
cluded the American Ambassador, Mr. W. W. Aldrich, F. M.,, Sir 
John Harding, C.L, G.S., Mr. Dodd Parker, Parliamentary Sec- 
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retary for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Attlee, and General Gascoigne. 
Many toasts were offered, and one of the highlights of the evening 
was a check for One Thousand Pounds (two thousand eight hun- 
dred dollars) donated by the Ancients of Boston to the Honour- 
able Artillery Company Benevolent Fund. This gift from Captain 
Carty was warmly and gratefully accepted by General Gascoigne.

Attlee, O.M., C.H., M.P., former Prime Minister of Great Britain 
and the Leader of the Opposition in the House of Commons. 

Next there is Colonel Albert E. Roberts, Past Commander of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

The next gentleman is Major R. C. Cole, M.B.E., T.D., an 
Honorary Member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts. I shall not forget as long as I live, on 
our visit to Europe in August, what a tremendous help he was 
to us when we were here making preparations for this trip. He 
conferred upon me a great honor when he suggested to me when 
I was in Paris, that I could take his lovely daughter to dinner, 
but he failed to inform me that she was married. 

Next there is Lieutenant General Alfred F. Foote. Those of 
us who were privileged to attend the Church Service yesterday 
will never forget General Foote’s reading of the Lesson. 

The next gentleman is Colonel A. D. McKechnie, D.S.O., 0.B.E., 
T.D., A.D.C., Vice-President of the Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany of London. 

Next there is Colonel Charles A. Malley, the oldest Past Com- 
mander of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, present. 

Next to him there is Lieutenant Augustus J. Migell. When we 
were having lunch with Ian Harvey, he whispered to me: “That 
fellow seems like a politician.” I said: “Brother, you are right.” 

The next gentleman is Major Walter T. Anzoni. Walter is 
always a great fellow to have in your corner. Look how he stands 
out with that barrel chest of his. 

Next there is the Honourable Dodds Parker, M.P., who is 
representing Mr. Anthony Eden. As you know, Mr. Anthony 
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Eden is the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs of Her Majesty’s 
Government. 

The next gentleman is Colonel Louis C. Adams. When I first 
began to talk about this trip to London, he brought out history 
books of 1912, 1937 and 1938, and I think that he could have gone 
back to 1888 if it had not been for the fact that he could not find 
the books. 

Next there is Captain Ichabod Bunker, and when he starts 
I would hate to be mixed up with him because he really is rough. 
I should have added that Captain Bunker is a Past Commander 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
and I had the great honor of coming into the Company when it 
was under his administration. 

The next gentleman is Lieutenant Colonel F. J. N. Davis, T.D., 
Commanding Officer of the 2nd Regiment of the H.A.C. of London. 

Next there is Colonel John C. Brink. He had nothing to do with 
Brink’s Express robbery, but every time that you see a large sign it 
is “John.” 

Next to him there is Lieutenant Colonel A. G. P. Lincoln, M.C., 
T.D., Commanding Officer of the 1st Regiment of the H.A.C. of 
London. 

The next gentleman is Colonel Philip C. Wilson, Junior Past 
Commander. You will recall our trip to Ottawa last year, and 
you will remember all the work that he did on that trip. 

Next there is Sir J. Roland Robinson, M.P. Today I looked for 
his name on the list of Members of Parliament. I said to Jan 
Harvey: “Is John Robinson now a Sir?” He said: “Yes; he is 
Sir Roland Robinson.” 

Next to him there is Major John C. Hill, T.D. I do not think 
that any member of the H.A.C. who visited Massachusetts in 1938, 
will ever forget Major John Hill, because he made eighty speeches, 
and I understand that every one of them was extemporaneous. 

The next gentleman is Mr. Sargent, a Member of the Merchant 
Taylors’ Company of London. As you know, Captain Keayne, 
the first Captain of our Company, was a Member of the Merchant 
Taylors’ Company when he was here in London. When he was in 
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the Colony the only objection to him was that he made too much 
money, but as he was a philanthropist they forgave him. 

The next gentleman is Brigadier E. Foster Hall, M.C., Secretary 
of the Honourable Artillery Company of London. I cannot begin 
to describe what a tremendous help and what a bulwark of 
strength he has been to me in the preparation for this trip. With- 
out him it would have been hopeless. 

Next there is my Adjutant, Brigadier General Fred E. Pereira. 
I should like to say now that Fred Pereira has been thinking of 
this trip for some time. For many years has been thinking of this 
day and of this night. It is five years’ work and then you cram 
it all into about four hours. Unfortunately Fred was sick the other 
day and he is still sick tonight, but he is just as game as they 
make them, and General Pereira is here. 

I should now like to call upon Major R. C. Cole. Will you 
please step forward, Major Cole? As you know, Major Cole is an 
Honorary Member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts. Major Cole has been one of the moving 
spirits in making tonight a reality. Major Cole is not a young 
man, but I know that even at my age I could not carry his bag. 
I am proud to pin on you, Major Cole, a Long Service Medal of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


Magor R. C. Corz, M.B.E., T.D.: Captain Carty and Gentlemen, Captain 
Carty has just referred to my old friend Major Jack Hill having made eighty 
impromptu speeches. I am absolutely embarrassed and at a loss for words 
at having to make one impromptu speech, for this decoration which has 
been conferred upon me, and which I shall much value, is an absolute and 
complete surprise. Already Captain Carty has given too much praise for 
what little I have been able to do. That little I have most willingly done, 
not only as an Honorary Member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, but for the sake of my old Regiment in the hope 
that this Three Hundred and Seventeenth Fall Field Day would pass off 
smoothly and to the satisfaction especially of our most gracious hosts tonight. 
I can only thank you very much indeed for the decoration which Captain 
Carty has pinned upon me and for the gracious words that he has uttered, 
which I am really unworthy to receive. Thank you very much indeed. 


Caprain Carty: I can only add that I said yesterday to Jack 
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Hill in Westminster Abbey: “I think that the British are naturally 
and inherently modest people.”

Caprain Carty: The Toast will be responded to by Field 
Marshal Sir John Harding, G.C.B., C.B.E., D.S.O., M.C., Chief of 
the Imperial General Staff. You may not know that by now I am 
calling him “John” and he is calling me “Tom.” 


Frecp Marswat Sir Joun Harvinc: Captain Carty, or perhaps I had 
better say “Tom,” and gentlemen, it is a very high honor and a very great 
pleasure for me to have been invited to join you at your banquet tonight, and 
still more to have been asked to reply to the Toast of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. It is not that I have any particular liking for after-dinner 
speaking. In fact, I fully subscribe to the thought that underlies that verse 
in the Proverbs, which I think, reads: “In all labor there is profit, but the 
talk of the lips leadeth only to penury.” What is more, whenever I have to 
make a speech and I consult my wife about it, she always says: “If I were 
you I would not try to be funny because it doesn’t suit you.” (Laughter) 
That being my only story I always try to tell it early in the proceedings, 
in order to get my one and only laugh. 
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Seriously, gentlemen, it is a very great honor indeed to be here as your 
guest this evening. I am quite certain that all your guests, not only myself 
but everyone here who has had the great pleasure of enjoying your hos- 
pitality and your good company, is extremely glad that he was born at the 
right time; just in time and not too late to take part in your Three Hundred 
and Seventeenth Fall Field Day Tour of Duty. 

These things do not happen very often. I understand that this is the first 
oceasion on which you have carried out your Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
in this country. I sincerely hope that I live long enough to attend another 
one and that this will not be my last participation in such a most enjoyable 
banquet. 

It seems to me that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts embodies in itself two ideals or features of life which are 
very near the heart of the British Commonwealth. 

They are tradition and good comradeship. There are some people who 
scoff at tradition and there are others who misuse it, but I firmly believe 
that regarded in its proper light—not used as a cloak for outworn, out- 
moded ideas and false principles—tradition is of the very highest importance 
in the life of the individual and in the association of nations. As a soldier 
with more than forty years’ service, I firmly believe that tradition is one of 
the strongest supporters that a man can have in carrying out his duty in the 
face of difficulty and danger. More than that, in maintaining good relation- 
ship and happy, close cooperation between bodies of men who have the 
same ideals, but who may differ on points of detail, tradition again is a very 
strong inspiration and incentive. 


I am particularly happy and proud that the tradition of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts comes in its origin from 
the same great tradition of our own Honourable Artillery Company of this 
country, which has such a very long and distinguished record. 

I feel very strongly that it is of the greatest importance to our two 
countries that the association between the Honourable Artillery Company 
and the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts should 
be so close, so happy, and so friendly in every way, as it obviously is from 
what I have seen and heard tonight. I believe that that has been a tre- 
mendous factor and that it will continue to be a tremendous factor. 

The second point to which I would like to refer is good comradeship. It 
does seem to me, looking at it purely and simply from a military point of 
view, that there has never been a time in the whole history of our two 
countries when good understanding, good comradeship and close cooperation 
between our two nations were more important to the future of the peace 
of the world and the prosperity of mankind, than they are today. I can think 
of no better way of cementing that understanding and good comradeship 
than by visits such as the one in which we are participating tonight of the 
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Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts to this country. 
It was, I think, a magnificent act on the part of Captain Tom Carty to bring 
you over here to arrange this visit, and to give us here in this country an 
opportunity of meeting you, of exchanging ideas with you and of enjoying 
your very good fellowship and your very good company. I am certain that 
I speak not only for your guests here tonight, but for everyone in this 
country, when I say how deeply we appreciate it, how very much we hope 
that you are enjoying your visit here and how sincerely we look forward to 
an early future visit of your Company to us here in Great Britain. 

As a young officer I was once told that cooperation or good comradeship 
was best bred by mutual trust out of friendship. If ever I have been in an 
atmosphere of mutual trust and friendship, it is here tonight and that, 
I think, is a very good omen for the future. As I said just now, I very much 
hope that each succeeding Captain of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts will pick on London for his Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty. 

Finally, Captain Tom, I ask you to convey to all your Company our very 
best thanks. From the whole of the British Commonwealth of Nations we 
wish you, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
all good fortune in the future and great success in all your undertakings. 
Please come back soon.

Tue Honoraste Winturop W. Apricu: Captain Carty, Field Marshal 
Harding, Mr. Attlee and Gentlemen, I have had to respond to a great many 
Toasts since I first had the honor of representing the United States 
Government in Great Britain, but I have never attended a function at 
which I have felt more at home than I do at this dinner. I feel that it is 
rather remarkable that I am not a member of the “Ancients” of Massachu- 
setts. Many of my friends are. My great friend Leverett Saltonstall is a 
member, Cabot Lodge is a member, and I know that Sherman Adams is a

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member. I cannot understand why my friend Senator Kennedy is not 
a member, he being a son of one of my predecessors here in London. 


I have followed with great interest and great sympathy what has been 
going on in New England in the past few weeks. I am not sure that my 
British colleagues here will understand what I mean when I refer to those 
two evil women, Carol and Edna, I have a daughter and brother who live in 
Boston, I have four grandchildren in Massachusetts, and innumerable 
nephews and nieces. I have a sister and two brothers in Rhode Island and 
I have a daughter and a sister who live in Connecticut, every one of whom 
suffered from the evil machinations of those two ladies. I am sure that you 
realize how thoroughly I sympathize with you about what has happened in 
New England in the last few weeks. 

Gentlemen, I know that you have just been the recipients of splendid 
hospitality here in Great Britain, and I am sure that that hospitality has 
shown you how tremendously important are the traditions that exist between 
our two great countries, in your case going back to His Majesty Henry VIII 
of England, and in the case of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, going back to 1638. I am sure that you 
recognize the extent to which tradition is important. Everything that has 
happened in your visit here is based on tradition, which in this country is 
held in high reverence. I know that when you go back to our country you 
will carry with you an appreciation of the tremendous feeling of good will 
which exists here for our country. 


I have just been a humble participant in a conference here in London 
which will, I think, go down in history as one of the most important con- 
ferences of modern times. At that conference the cooperation which existed 
between the Government of our country and the Government of Great 
Britain was the outstanding factor which made that conference a success. 
I do not think that it would be possible to pay too high a tribute to the 
leadership of Anthony Eden at that conference. But at the same time, the 
support that we received from Foster Dulles, the Secretary of State of the 
United States, and the United States Government, was equally important in 
bringing about the successful conclusion of that great conference. I think 
that I should mention the fact that in the background and always in the 
mind of everybody there was that great leader of the free world, Sir Winston 
Churchill. I really believe that at that conference were laid the foundations 
of the future safety of the free world. There are, of course, a great many 
hurdles still to be surmounted, but last week we were gathered together 
knowing that the European Defense Community was not approved by 
France, and yet in one week an entirely new Charter for Europe was forth- 
coming. In my opinion, that came very largely from the loyal cooperation 
of Great Britain and the United States. 


There is only one more matter to which I would like to refer tonight, 
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and that is to say a few personal words about two of the men who are here 
present and who, I am sure, you have all come to know very well. The first 
is Field Marshal Harding. I have had the pleasure of knowing him here in 
this country since I have been the Ambassador. I have known some of the 
work that he has done as Chief of the Imperial General Staff in the 
conferences which have taken place with our Chiefs of Staff during a long 
period of time. I know, and I would like to testify to the fact, that there is 
no one in whom we have more confidence and whom we more greatly 
admire. Anything that he says to us we trust completely, and we feel that 
he has made a most tremendous contribution to the cooperation between 
our two countries. 

I would like to say a rather more intimate word in a somewhat less 
important field, although it was extremely important to me at the time that 
jt took place, with regard to the cooperation which was given to me as 
United States Ambassador in Great Britain by Major General Gascoigne at 
the time of the Coronation. He was in command of the troops in London 
at that time and of the troops in the Coronation Procession. As you may 
imagine, there were a great many Americans in London who it was my 
duty to see had an opportunity of viewing that Procession. I can tell you, 
gentlemen, that there never has been anything more sympathetic, more 
kindly or more greatly appreciated than what General Gascoigne did for me 
during that time. I am very glad to have the opportunity of saying publicly 
how I feel about the matter. 

It is a great honor to me to be here and it is a great privilege to welcome 
all of you gentlemen of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts to London on behalf of your Government. I hope that you 
will feel happy while you are here. Anything that your own representatives 
can do for you here we will do, as the Italians say, con amore. We realize 
the tremendous contribution that you are all making to the good relations 


between our two countries and we realize what a message of good will you , 


will all take back to the United States.

ApguTant Pereira: The Fifth Regular Toast is the Corporation 
of the City of London, venerable in age and rugged in integrity; 
that is London.

Caprain Carty: The Toast will be responded to by Alderman 
Sir Frank Newsom Smith, Bart. 
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ALDERMAN Sir Frank Newsom Smirn: Colonel Carty, your Excellency, 
my Lords and Gentlemen, it is a proud moment for me to offer our old 
friends, the “Ancients,” the warm welcome which I do from the Lord Mayor 
and the City of London. The City of London has always been very closely 
associated with the United States of America, It was, I believe, in 1775 
that the Colonists in America had some slight dispute and they took up 
arms, not to separate from the United Kingdom, but to protect the rights of 
the common man. I believe that that was what it was started for. It, of 
course, resulted in Independence. During those days the strongest supporters 


of the Colonists in England were the Lord Mayor and the Corporation of 
the City of London, and we are proud of that fact. 


The office of Lord Mayor is one of great interest, and the Lord Mayor has 
very many and varied duties. I remember that on one occasion when I was 
holding that office there was a big function on the steps of the Royal 
Exchange. The traffic was stopped. There were some thousands of people 
all over the road and loudspeakers were all over the place. When the 
function was over an avenue was made through the crowd from the Royal 
Exchange steps to the Mansion House, and I and my procession proceeded 
down this nice little avenue. Half way down there was a little girl who was 
crying, and so I stopped and said: “What is the matter, my dear?” She 
said: “I have lost my mother.” I said: “Do not cry. We will soon find her 
for you. Tell me, what’s she like?” The little girl replied: “American 
soldiers and gin.” (Laughter and applause.) 


Many interesting things such as that happen to a Lord Mayor. On one 
occasion I went to look over a mental hospital. My English friends have 
heard this story before. When I arrived there I got out of the car. The 
Superintendent of the hospital met me and we had to go up a flight of steps 
into the hospital. As we turned round a man came out of the door of the 
hospital. The Superintendent said: “You see that chap. He has been in the 
hospital for five years, but he is now at this very moment going out into 
the open world completely cured.” I said: “That is a grand job of work. 
I must shake him by the hand and wish him well.” I went up the steps tt 
go into the hospital. I shook this man by the hand and congratulated him. 
I wished him good luck and he thanked me. Then I said to him: “You wis 
be interested to know that the very first person with whom you have tik 
hands on coming out of this hospital is the Lord Mayor of London.” He 


said: “Don’t you worry. I thought that I was the Archbishop of Canterbury 
when I came in.” (Laughter.) 


There was another similar occasion when I went to look over another 
mental hospital. After I had seen all over it I was asked to go into the big 
hall and say a few words to the staff and to some of the patients. I got on 
to the dais. Just down in front of me was one of the patients sitting down. 
I had not been speaking for more than about two minutes when he got ip 
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and proceeded to walk out down the gangway to the door at the end of 
the hall. He had not got half way out when he shouted out: “I have never 
heard such a lot of rot in my life.” We all smiled, but he did not take any 
notice. I went on with my few remarks. After it was all over a few of us 
went into the Superintendent’s room to have a cup of coffee. The Super- 
intendent came over to me and said: “I was very interested, my Lord Mayor, 
in that patient who interrupted you. He has been in this hospital for ten 
years, and that is the first lucid moment that he has had.” (Laughter.) 

I am replying for the City of London, and I am very conscious of the 
hospitality that we have had when we, the London H.A.C., have been over to 
America. I did not go over in 1938 because my two sons were going. I know 
the hospitality, and knowing what was going to happen, I thought that if 
Dad was there it would spoil the party for the boys. But I was here in 1937 
when you came over. I was also here when you came over in 1912. I had 
the very great privilege of going to Boston with the deputation under Lord 
Denbigh in 1903. I think that Percy Cooper was one of those who went, 
but to those who did not go I will tell you what the “Ancients” did. They 
divided themselves up into three parties. One party came on duty at 
8 o'clock in the morning and remained on duty until 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Then the second party came on at 4 o’clock in the afternoon and went 
on until midnight. The third party went on from midnight to 8 a.m. Mind 
you, none of those parties were kind enough to bring in any ambulances 
for us. 

I was also here when you came over in 1896. I have here a menu of the 
dinner which was given by the “Ancients” to the London H.A.C. at the 
Holborn Restaurant at which King Edward VII, when Prince of Wales, 
was present. Here is the menu. I cannot show it to you all, but if you had 
a dinner such as the one that was given to us then you would have had to 
have started at 6 o’clock at night and you would not have finished until 
midnight. There are ten courses and three of everything, and they went 
through all those courses. 

I want to end by saying how very delighted we in the City are to see the 
“Ancients” here once more in London. We are very proud of our connection 
with the H.A.C., and we are proud of our connection through them with 
the “Ancients.” All that I say to you is, ask us over pretty soon and we 
will come, and then come back again as soon as you can. In the meantime, 
when you go back to Boston will you convey to Boston the greetings of the 
Lord Mayor and the City of London to the Mayor and citizens of Boston?

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Cradle, liberty, she has rocked the American generations from 
1620 to the present time. Massachusetts, there she stands, and 
there she will stand until time is no more.

Caprarn Carty: The Toast will be responded to by Colonel Roy 
I. Cooke, Aide to Governor Christian A. Herter, Governor of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Cotonen Roy F. Cooke: Captain Carty, Colonel Commandant, His 
Excellency, most distinguished guests at the head table and distinguished 
guests at the other tables, history is being made here tonight. It is the 
Three Hundred and Seventeenth Fall Field Day Tour of Duty of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. The new, although 
three hundred and seventeen years old, has come home to its mother 
country. The new has come to the old. The oldest military organization in 
the Western Hemisphere and the oldest military organization of its type in 
this world are breaking bread here tonight. When you stop and realize 
that the combined years of service of these two organizations are seven 
hundred and eighty-four years of continuous action for their great countries 
in which they live, you will understand what it all means. 

Yesterday was a great day, as also is today. After the Divine Service 
which we attended, this group assembled in the grounds of the Honourable 
Artillery Company. There the gallant leaders of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts and the Honourable Artillery Company 
of London showed by their acts and deeds what had welded these organiza- 
tions in these two countries together. Above them all was a smiling heaven 
and God Almighty. An observer would see something there that has seldom 
been seen before. Our two flags were flying from the same flagstaff. That 
was something that I think each one of us realized when we turned towards 
the sky. We thank God that those flags were there flying before us. 

Service and friendship have brought us together. The Ambassador has 
already kindly referred to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and to our 
great Senator. Senator Jack Kennedy will also recognize these few words 
of a Massachusetts poet who in his typical Yankee fashion said: 


“Friendship is not just shaking hands and saying 
‘How d’you do?’ 

Friendship grips a fellow’s heart and thrills him 
through and through.” 


I think that that is the spirit that is here tonight. 
Now for the benefit of our friends here in London I would say that the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts starts in the Pioneer Valley near New 
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York State on the west, and goes nearly two hundred miles to Faneuil Hall, 
the Base and Armory of our Company on the Atlantic Ocean. On the south 
it is bordered by the States of Connecticut and Rhode Island. On the north 
it is bordered by Vermont and New Hampshire. It is not the largest 
Commonwealth and it is not the smallest State of the forty-eight. We do 
not brag that it is the greatest, but we are proud to admit that it is the 
finest. 

My only regret is that our good Governor, Christian A. Herter, is not here 
this evening. He is an active member of this Company and he would have 
enjoyed meeting you and shaking your hand. I am his humble servant this 
evening. In my humble way I bring to you his greetings, and also his 
congratulations on this wonderful gathering, and his best wishes. 

Tf you look at the map of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you see on 
the eastern side a large arm that is extended into the Atlantic Ocean. 
Perhaps you can visualize and realize that that arm tonight is that of our 
great Governor Herter. He has it stretched out to the one hundred and 
sixty odd members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. He hopes that when they return it will be from the most 
successful Tour of Duty in their history after having travelled nearly 
one million man miles to attend this Meeting. He also has that right arm 
out to the Honourable Artillery Company of London with the invitation that 
every man here, the Colonel Commandant, the President and the members 
of this oldest and famous military organization, should come to the Old 
Bay State in the near future. Tonight the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
salutes you and invites you to come to the Old Bay State.

Apjurant Perema: The Toast is the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London. May we never meet you but in peace, never 
engage you but in hospitality, never part from you but in love.

Captain Carty: Gentlemen, before I ask for a reply to this 
Toast, I will ask Colonel Cooper, one of the members of the 
Honourable Artillery Company, please to rise because I would 
like you to view the medals that he is wearing. He came on the 
trip to Massachusetts in 1903 when his Company was entertained 
by the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts. I ask Colonel Cooper kindly to stand up. (Colonel Cooper 
did so.) 
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I will ask kindly to respond to the Toast Major General Sir 
Julian Gascoigne, K.C.V.O., C.B., D.S.O. 


Masor Genenat Sir Juntan Gascorene: Captain Carty and other dis- 
tinguished members of both our Companies, this is an embarrassing occasion 
for me, because I have to follow my distinguished predecessor, Lord Alan- 
brooke, and there seems to be an unfortunate precedent in that whenever 
I speak before the Honourable Artillery Company my remarks have to be 
impromptu through force of circumstances. The first time that I spoke 
when I dined with the Honourable Artillery Company, Lord Alanbrooke and 
Mr. Anthony Eden made the first two speeches. After that I was ordered 
to speak. This evening I am ordered to speak after the C.1.G.S., your 
Ambassador, and other people of like calibre. They have already said what 
I was going to say. To prove that that is true I will tear up my notes. 
(Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne did so.) 

As the Colonel Commandant and a new one of the Honourable Artillery 
Company, I would like to thank you for the way in which you drank that 
Toast. I wish to stress the fact how very proud we in the Honourable 
Artillery Company are of our association and our friendship with the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. It is a friend- 
ship which we greatly cherish. If we have been able to be of any assistance 
in making this very enterprising visit this year, this Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty, a success, we are both pleased and proud, because not only are we 
great friends of the “Ancients,” but we remember always that we owe them 
a great debt of gratitude. They helped us tremendously with many valued 
financial contributions during the war. More than that, we treasure the 
memory of their most generous offer to take and care for the children of 
members of the H.A.C. during the period of the bombing of Britain. That 
was real friendship. 

I had approximately thirty years of service in our Army, and not the 
least of the many blessings that I succeeded in getting out of that Army 
was an assignment to Washington for three years. It was one of the best 
three years that I ever spent in my life. It has, I think, been of great value, 
not only to me, but indirectly to the relations of our two countries, because 
I really appreciate the value of such visits. It may be a platitude, but I 
think that the chief enemy to a happy relationship between the United States 
and ourselves is a lack of understanding. It is the lack of understanding 
of the background and the circumstances which form our two points of view. 
This visit is the sort of thing which enables that background and the 
circumstances to be so much better understood. Therefore it helps to 
eliminate the frictions that inevitably occur between friends, and they 
would not be friends if we could not have those frictions, 

In my prepared speech there was one little story, and I will stick to it. 
It is a true one of the British General who went to America very soon after 
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the Pentagon had been finished. A Major of the United States Army 
Liaison Staff was taking him round and showing him this new wonder. 
They saw the pictures of the American campaigns from the time when 
the United Statés became the United States. After a little while the two 
of them got three-quarters of the way down and the American Officer said: 
“Now we come to the war of 1812.” “1812,” said the English General, “who 
did you fight that against?” The American, a little bit pained and sur- 
prised, said: “Sir, against you, against England. That was when you burnt 
Washington.” “Burnt Washington,” said the Englishman, “never. We 
burnt Joan of Arc, yes, but never Washington.” I make no bones about it. 
In those days—and it is only eight years ago—that General might have 
been I. It was not I but it might have been. I am rather ashamed of the 
fact that it might have been. 

I am now going to brag a little and not be the modest Englishman. The 
Honourable Artillery Company does not suffer from that fault of ignorance 
of the United States. We have our Boston Association, which was formed 
as a result of the visits of the Honourable Artillery Company to Boston. 
They are active and invaluable in their help and they keep very much alive 
knowledge of and interest in the United States. I would like, on behalf of 
the Honourable Artillery Company, also to thank the Boston Association 
for what they have done, certainly since their last visit in 1938, to prepare 
for this return visit of the “Ancients.” 

It is getting late and I told your Captain that I thought that three minutes 
was quite long enough for any after-dinner speech. Lastly, I would like to 
thank him very much, not only for the way in which the Toast was proposed 
and honoured, but also for producing that little spur which will encourage 
not only the Boston Association but, I hope, the whole of the Honourable 
Artillery Company, to continue to dispel the thick fog of ignorance which 
still lies over both our countries with regard to the other. 

I would also like to thank very much the Ambassador for his extremely 
kind words about myself, which were quite undeserved. On such an occa- 
sion as our Coronation, knowing the genuine and great affection that you all 
have for the Queen, my first duty would be to see that as many Americans 
as possible should view the Coronation. I am very grateful to the Ambas- 
sador for his yery kind remarks and I thank you all very much indeed. 


Caprain Carty: Thank you, Major General Sir Julian Gas- 
coigne. I wish to ask you to step up here because I have a very 
pleasant duty to perform. Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne, as 
Colonel Commandant of The Honourable Artillery Company of 
London, I should like to present to you a donation from The 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, to 
be used for your Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, or any other fund

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which you, in your wisdom, may decide is appropriate. (Applause.) 


(Captain Carty then handed Major General 
Sir Julian Gascoigne a cheque.) 


Mason Generar Sir Junttan Gascoicne: Captain Carty and members of 
The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, this cheque 
with which I have just been presented is for two thousand eight hundred 
dollars. (Applause). I can assure you, Captain Carty, of our very great 
gratitude. I can also assure you and all your members that it will be put 
to very good use. We have a special committee on the Court of Assistance 
which deals with cases of this sort. The cases which demand assistance are 
always greatly in excess of the assistance that we are able to provide. This 
will be a most valued help. I can already in my mind think of one or two 
cases which we shall be able to help but which we have been unable to 
help until now. Thank you very much indeed.

The Eighth Regular Toast 


ApgutTant Peretra: Gentlemen, we now come to the Eighth 
Regular Toast, which is that of The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, which was formed for the 
public weal and safety by means of the advancement of the 
military art.

Caprain Carty: Before I respond to that Toast, I would like 
to ask everybody in this room to stand in silent tribute to one 
of the finest men whom I have known in my ten years in this 
Company and who, from the very beginning, in preparation for 
this trip gave me great counsel, magnificent help and always great 
courage. Up until two days before we left he was with us. We 
were without him for the two days before we left but he was with 
us for the two hundred days during which we planned the trip. 
He came to England in 1937. He has visited London many times 
since. In 1952 he sent a telegram to us on Washington’s birthday 
which stated that at that hour in London The Honourable Artillery 
Company of London were drinking a Toast to The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. I ask you to 
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rise and stand in silent memory of Lieutenant Colonel Andrew S. 
Seiler. 


(Everyone present stood in silence for a few moments.) 


Captain Carty: I would like to call your attention to the fact 
that many of the early members of The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts were accomplished silver- 
smiths. Paul Revere was a silversmith but he was not a member of 
our Company. William Dawes, Robert Sanderson, William Homes 
and many others were members of our Company and accom- 
plished silversmiths. Their works we have borrowed from the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts and also from the Yale University 
Museum. Through the kindness of Mr. Leigh Ashton, of the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, London, they are now on exhibition 
there. They will be on exhibition for at least sixty days after we 
leave London. Those of our members who have an opportunity 
to visit the Victoria and Albert Museum I recommend to do so. 
I am familiar with the pieces in that collection, to which Mark 
Bortman, one of our members, has very greatly contributed, and 
through whose efforts the works are in London today. 

In response to the Toast of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, I should like to say that this is the 
first time in three hundred and seventeen years that the Toast has 
been responded to at a Fall Field Day Tour of Duty in London, 
England. It is, of course, a signal honor and a rare privilege so to 
tespond, 

I direct your attention to the fact that we have sent to England 
one hundred and sixty ambassadors of goodwill, who will be great 
workers for His Excellency, The Honorable Winthrop W. Aldrich. 
In testimony to that tonight and for posterity, it has been written 
that it has been a wonderful visit. 

In that connection I should like to read a telegram over the 
signature and the authority of John Foster Dulles, which was sent 
to me just before we left on our trip. It reads: 


“Captain Thomas J. Carty, Captain commanding the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, Faneuil Hall, Boston. Secretary 
of State Dulles in his absence from country has authorized me to request

you to carry following message from himself to Prime Minister Sir Winston 
Churchill during your forthcoming trip to London: ‘I am convinced and 
deeply gratified that the official Fall Field Day Tour of Duty of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts during which its mem- 
bers will visit the Honourable Artillery Company of London will provide 
yet another link in the indivisible chain of history and heritage which binds 
our two countries.’ ” 


Captain Robert Keayne, who was one of our members, was 
born at Windsor in 1595. He went to the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony in 1635, and in 1638, in the company of some others, he 
asked Governor Winthrop for a Charter for a Military Company. 
His first request was not received too favorably. However, it was 
later granted. 

Your Charter was received at the hands of King Henry VIII in 
1537, one hundred and one years before Robert Keayne received 
his Charter from Governor Winthrop. One may ask, how was it 
possible that through the turbulence of three or four centuries 
The Honourable Artillery Company and The Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts existed? I can think 
of only one reason. They were dedicated to the right of defense! 
When King Henry VIII conferred your Charter upon you, it was 
issued “for the better increase of the defense of this our Realm.” 
When our Charter was issued by Governor Winthrop, it was issued 
for “the public weal and safety,” to defend the Colonists against 
those constant aggressors who were seeking to take that which 
did not rightfully belong to them. 


Our visits have been too few in that three hundred and seven- 
teen years’ history. In 1887, at the celebration of your Three 
Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary, we sent over a small delega- 
tion. In 1888 you responded in the celebration of our Two 
Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary. In 1896 our Company came 
over to London in the reign of Queen Victoria. In 1903 you 
returned with a delegation led by Lord Denbigh. In 1912 we re- 
turned, and our group was received by your then King George V 
at Buckingham Palace. In 1937 we came back to you to help you 
celebrate your Four Hundredth Anniversary. In 1938, in turn, 
you came to America to help us celebrate our Three Hundredth 
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Anniversary. In 1954, seventeen years later, we have returned 
to London. I hope that it will not be long before the London 
Company visits us again, and I do hope that we will come back to 
London later because, as we can see, there is a tremendous force 
of goodwill. Great Britain has been a great force for peace in this 
world. Great Britain’s oldest and most stalwart son, the inde- 
pendent United States of America, everlastingly standing at her 
side, and Great Britain at the side of the United States, will, I am 
sure, continue to secure freedom, liberty and peace in this world, 
for the combined years of the Honourable Artillery Company 
and The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company four hundred 
and eighteen plus three hundred and seventeen making seven 
hundred and thirty-five years. 

I now request the band to play “Auld Lang Syne” and then 
we will adjourn. 

(The Company was then dismissed.) 

Then it was back to our respective quarters, tired but happy, 
and in the words of the great English Diarist of the Court of 
Charles II, Samuel Pepys, “AND SO TO BED.”

Tuesday, 5 October, one of the busiest days in the Ancients’ 
itinerary, the Comrades, in buses, which as usual were on time, 
bright and early left their hotels for Windsor Castle, which has 
been the residence of English rulers since the days of William 
the Conqueror. The older palace or “old Windsor” is about two 
miles distant. It was begun by Henry III, completed by Edward 
the III, and added to by Cardinal Wolsey, who was Lord- 
Chancellor of the Kingdom under Henry VIII. Under the Chapel 
is the burial vault of the present royal family. The park and 
forest adjoining contain over ten thousand acres. 

On their way to the Castle the Comrades visited the Air Force 
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Memorial at Runnymede where the unpopular King John many 
long years ago signed the “Magna Charta”—that basis for Eng- 
lish Constitutional freedom, which not only protected the Nobles 
from the Crown, but also secured important privileges to every 
class of freedman. Indeed our own United States Constitution may 
truthfully be said to have its roots embedded in the great English 
“Magna Charta.” General Lord Freyberg, V.C., Governor of 
the Castle, welcomed the Comrades, and later a wreath was laid 
by our Commanding Officer on the plaque commemorating 
Captain Keayne’s birthplace. 

That afternoon Captain Carty, Brigadier General Edward J. 
Kane, Brigadier General Fred E. Pereira and Comrade Mark 
Bortman were received by the Prime Minister, Sir Winston 
Churchill, at his No. 10 Downing Street residence. They visited 
with him for almost half an hour; a memorable occasion indeed 
for our Comrades, who presented Sir Winston with a cigar box 
of sterling silver and Gaboon ebony, with the initials W. C. done 
on the top of the box on a plaque of cloisonné enamel. The inscrip- 
tion was “To the Right Honourable Sir Winston Spencer Churchill, 
K.G., O.M., C.H., to whom Anglo-American Friendship owes so 
much, with respect and admiration from the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts, visiting the Honour- 
able Artillery Company of London, October, 1954.” 

Churchill, after the presentation, was in a most amiable mood 
and discussed at some length the Massachusetts Company’s his- 
tory and its link with the British Company. He made reference 
to himself “having one foot on each side of the Atlantic” 
(Churchill’s mother, as is well known, was an American) and 
spoke of our visitation to London as “a great thing for civilization 
that two great countries should have such noble traditions in 
common.” All in all, a remarkable visit with one of the truly 
great men of our times. 

That night Captain Carty and nineteen of the Comrades were 
entertained at dinner at Armoury House by the Court of Assistants. 
Many distinguished English guests were present on this occasion, 
and during the course of the festivities, the Colonel Commandant 
read a letter from Her Majesty’s Private Secretary to the effect

that she would welcome a gift from the Ancients of Boston. Her 
Majesty authorized General Gascoigne to receive the gift on her 
behalf, because she was away on a holiday in Scotland, and she 
directed him further to hold it in safe keeping for her until such 
time as she would return to London and would receive it from him. 

The silver bowl from the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts which Captain Carty thereupon pre- 
sented to General Julian Gascoigne was a beautiful creation made 
by the Towle Silversmiths of Newburyport, Massachusetts, se- 
lected to create and execute this bowl, because they are descendants 
from Colonial silversmiths who were members of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company in the days when the Company 
fought the wars in the Colonies. 

The bowl was made of silver with emerald green enamel set in 
small holes drilled in the silver, and had the Seal of the Artillery 
Company inside. It bore an inscription which read, “An offering 
to Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth IJ, Captain-General Honourable 
Artillery Company, from the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, October, 1954.” At the conclusion 
of the dinner all visitors present signed the Vellum Book, and 
once again in the words of the great Samuel Pepys, “AND SO 
TO BED.”

In no time at all, it 
seemed, we were down at “Le Bourget Airport,” and thence to our 
respective hotels.

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All members, in uniform naturally, visited SHAPE HEAD- 
QUARTERS and the American Embassy. Captain Thomas Carty 
placed a wreath at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 

Perhaps a further word would not be amiss regarding NATO 
and SHAPE, because of their importance in preparing an ade- 
quate defense against Communistic subjugation of Western 
Europe. 

SHAPE is situated about eight miles outside of Paris, where 
interesting talks were given to the Comrades by French, English 
and American officers, the American Commanding General, un- 
fortunately being out of town on the day of our visitation. 

SHAPE Headquarters translated into simple English means 
Supreme Headquarters Allied Powers Europe. It is the heart and 
soul of the set-up by which the United States and her European 
allies, who are members of NATO, in other words the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, would go into military action to 
defend Western Europe against Soviet aggression. SHAPE and 
NATO are therefore, for practical purposes, synonymous terms. 


The North Atlantic Treaty itself, the document consolidating 
the nations of Free Europe against the Soviet Bloc, or the nations 
behind the Iron Curtain, dates from April 4, 1949, and the signing 
nations have been welded together each year since then into a 
stronger and more effective political and economic force as our 
first line of defense in the relentless Cold War which the Soviet 
Union is waging against us. 

Naturally, along with the social, political and economic stresses 
at that time inaugurated and since then built up and properly 
maintained, a military goal was established also. So in February 
1952 the NATO conference approved a European Army of fifty 
divisions and four thousand planes. By August of the same year 
arrangements had been completed for coordinating the operations 
of the military forces of Greece and Turkey. The end result of 
all this planning is that today there exists a command structure, 
namely SHAPE with headquarters outside of Paris, which in effect 
controls our United Allied Forces along a four thousand mile 
front extending from Norway to the Caucasus. 
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The significance of this powerful striking force, and its supreme 
importance are apparent to every thinking American. It is a 
remarkable example of foresightedness and sound rather than 
hysteric preparation for the future. We hope and trust that it 
will never come to pass that the Soviet madmen will seek to over- 
run and subjugate Western Europe, and we have in the belief that 
with each passing hour as our political, economic and military 
strength is built up in Europe, an assurance that the possibility or 
likelihood of such a catastrophe is lessened. 

The reservoir of strength of the two great conflicting forces is 
uneven, and the balance changes daily—we hope in our favor. 
The Soviet Bloc, for example, contains thirty-two per cent of the 
world’s total population as against our sixteen per cent. On the 
other hand, we lead with sixty-three per cent of the steel produc- 
tion total as against the Soviet Bloc’s of twenty per cent produc- 
tion. To quote one final statistic, in the matter of oil, we produce 
fifty-two per cent of this precious commodity as against the Soviet 
Bloc’s production of six per cent. And so it goes. 

No one doubts that the Cold War is being waged ruthlessly as 
well as relentlessly, and while the particular facet of operation 
here or there may change, or rather seem to change, the basic 
fundamental principles never change—and in all probability can 
never be altered until either Communism or our system of Free 
Enterprise has been declared a final victor. 

It is the prayer of every good American citizen that our victory 
will be won—without bloodshed. In any event, NATO and SHAPE 
are our answer in Europe to the Soviet Union’s Cold War, and we 
should gladly and willingly support our government’s efforts to 
protect the life and liberties of our Western European Allies. 

The bond between them and us is a mutual one. Clearly, with- 
out our aid, these free nations would perish. By the same token, 
only the shallowest kind of thinking would predicate our con- 
tinued existence without their aid. They are on the threshold, and 
who would say that if the house is to stand, the threshold is not 
to be protected. Indeed, we must continually seek to increase our 
advantage socially, politically, economically, and in a military 
way if we are to strengthen our striking force against the enemy. 


SIR JULIAN GASCOIGNE SALUTES THE COLORS 
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Many factors obviously are required to overcome a foe that 
numbers thirty-two per cent of the world’s total population, and 
at the same time places so little value on human life, liberty and 
happiness. 

SHAPE and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization might well 
be the decisive force that would save the United States and her 
allies in the present Cold War. Right now, at any rate, it is beyond 
any doubt the strongest factor in deterring the Soviet Union from 
converting a cold war into a shooting war—and a world catas- 
trophe. That NATO and SHAPE may continue to function and 
prosper should be the prayer of all the Comrades and their fellow 


Americans.

At the Arch of Triumph 
Captain Carty introduced Lieutenant General Alfred F. Foote as 
the orator of the day. To the delight of all the listeners General 
Foote spoke in part in French. 


Capt. Carty—Comrades of the Ancients—Citizens of France 

It is very fitting and right that this Ancient Corps, whose members, for 
over three hundred years have promoted Comradeship—Brotherly Love and 
Peace—should come to this consecrated place. 

We come to pay tribute to France and the French people. We come to 
pay reverence to the soldiers of France who have struggled and died that 
France and the world might be free. We come as friends, comrades and 
allies. 

We have not forgotten, nor shall we forget, the help and encouragement 
given to us by France when our Colonies were struggling for freedom. We 
do not forget that in the First and Second World Wars, France stood the 
brunt of the enemy attack while we prepared to assist. On many battle- 
fields the blood of American soldiers is mingled with the blood of valiant 
French soldiers forming a friendship and a comradeship which will never 
die. Therefore, I say we are your friends—yesterday, today and tomorrow. 

And now a few words in French: 

J’ose vous addresser quelque mots en francais, votre belle langue, que 
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j'aime beaucoup, parceque je connais que yous etes un peuple obligeant. 
J’espere que vous excuserez mes erreurs, causés par mon manque d’education 
francais, non pas le desir du coeur. 

Cette Compagnie des Anciens soldats de les Etats Unis est venue de loin 
pour visiter votre belle ville et pour vous donner une poignee de main 
amicale. Votre bienvenue et votre bonte ont fait chauffer les coeurs des 
Anciens soldats de les Etat Unis. Pour les Anciens je vous donner un mot 
de remerciement. 

Ici a ’ombre de cet magnifique monument, consecre par la sang des fils 
de France, nous devrions nous mettre aux genoux pour remerciez le bon 
Dieu que ces hommes ont vecu et sont mort pour nous donner la liberte. 

Ce que nous dison aujourd’hui sera bien vite oublie, mais ce qu’ils ont 
fait, vivra toujours dans Jes coeurs du monde. 

Nous sommes profondemente humelier devant l’arche de Triomphe de 
France, ce bivuac des mort rendu precieux par lea Jarmes des meres et des 
yeuves et consecre par les prieres de Ja Nation. 

Tout hommage au fils de France, si braves si courageux. En face leur 
sacrifice nous somme faibles, mais leurs ames marcheront toujours et vivront 
toujours. 

Maintenant en Anglais. 

Well do I remember, my service for seven weeks, in the 19th Regiment 
of French Infantry in a tough spot, and later with the 32nd French Army 
Corps also in tough spots. I lived with these French officers and men in 
the front lines. I saw them in combat—I saw them die. They fought like 
men—they died like men. I loved them as comrades. 

Never yet has a country been worth living in unless fathers, mothers 
and wives were willing to give their loved ones to their country’s defense, 
and unless sons and daughters were willing to die for their country, if 
need be. The sons and daughters of France have by their sacrifices made 
this thought a reality. 

This great Arch of Triumph commemorates the sacrifice of the soldiers 
of France of all wars. This everlasting flame carries to heaven the prayers 
of a mighty nation—a prayer of thanksgiving—a prayer for peace. 

Here, whether in the glory of the noonday or the silence of the night, 
there is the eternal vigil of the dead. On fame’s eternal camping ground, 
their souls have found peace, and history marks their gallant deeds. 

Today we offer a fervent and heartfelt prayer that there might be peace 
on earth and good will among all men and nations. 

Soldiers of France, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts salutes you. May peace be ever yours. 


Later at Belleau Woods where the second battle of the Marne 
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took place General Foote memorialized the part his regiment took 
in this decisive battle as follows: 

This is a briefed down report of the trip to Belleau Woods. 
Captain Carty had obtained a sightseeing bus to carry the party 
for the day. This bus was arranged with a public address system, 
with a place next to the driver for the guide to sit and give 
instructions. General Foote took his seat and after we had cleared 
the outskirts of Paris briefed us as follows: 


“Gentlemen, I shall try to make this as short as possible so that by the time 
we get to where things happened in July of 1918 you will have a word 
picture of what took place at this historic spot. Let me say in the beginning 
that we are going to talk about the 104th Infantry. I want you to realize 
that there were other regiments there and they all did a good job but this 
story relates only to the 104th Infantry. I would like to give you a brief 
sketch of some things that preceded this present situation. In January, 
1918, the 104th was sent into the combat lines in the sector known as Les 
Chemin des Dame. Here different battalions were located in French regi- 
ments. I was then in command of a battalion and my battalion was placed 
in the 19th French Infantry regiment. We were there about nine weeks. We 
got along with the French quite well but the Germans were very careless 
about shooting. Most of their shooting was done in our direction. We had 
it out hot and heavy with combat patrols, most of which were mixed 
patrols, being both French and American. We had losses but we did not 
lose any prisoners. We took a few prisoners and at all times gave them 
back as good as they sent. About the middle of March we were pulled out 
of that sector and the regiment was assembled. We were shipped in four 
trainloads to the city of Bar-sur-Aube. We were going to have rest—a chance 
to clean up and get straightened out. The day after we arrived all this 
was changed and we started on the march for another sector where there 
was trouble and the French were hard pressed. We marched for five days, 
all of it during a sleet storm. The weather was comparable to New England 
weather, and it was March. We went into the lines again at an entirely 
new location, We occupied a position on a two-battalion front opposite the 
town of Appremont in a spot called Bois Brulle (Burnt Woods). There for 
five days and nights we had it out hot and heavy; we Jost 660 men either 
killed or wounded, but we prevented the Germans from breaking through 
at that point which they tried very hard to do. We were pulled out of 
there, more dead than alive, for a few days’ rest. We were operating in 
the 32nd French Army Corps. Our regiment was paraded and decorated 
by the French government, the first American regiment ever to be so 
decorated. We started to receive more officers and men to fill our vacancies 
and we were back in the lines in the Toul sector. This was another nasty

situation and during May and the early part of June we lost men every 
day. We were pulled out of that situation and went to a reserve position. 
While there we received a terrible artillery pounding and lost more men 
and many horses and mules. We were loaded onto trains and we of course 
thought we were going to a rest area—but not so. We detrained in the town 
of La Ferte (we will be going through it soon), and immediately started to 
march. We bivouacked that night (slept on the road) and again we sure 
thought we were going somewhere to have a rest but the very next day we 
were alerted to go to the front. This was July 3rd. On the night of July 3rd 
we made our preliminary reconnaissance. We were to relieve the 5th 
Marine Regiment which was holding Belleau Woods. Everything went well 
except that the Colonel of the 104th Infantry, which was myself, got into 
a wrangle with the Marine Colonel and freely offered to knock his block 
off (I still think I could have licked him). But some wiser heads pulled 
us apart. Then on the night of the fourth of July we relieved the Marines 
and took over Belleau Woods. No infantryman likes a Marine but let me 
say that there was every evidence that the Marines had put up a splendid 
fight in a most difficult situation. We were later to find out for ourselves 
how difficult that situation had been for them. 


And now to give you some idea of how a regiment occupies a position 
in a combat line. We may either have two battalions on the line and one 
in support or we may choose the normal method, of one battalion on the 
line, one in support and one in reserve. We chose the normal method. 
The regimental headquarters must be established and there must also be 
a rear echelon of regimental headquarters, where records are all assembled 
and kept, and which also is the workshop of the regiment. There must also 
be selected a combat post for the regimental commander which is farther 
forward than the regimental headquarters and in such a position where he 
might see situations in order to make decisions.” 


We arrived at a group of farm buildings known as Paris Farm and 
General Foote explained that this was the rear echelon and workshop. Here 
were assembled all of the Company and battalion clerks. Of course there 
would have to be files of orders received and issued and of course the 
personnel records of every officer and man, amounting to about 4000. This 
workshop is operated by the Personnel Adjutant. We went farther up the 
road about one half mile and here was a farmhouse called on the military 
maps “Whitehouse Command.” During the combat there were no civilians 
anywhere in the vicinity. This Command Post was where Colonel Foote 
had his headquarters, and he pointed out to us later his forward Command 
Post usually called the Colonel’s Battle Station. 

We then went a little bit forward and to the left to the town of Lucy La 
Bocage. This town had been entirely destroyed during the operations but 
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had been rebuilt. The General led us into a new church that had been built 
on the ruins of the one destroyed. 

We then went through Belleau Woods which is a rocky, stony hill with 
a growth of timber on it. There were still marks of artillery fire with tree 
tops cut off and stumps. We came to the beautiful cemetery of Belleau. 
That of course is a soldier’s cemetery and was not there during the fighting. 
It is only fair to say that the dead of the 104th Infantry were the first ones 
to be buried there. On a higher place at the edge of the woods General 
Foote talked to the group, and explained briefly how the attack was made. 


“Gentlemen, at the time of the attack it was thought best to make this 
attack on a two-battalion front, because of the extreme difficulty of the 
situation. This attack of course was planned by the higher command and 
was general all along the line. As set forth in orders from higher command 
the attack was to be a series of limited objectives made on a time schedule. 
That arrangement made it possible for the supporting artillery to know 
where the infantry was most of the time. The attack started at 4:35 A.M., 
July 18, just before dawn, and it was determined so far as we were con- 
cerned to make this attack in thin formation, that is, sending forward a 
series of thin lines, presenting less of a target to the enemy and always 
with the hope that no matter how many went down, these successive lines 
will pile up in sufficient numbers at the point from which we would make 
the assault on our first objective. As you will see, the ground directly ahead 
js flat. This was a wheatfield and the wheat was about ready to harvest. 
Those trees you see were not there. Our first objective was the town of 
Belleau, and as you may see, that is better than a half mile from here. 
This meant that we had to cross this wheatfield against the sweeping fire 
of the Germans and that was the reason for the attack in thin line forma- 
tion. Look up on this hill in rear of us with rocks and ledges and steep 
incline, and you can well imagine these successive lines stumbling down 
the hill to take up the advance. Very frankly, when I came down with my 
combat staff I somehow caught a foot in a vine and I rolled down the rest 
of the way. Bear in mind this was the eighteenth of July and we had been 
holding these Woods for fourteen days. We were worn out—tired—hungry. 
During that fourteen days we had lost about five hundred officers and men in 
the different attacks and there was a steady stream of replacements coming 
in to us. Over to the right front you will see a beautiful little church. 
During the time we held the Woods the Germans were using the church 
steeple as an observation post from which they could better direct their 
artillery, always pounding us. I ordered the church to be destroyed by our 
artillery and it was levelled to the ground. Several years after the War 
when I was in command of the 26th Division we collected money and we 
re-built this church. Later we will go over and see it, and you will see 
what a splendid building we gave them to replace the one which we 
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destroyed. As we went forward across this wheatfield and took our first 
objective, which was the town of Belleau, our losses were terrific. By 
sheer doggedness we kept going forward until after eight days and nights 
of combat we drove the Germans back twenty-two miles away forward to 
Epieds. We were then bushed and we brought out of that combat a mere 
fragment of the regiment that went in. We were replaced by a Brigade of 
the 42nd Division commanded by Douglas MacArthur. On the morning of 
the 18th we numbered about three thousand two hundred men (about five 
hundred men short). Eight days later we had one thousand two hundred men 
left. All the field officers but myself had gone. Most of the captains and most 
of the lieutenants. Companies, what there was left of them, were in command 
of sergeants, That, briefly, is the story of this combat, which has been 
known as the Battle of Chateau Thierry. The correct official name, how- 
ever, is the second battle of the Marne, and it rates as the turning 
point of the First World War. Here to the front of us and a little bit to 
the right, was where Lieutenant Austin, now Major Austin, and who is 
with us today, was so severely wounded that we left him for dead, and so 
reported later. Here Lieutenant Ed Phillips was killed. His promotion 
to a Captaincy had come in during the night before the attack. There 
was no opportunity to swear him in to the rank of Captain, nor for him 
to make the usual acceptance in writing. As a matter of fact, he never 
knew that he was promoted, but he was buried here as Captain Phillips 
because we fixed that by a little diplomacy which we do not regret. 
Here Lieut. Blanchard leading his platoon as the supports came up was 
caught in a machine gun burst and was mowed down with 21 of his 
men, all killed. Here one of the characters of the regiment, who was 
known as Shorty Beshard, gave his life while he was attracting (he volun- 
teered to do it) the fire of a machine gun nest so that a squad could 
crawl around to the rear of them and wipe them out with hand grenades, 
which was very nicely done. Beshard was an old soldier. He came as a 
recruit to the Company in which I was Sergeant in 1898 in Cuba. He 
had no name nor did he know who he was or who his parents were. He 
had been brought up by a woman with an unpronounceable name and 
although he was enlisted under that unpronounceable name he was always 
known as Shorty Beshard. Poor Shorty could barely sign his name and 
his intellect wasn’t much, but he was loyal, and always considered me his 
friend. After the Spanish War I had lost track of him but when I took 
command of this Battalion of the 104th Infantry, he showed up on a 
transfer, still a private, and that’s all he could ever be. Shorty always 
called me Sarge and got into trouble with his Company Commander one 
time for calling me Sarge instead of Colonel. As Shorty died up there in 
front of that machine gun nest he sent a message to me by the medical 
enlisted man who was trying to ease Shorty’s death. Shorty said, ‘Tell 
the Sarge I love him,’ and died with a smile. This is: something that I 
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shall always remember and cherish. There were so many little incidents 
that took place here that I would like to relate, but it is time for us to be 
going back to Paris. Let me tell you about the very young soldier who 
had been discovered in one of the Companies. He did not seem to be 
more than fourteen or fifteeen years old. We had him transferred to 
regimental headquarters where he could help the cook and act as sort of 
a waiter on the officers. During the combat it was necessary to get word 
to Major Lewis, who was then commanding the Third Battalion. A message 
was written and handed to a runner. He started out but his head dis- 
appeared (a direct hit). The message was quickly re-written and handed 
to another runner and this went on until five or six runners had become 
casualties, trying to get that message through. At this point our very 
young soldier whom we had been protecting because of his youth and who 
had seen all this happen, stepped up crying and said he wanted to carry 
the message. With reluctance we gave him another message, and strange 
as it may seem, he ran directly through machine gun fire and rifle fire, 
with shells breaking all around him, he took the message to Major Lewis 
and brought back an answer. It was a pleasure and a duty to give him a 
citation for D.S.C.” 


We then filed into the bus and went back toward Paris, every- 
body feeling that the trip had been very much worthwhile. 
(Editor’s Note. It may be well to mention that Shorty Beshard, men- 


tioned by General Foote, was awarded the Distinguished Service Cross, 
as was Lieutenant Ed Phillips.) 


After the stirring events of the day the remainder of Friday 
meant for all the Comrades last minute shopping and thoughts 
of “Home, Sweet Home,” because that night in one plane from 
“Le Bourget Airport,” and a second from “Orly Airport,” the 
Ancients, tired but happy, were on the “Ancients Special” again, 
safely bound for good old Boston, Massachusetts.

It appeared as if the entire gathering at Dor- 
chester House just moved en masse to the Grosvenor House. 
Refreshments came from nowhere and the reception was on its 
way. 

Field Marshall Sir John Harding, Chief of the British General 
Staff, Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne, Major Cole, Major Hill 
and Brigadier Foster Hall were among our distinguished guests. 
Our Captain, Colonel Thomas J. Carty, was very pleased and most 
happy to be with us. Several other members of the Honourable 
Artillery Company were our guests and needless to say, dawn 
struck the hour of departure and many a fond farewell was said. 
Your lieutenants were most pleased to have so many visit with 
them and certainly shared in the warm fellowship of the occasion. 


Girt or Sitver Bow: to Her Magesty, Queen Exizanetu II 


The Towle Company of Newburyport was commissioned by The Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company to execute a suitable gift for Her 
Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II, Captain General of The Honourable Artillery 
Company of London, on the occasion of their 317th Fall Field Tour of Duty 
in October of 1954, Captain Carty, Brigadier General Pereira, Brigadier 
General Kane, and Mr. Mark Bortman made several visits to The Towle 
Company in Newburyport to confer with Mr. Charles C. Withers, President, 
and his craftsmen while the gift was being executed. It was through the 
good offices of Mr. Mark Bortman, a member of The Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company, that the Towle Company agreed to execute this 
bowl. Mr. Bortman has loaned many valuable pieces of silver from his 
rare collection to the museum of The Towle Company in Newburyport. 
Following is a description of the Queen’s gift: 

“A bowl made of silver with Plique a Jour enamel on the body 
which means that small holes drilled through the silver have been 
filled with enamel—in this case emerald green. The Seal of the 
Artillery Company is inside. The Towle hallmark is underneath. The 
inscription on the bowl reads: “An offering to Her Majesty Queen 
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Elizabeth II, Captain General Honourable Artillery Company, from the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, October, 
1954.” 

During the preliminary trip made by General Pereira, Lieutenant Viola, 
and Captain Carty, a visit was made to the American Embassy and an inter- 
view was had with Special Assistant to the Ambassador, Mr. John Ames, 
with respect to the presentation of the gift to Her Majesty. He very kindly 
referred the matter to Edward Ford, Private Secretary to Her Majesty, 
a copy of Mr. Ford’s letter follows: 


“Dear Johnny, 


and 


“I gather that you telephoned to Buckingham Palace with regard 
to the desire of the Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts to 
present a silver bowl or plate to The Queen. 

“This branch of the Honourable Artillery Company is well known to 
us, but I would suggest that they be requested to follow the usual 
procedure and to submit their request through Sir Roger Makins, the 


British Ambassador in Washington, I hope you will persuade them to 
take this course. 


“With best wishes, 
Yours sincerely, 


(Signed) Edward Ford” 


Captain Carty communicated with Sir Roger Makins as suggested in Mr. 

Ford’s letter and his response dated September 29, 1954, is also shown here. 
“Dear Captain Carty, 

“Thank you for your letter of September 21 about the Fall Field 

Tour of Duty of The Ancient and Honorable Artille: 


ry Company of 
Massachusetts. 

“I am very sorry that the absence of the Court from London at the 
time of the visit of the Company will preclude the possibility of their 
being received by Her Majesty the Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh 
or by the Queen Mother. In the unlikely event of the plans of the 
Royal Court being changed, your request would certainly be con- 
sidered, but I regret that it is not possible to hold out much hope of this. 

“I have however, written to London to support your kind request 
that the Company should present a silver bowl or plate to the Queen. 
This could presumably be received by a representative of the Queen, 
in her absence, or sent to her direct. In view of the shortness of time, 
I have asked that Her Majesty’s wishes should be conveyed to your 
party in London through the Honourable Artillery Company there. 

“T hope that your visit to London will be a great success, 

Yours sincerely, 
(Signed) Roger Makins” 
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On Sunday, 3 October, 1954, Captain Carty conferred with Major General 
Sir Julian Gascoigne, Colonel Commandant, and President of The Honour- 
able Artillery Company of London with respect to the presentation of the 
gift to Her Majesty. General Gascoigne advised ‘Captain Carty that he 
would cooperate to the fullest extent in accomplishing the presentation, 
and suggested that the Captain and Commander James Langan come to 
his home that evening for dinner. Capt. Carty and Commander Langan 
were received at the General’s home by Lady Gascoigne, Sir Julian 
Gascoigne, and their daughter. Captain Carty presented his entire file on 
the subject of the presentation to General Gascoigne, including the cor- 
respondence with the American Embassy, the British Consul General in 
Boston, Her Majesty’s Private Secretary at Buckingham Palace, and Sir 
Roger Makins, the Ambassador from Great Britain to The United States. 
Sir Julian read the file carefully and informed Captain Carty that he would 
advise him at the banquet on 4 October with respect to the time of the 
presentation. Unfortunately Her Majesty was not in London at the time 
of the visit and at the banquet, Sir Julian passed the following note to 
Captain Carty: 

“Captain Carty: All is well about the bowl. ‘The Queen has asked 
me to accept it on her behalf, and I thought tomorrow evening might 
be the occasion. We can discuss it afterwards, but I thought it would 
ease your mind to let you know all is well.” J.A.G. 


Following is a copy of the letter dated October 5th which Mr. Edward 
Ford addressed to Major-General Sir Julian Gascoigne concerning the gift: 
“My dear General, 


“The Queen is very much touched by the desire of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts to present Her Majesty 
with a silver bowl and deeply appreciates this most generous gesture. 
Her Majesty’s only regret is that, owing to her absence from London, 
it will not be possible for her to receive the gift personally at the 
hands of the representatives now visiting this country. The Queen 
would be very grateful if you could find a suitable opportunity of 
expressing her sincere gratitude to them for the gift which she values 
not only for itself, but also for the kindly sentiments which have 
prompted its donors, 

“Her Majesty sets a high value on all expressions of the ancient 
ties of friendship between this country and the United States. Where 
such bonds of amity exist between bodies with which Her Majesty has 
an intimate personal connection, The Queen’s interest is naturally 
quickened. As Captain General of the Honourable Artillery Company, 
Her Majesty is pleased to join in the welcome which the Company is 
giving to members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts of which her father, her grandfather and great-grand- 
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father were Honorary Members and which has always maintained a 
close liaison with the parent Company in this country, 

“The Queen would be very grateful if you, as Colonel Commandant 
of the Honourable Artillery Company, could receive the bowl on her 
behalf. Her Majesty looks forward to the opportunity of receiving 
you later, when you could present it to Her Majesty on behalf of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 

Yours sincerely, 
(Signed) Edward Ford” 


At a dinner given by the Court of Assistants at Armoury House on 
5 October, 1954, Major-General Sir Julian Gascoigne received the gift of 
The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company for Her Majesty from the 
hands of Captain Thomas J. Carty. It was a most auspicious occasion and 
was attended by rich and adequate ceremony. After the acceptance by 
Sir Julian and his very appropriate remarks concerning the gift, Mr. Mark 
Bortman gave a most informative talk on the construction of the bowl 
and the history of The Towle Company in Newburyport which dates back 
to Colonial days. He also gave the history of the early coinage of silver in 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony by John Hull, who was a member of The 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, and of course referred to other 
members of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, such as Sander- 
son, and Hawes, who were noted silversmiths. After dinner Captain Carty 
and others were accorded the very rare privilege of signing the Vellum 
Book of The Honourable Artillery Company. This book contains the signa- 
tures of English Monarchs and some of the most famous names in British 
history. 
On November 16, 1954, the following letters were received from Major 
General Sir Julian Gascoigne: 
“My dear Carty, 
“Last week the Queen received me at Buckingham Palace and on 
your behalf I presented to Her Majesty the silver bowl. 
“Her Majesty asked me to express to you and the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts her most grateful 
thanks. Her Majesty was deeply touched by your kindness and asked 


me to tell you how much she admired the design and workmanship 
of the bowl. 


“Her Majesty was also most interested in what I could tell her about 
the history of the Towle Silversmiths. 


Yours sincerely, 
(Signed) Julian A. Gascoigne” 
“My dear Tom, 
“I am sending under separate cover a formal letter of thanks on 
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behalf of the Queen. 

“We had the bowl in its blue case ready on a table in a room at 
Buckingham Palace before the Queen came in. When I had been 
introduced, we went over to the case and she opened it herself and took 
out the bowl and examined it with great interest and care, working 
round the inscription at the top. 

“I then told her all about the bowl, and the Towle silversmiths, and 
your visit. She was most interested in it all, and I think that what 
she appreciated most was the kindness of the thought that prompted 
you to make the presentation. 

“While I was sitting talking to her the sun came out and shone most 
beautifully through the enamel insets and brought out the full beauty 
of the bowl better than I had seen it myself up till then. 

“Altogether, I think I can say it was a great success, and you would 
have been very pleased at Her Majesty’s pleasure. 

“What fun your visit was and I only hope you all enjoyed being 
here as much as we enjoyed haying you.

Exuipition oF SILverR AT THE VicTorIA AND ALBert Museum in Lonpon 


When Capt. Carty and General Pereira and Lt. Viola visited London on 
the preliminary trip in August of 1954, they called upon Sir Leigh Ashton, 
Director of The Victoria and Albert Museum in London to make arrange- 
ments for an exhibition of Colonial Silver representing the works of early 
members of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. From Octo- 
ber 1, 1954, and for sixty days thereafter, a most unusual exhibition of the 
works of Colonial Silversmiths from the Museum of Yale University, The 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, and the collection of Mr. Mark Bortman, were 
on display at the Victoria and Albert Museum. The exhibition attracted 
wide attention and was so successful that other museums in England and 
Scotland requested it, and the works were shown in Edinburgh and other 
cities.

ReEcEpTION By Sin Winston Cuurcuitt, Prime Minister or Great Brirarn, 
At No. 10 Downine Street, Lonpon, Enchanp—Ocroser 5, 1954—3:00 p.m. 


On the afternoon of October 4, 1954, Captain Thomas J. Carty received a 
telephone call at the Dorchester House in London from Mr. Montague Brown, 
Private Secretary to Sir Winston Churchill. Mr. Brown requested that 
Captain Carty communicate with him at 9:00 am. on the morning of 
October 5, to confirm the precise time that the Prime Minister, Sir Winston 
Churchill, would receive a deputation from the visiting group of The Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. At the time the private 
secretary, Mr. Montague Brown, stated that the Prime Minister would 
receive the group, consisting of a maximum number of four persons, and 
requested that their names he furnished to him on the morning of October 5. 
In complying with this request, the following names were submitted: 

1. Carr. Tuomas J. Carty 3. Bric. Gen. Frep E. Pereira 

2. Bric. Gen. Epwarp J. Kane 4, Mr. Mark Bortman 

The party of four arrived at 10 Downing Street shortly before the ap- 
pointed hour and they were warmly received by Mr. Montague Brown. They 
were escorted into the Prime Minister’s library and were informed that 
they would be called when the Prime Minister was ready to receive them. 
While they waited they had a fine opportunity to discuss their visit with 
Mr. Brown, and Captain Carty took this opportunity to ask him how he 
should address the Prime Minister. Mr. Brown assured Captain Carty that 
he would find Sir Winston Churchill most informal, but that he should keep 
his voice up because Sir Winston has a slight hearing impairment. At 
precisely 3:15 p.m. they were requested by Mr. Brown to go with him to the 
Cabinet Ministers Room, and with Capt. Carty moving first, followed by 
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Brigadier Generals Kane and Pereira and Mr. Bortman, the group pro- 
ceeded in that order to the Cabinet Ministers Room. 

Sir Winston Churchill was standing just at the doorway to the Cabinet 
Ministers Room and warmly greeted Captain Carty. Then Captain Carty 
presented Generals Kane and Pereira and Mr. Bortman. Sir Winston moved 
slightly towards the Cabinet Ministers table and as he did he said, “Captain, 
I should like to suggest a whiskey and soda.” Captain Carty responded 
immediately that he certainly was agreeable and the remainder of the party 
were quite agreeable also, Sir Winston proceeded to the Prime Minister’s 
chair and Secretary Brown suggested that the group take positions directly 
opposite Sir Winston at the Cabinet Ministers’ table. The whiskey and soda 
which Sir Winston had suggested was promptly served and appropriate 
toasts were exchanged. Sir Winston then suggested that each one be pre- 
sented with one of his cigars. 

Captain Carty then addressed Sir Winston and outlined to him a brief 
history of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
and then gave him a chronology of the events which culminated in the 
celebration of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company’s Three Hun- 
dred and Seventeenth Fall Field Tour of Duty in London, England. He 
then presented the following telegram from Mr. John W. Hanes, Jr., Special 
Assistant to the Secretary of State, Honorable John F. Dulles, to Sir 
Winston Churchill: 

“Captain Thomas J. Carty, Captain Commanding 
The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Boston, Massachusetts 
Faneuil Hall 

“Secretary of State Dulles in his absence from Country has authorized 
me to request you to carry following message from himself to Prime 
Minister Sir Winston Churchill during your forthcoming trip to London 
Quote—I am convinced and deeply gratified that the official Fall Field 
Tour of Duty of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company during 
which its members will visit the Honourable Artillery Company in 
London will provide yet another link in the indivisible chain of history 
and heritage which binds our two countries unquote”— 

John W. Hanes, Jr., Special Assistant to the Secretary of State. 

Sir Winston read the telegram with much feeling and as he held it in his 
hand he said to Captain Carty, “Is this for me?” Captain Carty quickly 
replied, “I am sorry, Sir Winston. I should like to have the telegram, but 
I promise you that a photograph of it will be sent to you.” The photo- 
graph has long since been sent to Sir Winston and acknowledgment of it 
was made by his private secretary, Mr. Montague Brown. In speaking of 
the telegram it is interesting to note at this point that Captain Carty 
inadvertently left the telegram on the Cabinet Ministers’ table when the party 
left the room, and when they returned to the Dorchester House, Captain 
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Carty called Mr. Brown and explained to him that the telegram which he 
treasured so highly was left on the Cabinet Ministers’ table. Mr. Brown 
promised that he would investigate and later in the evening an envelope 
was received from the Prime Minister’s office by hand, enclosing the tele- 
gram with a message from the Prime Minister’s private secretary, returning 
the telegram with his compliments. When Captain Carty was leaving the 
Cabinet Ministers’ room the Prime Minister’s secretary whispered to 
Captain Carty that he was probably the only American who ever took 
anything away from Sir Winston. 

After Sir Winston had read the telegram, Captain Carty then continued 
to outline the visit of the Company to London, and the magnificent recep- 
tion which was given to them by Sir Julian Gascoigne at Armoury House 
on Saturday evening, October 2. He then told the Prime Minister of our 
review by Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne on the Parade Grounds at 
Armoury House, and our parade to the Church of St. Botolph at Bishops- 
gate. At this point Sir Winston stated that had he known that there were 
over one hundred and sixty members of The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company in our party he most certainly would have reviewed us 
at Armoury House. Apparently the impression was given to him that we 
arrived in much smaller numbers. 

Captain Carty then told him of the banquet at Dorchester House at which 
Field Marshal Sir John Harding, Honorable Winthrop W. Aldrich, Sir 
Julian Gascoigne, Mr. Dodds Parker, representing Sir Anthony Eden, Mr. 
Clement Attlee, former Prime Minister of Great Britain, and others were 
present. Sir Winston seemed much affected when he was told of the glowing 
tribute paid to him, Sir Anthony Eden, and Honorable John Foster Dulles, 
by Honorable Winthrop W. Aldrich. Mr. Aldrich also singled out for 
special tribute, Field Marshal Sir John Harding, and Major General Sir 
Julian Gascoigne. 

At this point, Captain Carty advised Sir Winston that The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company had made a gift of 1,000 pounds ($2,800) to 
The Honourable Artillery Company of London for their widows and orphans 
fund, or any other fund which Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne, their 
Colonel Commandant, in his wisdom should decide appropriate. We were 
very much affected also when we looked into the eyes of the Prime Minister 
and noticed that a few tears rolled down his cheeks. He was obviously 
much more impressed with this wonderful thought of The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company in its donation to the widows and orphans 
fund than we shall ever know. 

When Captain Carty completed his presentation to the Prime Minister, 
Sir Winston addressed the group and stated that he had one foot on either 
side of the Atlantic because his mother was an American, and one of his 
forebears, Major Reuben Maury, was on the staff of General Washington 
during the Revolutionary War. He also stated that it was a great thing for 
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America and Great Britain that the traditions between the two great 
countries were kept alive and continued by The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts and The Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany of London. 

Sir Winston told the deputation that he entered Her Majesty’s Cabinet 
for the first time 40 years ago. He also stated that during the years there 
have been a few interruptions, but he was pleased to greet us as a member 
of Her Majesty’s Cabinet, and as Prime Minister of Great Britain. 

He also stated that the visit of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts was a great contribution to the good will between 
the two countries, and that Anglo-American relations were never better. 

At this point Mr. Mark Bortman arose, as we all did, and proceeded to 
the other side of the Cabinet Ministers’ table at which Sir Winston was 
seated, and addressed him and presented the silver cigar box which was 
executed by the Towle Company of Newburyport, Mass., especially for the 
Prime Minister. Mr. Bortman described the construction of the box and 
its beauty and read the following inscription to the Prime Minister: 

“To the Right Honourable Sir Winston Spencer Churchill, K.G., 
O.M., C.H., to whom Anglo-American Friendship owes so much, with 
respect and admiration from The Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, visiting the Honourable Artillery Company 
of London, October, 1954.” 

Description: A cigar box of sterling silver and Gaboon ebony. One of 
Churchill’s cigars was sent over from England and the box was made 
to the exact measurements, done in cloisonné enamel. 

Sir Winston graciously accepted the gift and assured the party that he 
would proudly show it to his colleagues in Her Majesty’s Cabinet, and 
would treasure it always as a gift from the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts. He then proceeded to the library once again 
and photographs of the group with Sir Winston were taken. A few photo- 
graphs were taken with Captain Carty (holding the cigar box) and Sir 
Winston. At one point the Prime Minister said to Captain Carty, “I believe 
I am giving you a little too much to carry,” however, Captain Carty 
responded that he did not mind at all. After the photographs were taken 
the party proceeded to the steps at 10 Downing Street with the Prime 
Minister in the lead and when the door was opened, Sir Winston was greeted 
with loud cheers by the throngs of Londoners standing on the opposite side 
of the street. Several photographs were taken on the steps at 10 Downing 
Street. Some of the photographs appeared in many world newspapers. In 
fact it came to the attention of Captain Carty that they were published in 
the Nippon Times in Japan. Several friends sent copies of it to Captain 
Carty from points in Pennsylvania, New York, and other sections of the 
United States. Mr. Colin Frost, the representative of The Associated Press 
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in London, interviewed Captain Carty on the sidewalk at 10 Downing Street 
and stated that the group from The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany was paid a very great honor in that they were with the Prime Minister 
for approximately thirty minutes. Captain Carty told him that the party 
was received in the Cabinet Ministers’ room for that time, and Mr. Frost 
stated that it was a most unusual privilege to be with the Prime Minister 
in the Cabinet Ministers’ room. Following is the article by Colin Frost 
which appeared in the newspapers of the United States as an Associated 
Press dispatch: 


“CHURCHILL RECEIVES QUARTET OF ‘ANCIENT AND 
HONORABLES’ 


By Colin Frost 


“LONDON, Oct. (AP)—Four magnificently uniformed Americans 
gave Prime Minister Churchill a made-to-measure silver cigar box today 
and, as Churchill himself put it, Anglo-American relations were never 
better. 

“The men with the box, a product of Towle Silversmiths at New- 
buryport, Mass., were officers of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts—Brigadier General Edward J. Kane, Briga- 
dier General Fred E. Pereira, Lieutenant Mark Bortman, and the Com- 
pany’s principal officer, Thomas J. Carty. 

“They are here with the 160 men of their 316-year-old company— 
itself an offshoot of Britain’s own honorable artillery company—on an 
official muster and goodwill visit. 

“Today they hit the goodwill jackpot. The four officers drove up to 
Churchill’s No. 10 Downing Street residence and—rare privilege—were 
shown into his cabinet room. 

“After the presentation, Churchill chatted about the Massachusetts 
company’s history and its links with the British company. He remarked 
he himself had one foot on each side of the Atlantic—his mother was 
American—and called it a great thing for civilization that two great 
countries should have such noble traditions in common. 

“Churchill remarked on the splendor of the officers’ uniforms—blue 
with red piping and lashings of gold braid—and said in parting that 
Anglo-American relations were never better.” 

The visit to the Prime Minister was a most overwhelming and gratifying 
experience and at the Court of Assistance dinner on Tuesday, 6 October, 
when Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne accepted for Her Majesty the 
Paul Revere bowl, Captain Carty made an extemporaneous speech to the 
Court of Assistance on the experience of the visit to Sir Winston Churchill, 
and it was most enthusiastically received by those present. 

There is a little human interest story in connection with the chauffeur 
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of the Bentley car which we used during our visit to 10 Downing St. He 
was a typical Englishman named Tom Drake. He took advantage of the 
opportunity to tell us that in his entire lifetime he had never experienced 
such a thrill as that when he witnessed Sir Winston come to the steps of 
10 Downing St., with the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. He had served with Her Majesty’s forces in the first and second 
world wars and he said that he was so overcome by his closeness to the 
Prime Minister when he opened the door of our Bentley car that he wept 
unashamedly. The experience of our chauffeur, Tom Drake, is a typical 
one, and it should be remembered that his courtesies and loyalty, and devo- 
tion to us while we were in England characterized our entire visit.

She told us 
that her husband’s employer worked on the house of Captain 
Keayne. She presented us photos of a casket which was found 
during excavation. She did not know to whom it belonged nor 
does she know its whereabouts now. She also presented us 
two oak rulers made from an old oak tree which stood on the site 
of Captain Keayne’s house. Both the photos and rulers were turned 
over to Major J. E. Grinfield-Coxwell, a member of our Library 
and Museum Committee. 

At luncheon we were pleased to have as our guests, Mr. A. W. 
Mason, Honorary Secretary of the Windsor and Eaton Society. 
He was introduced and presented us a book, “The History of 
Windsor.” It was accepted in behalf of the Company by Major 
Grinfield-Coxwell, who thanked Mr. Mason and made a few 
remarks appropriate to the occasion.

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 


Traditionally on Washington’s Birthday the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts holds a reception in the Hall of Flags in the State House at 
Boston, and among the throngs who visited him this year was a 
splendid representation of our own members, who in their colorful 
uniforms were among the first to pass before the Governor and his 
Staff. 

His Excellency, Governor Christian A. Herter, as Commander in 
Chief of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, was 
tendered a dinner in the Armory following the reception at the 
State House. 

The banquet floor was crowded with tables pushed close together 
and an overflow of Comrades spilled onto the Museum space 
adjoining the floor. Captain Carty presided over a long and 
distinguished head table which included:

Captain Thomas J. Carty, after calling upon the head table 
guests who were not going to be speakers, to rise and bow, gave 
an interesting talk himself on George Washington. His remarks 
were so well received by the Comrades that they are printed here 
in full: 


Your Excellency, Governor Christian A. Herter, Your Honor, Mayor 
John B. Hynes, Reverend Clergy, Distinguished Guests, Military and Civil, 
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Officers, Past Commanders, My Comrades of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company and their guests: 

We are gathered in reception to our Commander in Chief, Christian A. 
Herter, Governor of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. This, the birthday 
of George Washington, our First President, makes it appropriate that we 
pay a brief tribute to the honored memory of the “Father of his Country.” 


Washington was born in Virginia, 22 February, 1732, and passed away at 
Mount Vernon on 14 December, 1799. 


At twenty-three years of age he commanded the whole Virginia Army. 
He had a natural love of action; was a superb physical specimen, six feet 
two in height, with a handshake like hard steel; and never knew physical 
fear. 

Massachusetts had much to do with Washington’s rise to Number One 
American. The Revolution in 1775 started as a Massachusetts war. 


The members of the Continental Congress from Massachusetts knew 
they needed the help of the other states to win it. 


Virginia was the largest state and Washington its native son. He had 
won a wide reputation as a soldier and was the logical choice for 
Commander-in-Chief. 


Washington took command of the Continental Army at Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, on 3 July, 1775. 

It is doubtful that any army, victor or vanquished, endured more hard- 
ships, suffered more disappointments, failures and discouragements than 
did the army of General Washington. 

In a country of two hundred fifty thousand able-bodied men he seldom 
had more than eight thousand trained soldiers for battle. 


In 1781 Cornwallis surrendered a whole British Army at Yorktown, 
virtually ending the war. 


In 1783 Washington’s officers implored him to set up a military dictator- 
ship. 


The idea was so repellent to him that he turned them back in disgust 
with these words: 

“The mass of citizens in these United States mean well, and I firmly 
believe they will always act well, whenever they can obtain a right under- 
standing of matters.” 

In 1790 our population was four million. In 1955—one hundred and 
sixty-five years later—it is approximately one hundred and sixty-five million. 
Washington’s words to his officers in 1783 apply with equal and perhaps 
greater force today, “for the mass of our one hundred and sixty-five million 


citizens will always act well, whenever they can obtain a right under- 
standing of matters!” 
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As is usual at the Governor’s Wasuincton’s BirtHpay DINNER 
the words of the speakers blended the serious with the jesting so 
that the occasion was a memorable and happy one. Vice Admiral 
A. K. Doyle, Commandant of the huge naval station at Pensacola, 
Florida, was especially gracious in his tribute to the Ancients for 
their active part in keeping alive respect for the man in uniform 
in our Armed Forces. The Honourable William Barker, Vice-Consul 
in Boston, spoke glowingly of the good will engendered by the 
October Fall Field Day Tour of Duty to London, and Brigadier 
General Lawrence F. Carew expressed deep appreciation of the 
many favors done for the Massachusetts Military Academy by the 
Ancients. Brigadier General John F. McManmon spoke timingly 
and most interestingly about China and Formosa in terms of our 
own Country and Communistic China and Russia. His talk was 
all too short for the vast knowledge which the General possesses 
on this vital and important topic. Indeed his speech was one of the 
highlights of the occasion. 

Former Governor James M. Curley, who received a warm 
reception from the Comrades, engaged in some jesting remarks 
directed to our present Mayor Hynes, and also donated one hun- 
dred dollars to launch a drive, either sponsored by the City of 
Boston or by the Ancients, to acquire a famous painting of Wash- 
ington at Dorchester Heights, which is presently on display and 
is owned by the Vose Art Galleries in Boston. Mayor Hynes, in 
accepting former Governor Curley’s donation, engaged in some 
very fine repartee himself, and thereupon named our own Captain 
Carty to be the chairman of a drive to raise the remaining $7,400 
necessary to purchase the Washington painting from the Vose 
Galleries. 

Governor Herter, our guest, and by virtue of his high office, also 
Commander-in-Chief of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, was given a standing ovation, and at 
the conclusion of his address accepted a traveling kit from Captain 
Carty, making the presentation on behalf of the Comrades. Gov- 
ernor Herter spoke in his accustomed scholarly, easy manner 
which makes him such a credit to the high office which he holds 
in our Commonwealth. He begged off from a lengthy address, 
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pleading that he had had a hard day, and the fact that the Governor 
had shaken hands with over eight thousand people who had visited 
him that morning at the State House was ample evidence, if any 
were needed, as to the truthfulness of his statement. Governor 
Herter was fulsome in his praise of the Ancients and their impor- 
tant place in the civic life of Boston and the State. He concluded 
with what may perhaps be a resumé of his own political philosophy 
when he said that the secret of political success is to “tell every- 
thing, tell it completely, and trust in the electorate.” 

The invocation was given by Reverend Frederic B. Kellogg, and 
the benediction by Reverend Francis X. Bransfield.

Resolutions on 
LIEUTENANT COLONEL ANDREW S. SEILER 


Born February 12, 1887 
Died September 28, 1954 


Mr. Commander, Officers and Comrades of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts: 

Your Committee, selected to present memorial resolutions on 
the passing of our esteemed Comrade and Past Commander, 
Lieutenant Colonel Andrew S. Seiler, respectfully submits the 
following: 

Colonel Seiler was born February 12, 1887. His family lived 
in the Roxbury district of Boston, during his childhood. He 
graduated from English High School in 1904; worked with his 
father from 1904 to 1908; acquired experience in banking and 
commercial pursuits and in 1910 re-entered the catering business 
which his father had organized in 1873. In 1919, Andrew and 
Irving, his brother, became the executives of the H. J. Seiler 
Company, which has grown to be one of the most extensive and 
successful of its kind in New England. In the First World War, he 
gave creditable service in the A.E.F., as a Master Sergeant in the 
Chemical Corps, serving in France and Germany. In 1925, he 
married Elva Shaleen, of Chicago. A son, John Andrew, was born 
in 1927 and a daughter, Ann, was born in 1929, while he resided 
in Newton Center and in 1940, he moved to Wellesley Hills. In 
1954, he built his country home in Wilmot Flats, New Hampshire. 

In his most active career, he affiliated with many of our promi- 
nent fraternal and other organizations, to which he rendered faith- 
ful and valuable service. In Masonry, his memberships included 
Columbian Lodge, A.F.&A.M., St. Paul’s Royal Arch Chapter, 
Boston Council, R.&S.M. Mass. Consistory 32nd Degree. After 
service, through the official line, in Aleppo Temple, Mystic Shrine, 
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he ascended to the office of Illustrious Potentate in 1951. He 
was Director of the Royal Order of Jesters in 1949 and 1950. 

Other affiliations: President of the Boston Rotary Club 1933- 
1934. President of the Salvation Army Boys’ Club 1936 to 1954 
and a Director of the Salvation Army; member of the Corporation, 
Northeastern University; Appalachian Mountain Club; Vice- 
President of the Massachusetts Restaurant Association; Advisor, 
Hotel and Restaurant Course, Tuskegee Institute, Alabama; 
Director, Merchants Cooperative Bank, Boston; Executive Com- 
mittee, United Community Services; Newcomin Society; Massa- 
chusetts Charitable Mechanics Association and others. 

In 1946, he was commissioned as Lieutenant Colonel M.O.M. 
and served on the staff of the late Governor Tobin. 

With his brother, Irving, he joined the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts November 21, 1921. He 
performed valuable service in many appointive and elective offices, 
including Sergeant, Second Lieutenant, First Lieutenant and he 
became our Captain Commanding June 4, 1945. 

In all his services to the Company, he demonstrated exceptional 
intelligence and ability, and, as our Commander, conducted an 
administration unusually active in cooperation with Federal and 
State functions, incidental to the closing months of the Second 
World War. 

At the first Company meeting of his administration, he outlined 
some promises and plans for the ensuing year. These promises 
were fulfilled, demonstrating his leadership and energetic guidance 
of the Company, which earned for him the respect and admiration 
of all. 

Colonel Seiler passed away suddenly at his home in New 
Hampshire on September 28, 1954, at the age of sixty-seven and 
his loss from our midst came as a great shock to all who knew 
and loved him. 

And so, Dear Comrade, amid the love, admiration and respect 
of all who knew you, as we part for only a little time, and you 
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journey on over the eternal ramparts into the azure blue of the 
great tomorrow, know that we shall mourn and miss you; that 
our deepest sympathy goes to your dear ones at home, so sadly 
bereaved: but may we all be comforted as we join in a thought 
and sincere prayer: 

“May God guide and direct us all until we meet again and 

may your soul rest in peace.” 

Therefore be it resolved, that the foregoing be spread upon the 
records of the Company and a copy sent to the family of our 
departed Comrade.

Report or Miritary Museum anp Liprary COMMITTEE 
1954-1955 


A meeting was held at the Armory October 25, 1954. 

Present, Sergeant Charles A. Frazer, Major J. Edward Coxwell, 
Lieutenant Albert G. Frothingham. Lieutenant General Alfred F. 
Foote reported he was unable to be present. 

Major Coxwell presided; Lieutenant Frothingham appointed 
Secretary. Major Coxwell told briefly of his making the Fall Field 
Day Tour of Duty to England, and brought to our attention a 
book, HISTORY OF WINDSOR, ENGLAND, and other articles 
enumerated in a copy of a report of a luncheon at the Thames 
Hotel in Windsor, England, dated Tuesday, 5 October, 1954, by 
Augustus J. Migell, First Lieutenant, Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. The book referred to above was left with 
Brigadier General Fred E. Pereira who placed it in the locked 
drawer allotted to this Committee, together with two Oak Rulers 
said to be made from an old Oak Tree which had stood on the 
site of Captain Keayne’s ‘house. 

Also brought to this meeting were two photographs of a 
CASKET which was found during excavation at the site of Captain 
Keayne’s house. These were presented to Major Coxwell of our 
Committee as mentioned in Lieutenant Migell’s report. The giver 
of the oak rulers and these photographs was a Mrs. C. W. Gower 
of 136 Vansittart Road, Windsor. She did not know to whom 
it belonged or as to its whereabouts, but said her husband’s 
employer had worked on the house of Captain Keayne. 

On the night of a recent Company Meeting Major Coxwell and 
Lieutenant Frothingham re-examined the photographs and noted 
that part of the exquisite carving shown on the Casket was of 
Windsor Castle and the fact that two small padlocks were shown 
as locking the casket indicated that it must be of a size such as 
might be a Jewel Casket. Each of us thought we had at some time 
seen such a casket in the Museum and a search was started. Major 
Coxwell was first to spy such a casket in one of the glass enclosures 
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located on the Museum side of the Armory and reported that a 
card indicated it had been here ever since 1912. Our research 
was interrupted by the Company Meeting being called to order. 
It would be fitting for the Company to write Mrs. Gower that 
the Casket is in the Museum at Faneuil Hall, and with such details 
as may be found appropriate. 

The Committee looks forward to an active year to come and 
will welcome the new member recently elected.

SERGEANTS’ ACTIVITIES 1954-1955 


The Sergeants of 1954-1955, under the command of Captain

THE MASSACHUSETTS MILITARY ACADEMY 

One of the first visitations of Captain Carty with his staff after 
assuming office was to attend the graduation exercises of the 
Massachusetts Military Academy, on Sunday 13 June, 1954, at the 
Boston Latin School. 

The Massachusetts Military Academy was first organized in 
1913. One of its founders, Colonel Willis B. Stover, a Past 
Commander of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
established this school to train selected men in the Militia to 
become able junior officers. Through the efforts of Colonel 
Stover our Company each year presents a Saber to the outstanding 
graduating Cadet. 

During World Wars I and II the Academy ceased to function 
as its personnel was on active duty but at the end of World War II 
it renewed its activities. 

The custom of presenting a Saber was also renewed during the 
term of office of Brigadier General Edward J. Kane as Captain 
Commanding. In May 1950 the Company voted a sum of money 
to found “The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts Library” at the Academy, and in 1954-1955. when 
the Academy moved to its new building at the Commonwealth 
Armory the Company presented complete kitchen equipment for 
the use of the Cadets. ; 

There is evidence of a close relationship between the Company 
and the Academy over the years. It is our earnest wish that it will 
continue.

LEXINGTON—Partriots’ Day, 19 Aprit, 1955 


The name Lexington has a special significance for every school- 
boy in America, because he knows that this town, situated some 
twelve miles north of Boston, was the scene of the first conflict 
between the Colonists and the British troops in the Revolutionary 
War. It was to this small town that Paul Revere rode on his trip 
“to every Middlesex village and farm” to awaken the country- 
side to a Cause that became a Nation. 


On the Lexington Green or Common, commemorating the 
bravery of those first Lexington militia men, “those embattled 
farmers,” stands a beautiful bronze statue of a “Minute Man,” 
and each April 19th the Town of Lexington remembers that event- 
ful day of 1775. And so, each year, on the 19th of April, the 
Town of Lexington commemorates with appropriate exercises the 
beginning of the Revolutionary War by holding an Anniversary 
program dedicated to the memory of the Minute Men—our first 
American soldiers. The day began this year at 6:00 A.M. with 
“The Alarm” ringing at the Old Belfry. The culmination of events 
was a colorful Parade which began at 2:00 P.M. and passed over 
a two-mile route beginning at Massachusetts Avenue, near 
Pleasant Street. 

The Ancients, as they have in past years, participated in this 
parade which, unfortunately, was held under a cold, gray, and 
threatening sky. A bus left the Armory at noontime, stopping on 
the way at the Commander Hotel in Cambridge where the Com- 
rades were the guests of Frank A. K. Boland, who served them 
refreshments, and thence, on to Lexington, where under the com- 
mand of Captain Carty, they marched over the Parade route. It is 
estimated that more than twenty-five thousand people viewed the 
units on Parade. The Company had a preferred position directly 
behind the Norwich University ROTC band which led the Third 
Division. After breaking ranks at the Lexington Green just beyond 
the Minute Man statue, the Comrades enjoyed coffee and sand- 
wiches served at the Masonic Building, and immediately there- 
after, by bus again, returned to Boston—and home.

Report on Visit to Camp Drum, New York

SamnT BARBARA, THE Patron SAINT oF ARTILLERISTS 


J. J. MacPherson, Lieutenant Commander (G), Royal Navy, the 
Gunnery Officer of H.M.S. SHEFFIELD, related the following. We 
think it is worthy of repetition, and we are quoting verbatim. 


8th September, 1954 


Here is the story of Saint Barbara as it is told at Whale Island, the 
Gunnery School of the Royal Navy. The Chapel there is dedicated to her 
and she is accepted as the Patron Saint of Artillerists (and indeed of all 
who occupy their business with guns, fire, lightning and sudden death) by 
us and by the Royal Artillery. Her memory is honored on 4th December, 
St. Barbara’s Day. 

“Tradition has it that Barbara was the daughter of a wealthy Heathen, 
Dioscorus, who lived between 200-300 A.D. The fame of her beauty was 
so widespread that her father kept her carefully guarded in a particularly 
inaccessible tower, which neither pleased her nor her many would-be suitors. 

“At last she persuaded her father to have built for her a more reasonable 
dwelling, but he went off on a long journey before its completion. Now, 
unknown to her father, Barbara had for some time been enquiring into the 
mysteries of the Christian Faith. When her father came back, he found 
that not only had Barbara been baptized, but that she had charmed the 
builder into providing her dwelling with three windows instead of two— 
her idea being to symbolize the light of the Holy Trinity. 

“Dioscorus was furious and had her thrown into prison, where she was 
repeatedly lashed and tortured—but she refused to renounce her Christian 
Faith. So she was sentenced to death. 

“Her execution was delayed on account of her youth and beauty in the 
hope that given time, she would recant; but Dioscorus soon tired of the 
delay, took the law into his own hands, and beheaded Barbara himself. In 
an instant he was struck by lightning and consumed to ashes.”

LocaL ExHIBITION OF CoLONIAL SILVER : 


AN EXHIBITION OF EARLY AMERICAN SILVER made by or for 
members of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachu- 
setts was on view in the Rotunda of the Museum of Fine Arts from 
12 February through 22 February. This is the exhibition lent to the Victoria 
and Albert Museum in London on the occasion of the Ancient and Honor- 
ables’ recent official visit to England, the second such visit in the appron- 
mately three hundred years of their existence. This small but choice 
showing includes silver from the collections of the Yale University Art 
Gallery, this Museum, and Mr. Mark Bortman, who is a member of The 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

Early silver ranges from a standing cup of 1674 by Hull and Sanderson 
lent by Yale, to an Ebenezer Moulton pitcher of 1811 owned by this 
Museum. Moulton, unlike Hull and Sanderson, was not a member of the 
Artillery Company, but the pitcher forms an historical link between the 
Moulton family firm which carried on the craft for more than two hundred 
years and the Towle Silversmiths of today founded by an apprentice to the 
last of the Moultons. This modern firm is represented in the exhibition by 
replicas of a silver bowl and cigar box made by Towle for presentation to 
Queen Elizabeth II and Sir Winston Churchill by the Artillery Company. 

On 15 February from 8:00 to 9:30 P.M. in the Trustees Room at the 
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Boston Museum of Fine Arts the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
with their ladies were the guests of the Museum at a tea.

Since the inception of the Blood Donor Program in 1953 under 
the guidance of Colonel George A. Turain, Captain Commanding, 
and with the able assistance of Second Lieutenant Augustus J.

THE THREE HUNDRED AND SEVENTEENTH 
ANNIVERSARY 


Once again the Ancients were blessed with excellent weather for 
their Anniversary Day exercises which followed the pattern now 
long established of placing wreaths on the graves of Captain 
Keayne and Major Maynard, and thence to the Armory where 
the Company assembled. The march covered the usual parade 
route with stops to pick up Mayor Hynes and Lieutenant Governor 
Sumner Whittier, moving on to the Old South Church for the 
Service, and terminating at Boston’s historic Common where our 
Commanding Officer, Governor Herter, commissioned the newly 
elected officers of the Company. 

In retrospect perhaps the finest accomplishment of the Ancients 
in the year now closing was the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty in 
England. Over three hundred years ago at Plymouth, and at the 
Bay Colony, and in Salem, Massachusetts; in Virginia; and else- 
where along our seaboard, the thirteen original colonies were for 
the most part settled by Englishmen. Their customs and laws 
were the cornerstone upon which we built; their language is our 
language; and by the defeat of the French in the French and 
Indian Wars, settled by the Treaty of Paris in 1763, it was deter- 
mined for all time that not only this country, but that all of North 
America as well, should be basically English in thinking and mores. 
We are brothers then in every sense of the word with our com- 
rades overseas, and the visitation of the Ancients to England in 
the Fall, we believe, had a salutary effect upon both the Honour- 
able Artillery Company of London and the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts. May the friendly grip of 
our “hands across the sea” bring our organizations, and the 
great nations of which we are a part, closer with every passing 
year. 

An unusual occurrence which added color and distinction to 
the celebration of our June anniversary was the visit, by invita- 
tion of our Company, of three distinguished members of the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London:

Major John A. Hill, T.D. 


Brigadier E. Foster Hall, M.C., the secretary of the Honourable 
Artillery Company, who had made most of the preliminary 
arrangements for our Three Hundred and Seventeenth Fall Field 
Day Tour of Duty to London, was also invited but at the last 
moment found it impossible to attend.

ficers, which afforded them the opportunity of seeing more 
intimately our way of life: 


Saturday, 4 June 


Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne arrived in the United States 
on 18 May, and visited other cities before coming to Boston. He 
was met at The Somerset Club, 42 Beacon St., Boston, Mass., by 
First Lieutenant Augustus J. Migell, Brigadier General Fred E. 
Pereira, and Colonel Thomas J. Carty at 10:30 A.M., June 4th. 
We proceeded immediately to The Sheraton Plaza Hotel where 
Sir Julian registered. We were then escorted by the Boston Police 
Department to The Suffolk Downs Race Track where luncheon 
was served and Comrade Judge John C. Pappas was host. Judge 
Pappas is President and General Manager of the Eastern Racing 
Association.

Colonel Carty left that group and departed for Logan Airport

On Sunday, 5 June, after breakfast, Colonel Carty escorted 
Majors Cole and Hill to the Boston Common so that they might 
witness the prior-to-June-Day exhibition drill in front of the State 
House on Beacon Street and on Boston Common. While the drill 
was being conducted they took advantage of the opportunity to 
examine the Royal Oak transplanted from Windsor Park in 
England to Boston Common on the occasion of the June Field 
Day of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company-on its 
Three Hundredth Anniversary in 1938. They found the tree in an 
excellent state of healthy growth and the area surrounding it had 
been recently sodded with rich new green grass. 

Colonel Carty conducted Major Cole and Major Hill on a visit 
through Beacon Hill and Louisburg Square where the blue stained 
glass windows engaged the Londoners’ attention because they 
greatly appreciated the rich history attaching to them. A visit 
was made to The Old North Church and The Copps Hill Burying 
Ground, from which the British Artillery at the Battle of Bunker: 
Hill threw their shells across the bay into Charlestown. Visits. to 
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other interesting places on the Hill were made, after which the 
party went to Faneuil Hall and then returned to The Sheraton 
Plaza Hotel. 

The Captain’s Dinner was the next event on the schedule and 
at 6:30 P.M. the party assembled in the State Suite of The 
Sheraton Plaza Hotel and enjoyed a cocktail party. Promptly at 
7:15 P.M. the names of the invited guests at the Captain’s Dinner 
were called and they proceeded to take their places at the dinner 
table. Seated at the Head Table were Major General Sir Julian 
Gascoigne, Major Richard C. Cole, Major John A. Hill, Mr. 
William Barker, Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul General, Brigadier 
General Fred E. Pereira, Lieutenant Governor D. Laurence Mc- 
Laren, First Lieutenant Augustus J. Migell, Second Lieutenant 
Walter Anzoni, Brigadier General Edward J. Kane, and newly 
elected Captain Harold P. McLeod. 

After dinner responses were made by Brigadier General Edward 
J. Kane, Mr. William Barker, Governor McLaren, Colonel Mc- 
Leod, Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne, Major Richard C. 
Cole, Major John A. Hill, and Colonel Carty. The Past Com- 
manders present were also called upon in addition to Lieutenant 
General Alfred F. Foote and Major J. Edward Grinfield-Coxwell. 
After dinner the party met in the Merry-go-Round and were guests 
of Comrade Lloyd Carswell for cocktails. 


Monday, 6 June 


At 8:00 A.M. reveille was sounded as has been the custom for 
three hundred and seventeen years. This took place in front of 
The Sheraton Plaza Hotel and was witnessed by the early morn- 
ing Bostonians. At 9:00 A.M. His Honor John B. Hynes, Mayor 
of Boston, was host at breakfast in honor of our guests from the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London. This affair was at- 
tended by approximately two hundred and fifty members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts and 
their guests. Mayor Hynes was a most gracious host. Major 
General Sir Julian Gascoigne, Major Richard C. Cole, and Major 
John A. Hill impressed the breakfast party tremendously with 
their timely remarks, 
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At 11:15 A.M. a wreath was placed on the grave of the first 
Captain of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company at 
King’s Chapel Burying Ground, Boston, Mass. The party then 
assembled at Faneuil Hall Armory in preparation for the Annual 
Parade beginning at 1:00 P.M. At that time various units were 
assembled on Merchants Row and adjoining streets and while the 
bells in Faneuil Hall tower tolled for the first time in three 
hundred and seventeen years, “Forward March” was given by 
Brigadier General Fred E. Pereira, Adjutant of the Company, 
1954-1955. The parade was reviewed at Boston City Hall by His 
Honor, Mayor John B. Hynes, and approached the State House on 
Beacon Hill and assembled there in column to escort His Excel- 
lency Christian A. Herter’s representative to the Old South Church, 
where a service was held. The sermon was preached by Rev. 
Duncan Howlett and the Ode presented by Lieutenant William E. 
Crosby. The music was furnished by The Meister Singers and 
the Death Roll was read by Adjutant Fred E. Pereira. The Com- 
pany then proceeded to historic Boston Common where it was 
reviewed personally by His Excellency, Governor Christian A. 
Herter. The drumhead election was then conducted and the new 
officers for 1955-1956 were elected. When the election was 
announced to His Excellency, Colonel Carty was relieved of his 
command by Governor Herter. Colonel Macleod thereupon 
crossed Boston Common and presented himself to His Excellency to 
receive his badge of office, the Gorget, as Captain of The Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts for 1955- 
1956. The same procedure was followed by First Lieutenant 
Augustus J. Migell and First Lieutenant Walter G. Murphy, and 
Second Lieutenant Walter Anzoni and Second Lieutenant Thomas 
P. Dillon. The Company then paraded to the Sheraton Plaza Hotel. 


The June Day Banquet was called for 7:30 P.M. and started 
precisely at that time. The Head Table guests included His 
Excellency the Governor’s representative, Senator Richard I. 
Furbush, President of the Massachusetts Senate, Honorable John 
B. Hynes, Mayor of the City of Boston, Major General Sir Julian 
Gascoigne, Honorable Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., Major Richard C. 
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Cole, Major John A. Hill, Admiral Austin K. Doyle, Honourable 
D. Laurence McLaren, Reverend Francis X. Carty, S.J., Honor- 
able Christopher H. Phillips, Reverend Francis X. Bransfield, 
Admiral Louis E. Denfeld, Honourable William Barker, Honor- 
able James M. Curley, and others. 

Toasts were given to the President of the United States, Her 
Majesty, The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, The City of Bos- 
ton, The Armed Forces of the United States, The Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, and The Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. The toast to The Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts was responded 
to by Colonel Harold P. MacLeod, and the toast to The Honour- 
able Artillery Company of London was responded to by Major 
General Sir Julian Gascoigne. Major Richard C. Cole responded 
to the toast to Our Guests, and Vice Admiral Austin K. Doyle 
responded to the toast to the Armed Forces of The United States. 

At the banquet, Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne presented 
to Colonel Thomas J. Carty in behalf of The Honourable Artillery 
Company of London, two shell cases suitably inscribed, which 
were fired on the occasion of the Coronation of Queen Elizabeth 
in June, 1953. He also presented in behalf of The Merchant 
Taylors Company of London, a silver replica of one of the seven- 
teenth century Irish tankards. 

Colonel Thomas J. Carty presented to Sir Julian Gascoigne a 
miniature of the Coronation Chair which was fashioned in limited 
edition with Her Majesty’s permission. Of the one hundred made, 
twelve came to the United States, and four were sent to Canada. 
The remainder went to Great Britain and the balance of the world 
in allotments. It was made in silver gilt and is the exact scale 
model of the original Edward I chair which is in Westminster 
Abbey. The stone which is inserted in the Chair is from the 
granite which is the original source of the famous Stone of Scone. 
Later, reproductions of the famous Paul Revere bowl, suitably 
inscribed, were presented to Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne, 
Major Richard C. Cole, Major John A. Hill, and Brigadier 


E. Foster Hall, in absentia. The banquet adjourned at approxi- 
mately 10:30 P.M, 
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Tuesday, 7 June 


At precisely 11:30 A.M. His Excellency Governor Christian A. 
Herter of The Commonwealth of Massachusetts received the fol- 
lowing in his office: Colonel Thomas J. Carty, First Lieutenant 
Augustus J. Migell, Second Lieutenant Walter Anzoni, Brigadier 
General Fred E. Pereira, Major Richard C. Cole, and Major John 
A. Hill. After a very gracious fifteen-minute visit, the party 
proceeded to the Chambers of the Massachusetts Senate, and 
Majors Cole and Hill were accorded the very rare honor of 
addressing the Senate of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Senator Richard I. Furbush, President of the Senate, presided. 
The party left the State House under Police escort and proceeded 
to Plymouth, Mass., where luncheon and cocktails were provided. 
Past Commander Judge Eugene A. Hudson graciously arranged 
for the visit to Plymouth, Mass., and the Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen presented to Colonel Carty, Major Cole, and Major 
Hill, replicas of the statue of Massasoit which overlooks Plymouth 
Harbor. Sheriff Charles H. Robbins escorted the party on a visit 
through the Plymouth County jail. Later in the afternoon a visit 
was made to Pilgrim Hall, Plymouth Rock, and other historic 
shrines. » 

The party again proceeded under police escort to Raynham 
where they were the guests of Comrade S. Russell Murray, General 
Manager and owner of The Massasoit Greyhound Association, 
Inc. Cocktails and dinner were provided by our host, Russell 
Murray, and the sixth race was conducted in honor of The Honour- 
able Artillery Company of London. Major Cole presented a trophy 
to the owner of the winning dog in this race. The principals of The 
Greyhound Association conducted the party through the pari- 
mutuel machinery and the other organizational features of the 
track which were very complex and most impressive. The party 
then returned to The Sheraton Plaza Hotel, arriving home at 
approximately 11:30 P.M. 


Wednesday, 8 June 
Comrade Major Frank Sawyer was host at a luncheon at The 
University Club. Major Cole, Major Hill, General Pereira, Gen-

After dinner at Braeburn, Colonel Carty invited Major Cole and 
Mr. and Mrs. Pepper to his home for a replay of the record made 
by The British Broadcasting Company of the banquet held in 
London during the Fall Field Tour of Duty in October of 1954, 
at which Field Marshall Sir John Harding, Honorable Winthrop 
W. Aldrich, and Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne responded 
to various toasts. Major Cole was returned to the hotel at 
approximately 11:30 P.M. 


Thursday, 9 June 

Again at lunch Comrade Major Frank Sawyer was host at the 
famous Locke-Ober Restaurant in Boston. The luncheon was 
attended by Major Frank Sawyer, Major Cole, Major Hill, Gen- 
eral Pereira, General Kane, Lieutenant Migell, Sergeant Paul 
Herbert, Mr. Edward Costello, and Colonel Carty. After luncheon 
the party strolled through some of the downtown stores, such as 
Jordan Marsh Company, Wm. Filene’s Sons Company, Gilchrist’s, 
R. H. Stearns Co. and others, and then returned to The Sheraton 
Plaza Hotel. 

Several of the group, including Major Cole and Major Hill, 
were guests at a cocktail party in honor of The Queen’s Birthday, 
at which Mr. and Mrs. William H. Barker were hosts at 122 Pond 
Street, Jamaica Plain, Mr. Barker is Her Majesty’s Consul Gen- 
eral. After the cocktail party, the group proceeded to Logan 
Airport and enjoyed dinner at The Promenade Restaurant.

It has been the usual custom to commence the June Day 
celebration with a breakfast tendered by the Captain to his 
officers. Since we had with us these three distinguished English 
gentlemen, our Comrade, His Honor John B. Hynes, Mayor of 
Boston, tendered a breakfast in their honor, at the Sheraton Plaza 
to which all members were invited. 

Following are the proceedings at the breakfast. 


Mayor Hynes. Gentlemen, we are very happy officially this 
morning to welcome to the old City of Boston, in the name of our 
old City, our three very distinguished guests who are here from 
England. All of you who went to London last year know these 
gentlemen and I know that you are very happy indeed that they 
are here in the City of Boston so that you may show them how 
much you appreciate the great attention that you were given 
when you were in London last year. 

May I say that I still regret that I did not go with the Company 
to London. I wanted to go very much, I have never been to Lon- 
don, but unfortunately I had just come back from a trip to 
Europe and I could not get away again. After all, the taxpayers 
have an eye on you, gentlemen, in this City of ours, so it is one 
of my real regrets that I did not have a chance to go with the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company over to London last 
year. But I hope that if another opportunity arises, and I still 
should be Mayor—there is a little doubt about it, of course—that 
I will be able to go with you gentlemen. 

This morning in keeping with custom and tradition we like to 
have these breakfasts run as briefly as possible so that we might 
all be out of here no later than quarter of eleven. You gentlemen 


have a very busy day today, and 
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“What is so rare as a day in June?” 
and this is really a very ‘beautiful June day, a typical day for the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. The sun always shines 
on the Ancients here in Boston on June Day. So today is one of 
those lovely days. 

We are not going to keep you here too long. The speaking is 
going to be brief, I hope, and therefore I will call on those at this 
moment who are not going to make any remarks at all, but I think 
you should have a chance to greet them. First is the City Greeter 
of the City of Boston, I believe unparalleled in his position, 
Mr. Jack Brown. 

I want to say, gentlemen, I was over in New York recently to a 
Convention of Mayors. We were entertained by the New York 
City Government, which has a new greeter. Grover Whalen has 
become old, I believe, too old for the job, and they have a new 
greeter. I watched him very closely to see if 1 could pick up any 
points, and I want to tell you, Jack, that I brought back nothing; 
you do a better job than he. 

I am very happy this morning to have a distinguished guest 
with us, formerly a member of the State Senate in our Govern- 
ment, now a Deputy Assistant Secretary of State, Honorable 
Christopher Phillips. 

And the new Commander of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, come this year, Colonel Harold P. MacLeod, from whom 
you will hear later; and everybody’s friend in the Company, 
General Frederic E. Pereira; another very popular member of the 
Company, First Lieutenant Augustus J. Migell. 

No Ancients’ time would be quite complete if we did not have 
with us our old friend, and I hope we will have a chance to hear 
some of his delightful stories tonight, the Governor of New 
Brunswick, Honourable Laurie McLaren. 

Now at the other end of the table, a great citizen of our Com- 


monwealth, a great soldier in the First World War, Lieutenant 
General Alfred F. Foote. 


If I were going to be in the line fighting behind any officer 
I would choose a great big tall officer like the Catholic Chaplain 
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of the City Hospital who gave the invocation here this morning, 
Reverend Lawrence M. Brock. 

My old friend, and a friend of everybody here, I am sure, 
former Captain Commander of the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company, Brigadier General Edward J. Kane; also a 
distinguished member of the Company, distinguished citizen of 
New Hampshire, in fact, the first citizen of New Hampshire, His 
Excellency Governor B. M. Dale. 

This next young man I think joined the Ancients the same night 
I joined the Ancients. He is climbing the ladder of success in the 
Ancients; indeed, he is now your Second Lieutenant of the 
Ancients, Major Walter T. Anzoni. 

Now for our first speaker, representing the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Commonwealth, Governor Christian A. Herter, who 
was unable to be here this morning, but who undoubtedly will be 
with the Ancients during this day, I am very happy to present 
Colonel John S. O’Brien to give the greetings of the Common- 
wealth. 


Coronet Joun S. O’Brien. (Representing the Governor) Mayor Hynes, 
Captain Carty, our very distinguished guests from England, and members 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: : : 

It is a distinguished privilege and an honor to be here this morning i 
represent our Governor, the Honorable Christian A. Herter, in his unavoid- 
able absence this morning. However, you will see him this oe 
the festivities on the Common. He asked me to extend a very cordia’ 
welcome to our distinguished guests. : 

Like Mayor Hynes, I was unable to make the trip last fall, oe oa 
that our comrades across the seas would glow with enthusiasm if they ‘ 
the tales that we heard upon the return of those who in ce a 
enthusiastic reception that was received and the gratitude they felt for tha 
reception. 

Loon time ago the previous Consul General, Mr. Barbour, pres that 
when he was first assigned here, he felt very much at home, wit Foes 
like Boston, Cambridge, Andover, Essex, and so forth. abs e = 
it was a bit confusing to locate those places, both geograp = ly and in 
distance when applying the same names to the towns in Englan Ss 

Major Cole a short time ago reminded me of the remark that Sir bie 
Churchill made in North Africa during the war. It was at the time when 
Field Marshal Montgomery was marshaling his forces which in time de- 
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feated Rommel. Sir Winston addressed the troops and he said, “This is not 
the beginning of the end, but this is the end of the beginning.” So it is 
here, that this breakfast is not the beginning of the end, but it is the end 
of the beginning of a very wonderful day. 

As I say, you will see the Governor this afternoon, when he will pay his 
respects as Governor of the Commonwealth and also as a member of the 
Company. 

Mayor Hynes. Thank you very much, Colonel. Now, gentle- 
men, I am very happy to present the Captain Commander of your 
Company who represented the Company and Boston itself so ably 
over in London last year. Just recently I called upon Captain 
Carty to help us in the purchase of that very striking and wonder- 
ful portrait of Washington at Dorchester Heights. I beg your 
pardon, gentlemen. Of course I don’t want to bring up anything 
that occurred in the past. But I am speaking now of that great 
unbloody battle on Dorchester Heights back in 1775 or there- 
abouts, when Washington was up on the Heights commanding 
Boston Harbor. Somehow or other they dragged over the road, a 
couple of hundred miles, all the cannon that they had stolen from 
the British troops, and the British General over here in Boston 
woke up one morning and he looked up into the muzzles of all 
these cannon that were pointing down at him from Dorchester 
Heights. The sight was so very painful that he, together with the 
entire British forces, sailed out of Boston. 

The portrait, as I say, is a very striking one, it is about 10 feet 
long, and it was owned by a gallery over across the street from 
here. We decided to buy it and hang it perhaps in the Boston 
Public Library. I thought there was no better organization to 
help us in the endeavor to purchase it than the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, and I appointed Tom Carty as 
chairman of the committee and I am very happy to say that the 
members of the Ancients were extremely generous and we have 
now just about reached the goal of $7,500. 

Tom, I want to extend to you the thanks of the City of Boston. 
And, gentlemen, your Captain Commanding, Thomas J. Carty. 


Caprain Toomas J. Carty. Thank you, Mayor Hynes. It is a privilege, 
of course, and a pleasure to be here, and I want to take this opportunity to 
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thank His Honor for this breakfast this morning honoring our distinguished 
guests from London. It seems that we are so close to England here and 
with this honor which is ours today, we are brought again very closely to 
that trip which we had to London last fall. We were blessed with beautiful 
weather then, just as we are today, a ballplayer’s sky, not a cloud in it, 
and I know our comrades will be most gracious hosts today, just as our 
distinguished guests were in London last fall. 


Mayor Hynes. I am reminded of the Englishman who went to 
Fenway Park and a foul ball came over and hit him in the head a 
pretty hard wallop and he went out of the picture for a little while. 
He woke up, and he said, “What happened?” The fellow next to 
him said, “You were hit bya foul.” 

The Englishman said, “By Jove, I thought it was a mule.” 

Perhaps you have heard the story of the Englishman, a member 
of the old Honourable Artillery Company over in London, who 
thought he would like a change of scenery, so he came on over to 
Boston to look for a job. He went down to one of our big banks 
and applied for a position. They asked him for a recommendation 
so he gave the name of one of the officers of the Honourable 
Artillery Company over in London. 

In due time they wrote back to the Boston bank and said, 
“This young man is a very fine young man, a Leftenant in the 
last World War and he had a very excellent record. His father 
was ‘a Colonel in the First World War and his grandfather was a 
General in the Boer War. He comes from a most distinguished 
family, with very distinguished relatives in the military and busi- 
ness life of England.” 

The Boston bank received the letter and then wrote back to the 
officer in the London company and said, “We appreciate your 
very fine letter of recommendation, but we happen to be looking 
for a young man who can do clerical work; we are not looking 
for a young man for breeding purposes.” 


Our next speaker is one of our distinguished guests; perhaps 
all you gentlemen know him. Iam going to ask him to say a word, 


Major John Arnold Hall, T.D. 


Magor Joun Arnowp Hatt, T.D. Your Honor, Captain Carty and gentle- 
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men, I thought the Mayor was going to tell a story of what happened when 
I first became a member of the H.A.C. On the first day the Company was 
lined up and the Sergeant Major said, “Fall out! Fall in, anyone who can 
work a typewriter.” One or two stepped forward, and the Sergeant Major 
said, “Forward. Right turn. March off and clean out the horse stalls.” 

I think the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company have a most wonder- 
ful and inspiring ceremonial to which they strictly adhere. But it is not 
fitting that I should have to speak this morning, for I was simply enjoying 
myself, and the only thought that was in my mind at this particular 
moment was that no one has ever explained to me how the wives of the 
members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company put in their time. 

It is a great honor to be here, to meet all of you and to attend this break- 
fast. I remember another occasion when we were entertained here and 
1 cannot think of that occasion without remembering the then Mayor, 
Mr. Tobin, who was particularly helpful and friendly to me and to all the 
members of the delegation who came over in 1938. He was a young man 
himself then, seventeen years ago; he was Mayor of Boston and then 
Governor and later a member of the Cabinet, and it must have been a great 
loss to the country that he was taken away at a very early age. 

T cannot tell you how much I am looking forward to seeing the ceremony 
today. It is a ceremony, one has to remember, that has been carried on for 
over 300 years, I believe with only one break for a few years during the 
Revolutionary War. The ceremony is particularly interesting to me because 
it was adapted from the ceremony which we used to follow in London 
years ago and which unfortunately was given up when we became and 
devoted all our time to becoming a military unit. 

I will finish with one story that was told when I was here before. It was 
told about a mayor, not of Boston, but of another city. One evening quite 
late he was going home and somehow he lost his way and finally leaned up 
against a lamp post to rest. A policeman came by and he turned to the 
policeman and said, “Can you tell me who I am?” And the policeman 
said, “You are the Mayor.” “Well,” said the Mayor, “can you tell me 
where he lives?” 


Gentlemen, I am very happy to be here today. 


Mayor Hynes. Well, I want the Major to know that there are 
a lot of people in Boston who know where I live, and about 7:30 
in the morning some of them show up. I pride myself on being 
extremely polite, but it is a little difficult at that time of he morning. 
And about quarter of 12 at night somebody strolls down the street 
and rings your bell and is none the better off for the weather and 
wants to sit down and chat for an hour or so. 
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We have another very distinguished gentleman from the 
Honourable Artillery Company from London who is here with 
us this morning. I am happy at this time to present to you Major 


Richard C. Cole, M.B.E., T.D. 


Masor Ricuarp C. Core, M.B.E., T.D. Mr. Mayor, Captain Carty, and 
old friends: I hope I may call you such now since this my third appearance 
in this fine old City of Boston, and an experience this time which I think 
outshines my memories of the past. 

Certainly when I got up this morning I didn’t think that this ordeal of 
speaking after breakfast was going to be attached to me, and I have very 
little that I can say, a remark which you will receive with great relief, no 
doubt, and for that you may possibly thank Colonel O’Brien who has 
already told one of my tales. 

Mr. Mayor, you were very gentle to us in referring to George Washing- 
ton and certain incidents that occurred some time ago. Well, it was a long 
time ago, but I remember as a school boy how very angry I was with King 
George III that he made such a muddle of things that he lost what we 
called the American Colonies, and I told my father so, But he held a 
different opinion and he said, “Jt was a very good job; we could never 
have ruled those people over in America, with the spirit they had, and 
three thousand miles away; and it was a good job they broke away and set 
up for themselves; they knew how to do it better than we did.” 

I have no repertory of tales that I could tell you and as time is getting 
on, I would just like to say once more what tremendous pleasure it is to be 
here again and how almost overwhelming is your hospitality to us, for which 
I shall be grateful as long as I live. Thank you very much. 


Mayor Hynes. Thank you, Major. Now, gentlemen, we have 
always been happy in Boston to have a British Consul General in 
our City become, as a matter of fact, really a part of Boston. The 
last Consul General was a very fine man and he entered into the 
spirit of our City; everybody got to know him and everybody 
got to like him. He has been replaced here in Boston by another 
very fine gentleman, a man that you are going to grow to love as 
you see more and more of him. I am very happy to present now 
to you the British Consul General in Boston, the Honourable 
William Barker. 


Honouraste WitutAM Barker, British Consul General in Boston, Your 
Honor, Colonel O’Brien, Captain Carty, and gentlemen: It is too early in the 
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morning for me on Monday; I just can’t cope with speech-making at this 
time of day. 

I would like to ask the Mayor on some occasion if he would explain to 
me why you always seem to take pride in calling yourselves the Ancients, 
and not the Honorables, because there is not much that is ancient about 
you and, as I look at your faces today, and I spent some time last evening, 
too much time last evening, with a large group of Ancients, and I look at 
you this morning and you all look so much fresher than I feel. 

I am reminded of the occasion when, as you remember, the Duke of 
Wellington reviewed his troops before the Battle of Waterloo; he ex- 
amined them very carefully and then made a very short speech. He said, 
“I don’t know what effect you are going to have on the enemy, but, My 
God, you frighten me.” 

Well, I assure you I am frightened at this moment. 

I would like to make just one reference to what Mayor Hynes said about 
some incident in the past about which I have heard more or less from time 
to time since I came to this country. There was one episode which stayed 
with me. It probably was the most influential incident in those unhappy 
days of one hundred and eighty or one hundred and ninety years ago. Last 
Christmas I sent out a Christmas card which showed some incidents of the 
Boston Tea Party, when some of the citizens of Boston, dressed as Indians, 
threw a shipload of tea into the salt waters of the harbor. And I think 
I should warn General Gascoigne and his colleagues from London that that 
is the way that tea is still being made here. 

Mayor Hynes has always been most courteous and friendly to me. I greatly 
admire and enjoy the informality with which I am always treated. I find 
myself invited to all kinds of things at which I have no right to be present, 
but I always enjoy them. And I have, in spite of last evening and in spite 
of what the day holds in store, I have enjoyed my breakfast, and I would 
like to say, Thank you, to the Mayor. Thank you. 


Mayor Hynes. Mr. Barker is a diplomat. How he played on 
those words, “Ancient” and “Honorable”! that is real diplomacy 
for you. 

Our chief guest this morning—I support we can call him the 
chief guest, because-he commanded the host of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company in London last year. We are very 
happy indeed, very proud, we are privileged, to have him with us 
in the good old City of Boston. 

We were talking here just a few moments ago, the General and 
I, and he thinks there is a little bit of old London right here in our 
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old City of Boston, and there is, gentlemen, as we perhaps do not 
nolice it ourselves because we see it every day in the week, but 
our old City is a blend of the old and the new. It has an attrac- 
tiveness and an appeal and an atmosphere I think that no other 
large city in America has, which makes it stand out distinctively 
as the best city in our country, even though we have the troubles 
of old age here in our city, troubles that we might overcome in 
due time. We still are, in my opinion and I think in your opinion, 
the greatest and the finest of all the cities in our country, both 
spiritually and patriotically and every other way. This is a great 
old community, gentlemen, and we are proud; we are proud of 
many of the things here in Boston; we are proud of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company, which is a part of the city 
itself. Without the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
Boston would lose something, something that makes it stand out 
as the type of city that it is. 

So we are happy, General, that you are here with us this 
morning. 

Officially, may I thank you and your Government for the great 
treatment that you gave our Company over in London last year. 
It is a very proud privilege for me at this time to present you to 
all these gentlemen who know you so well and are so appreciative 
of the excellent and splendid treatment that they received in 
London. 


Gentlemen, your old friend, your old host, Colonel Commandant 
of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, Major General 
Sir Julian Gascoigne, K.C.V.O., C.B., D.S.0. [Applause, all 
rising. | 


Masor GeneraL Sir Juan Gascorcne, K.C.V.0., CB. D.S.O. 
Your Honor, Captain Carty, Colonel O’Brien, and gentlemen: 

First of all, I thank you very much indeed, your Honor, for the things 
you have said about my friends and myself. As Major Cole said last night, 
we have heard that you enjoyed your visit to us. Well, I can assure you 
that we enjoyed the visit just as much as you did, and I think it was you 
that made the enjoyment. Your Honor, Major Cole, Major Hill and I take 
it as a very great tribute that you, the leading citizen of this great old city, 
should entertain the Company and do us the honor of giving us this 
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breakfast. We appreciate it very much indeed. And I feel it must also be 
a tribute to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, that you, as 
the Mayor of this city where the Company is located, should have given this 
breakfast to us, the guests of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

Captain Carty, we are enjoying ourselves, make no bones about it, and 
I think that we shall always enjoy ourselves in this city. 

I did have one or two things that I wanted to say this morning, but 
Major Cole and Major Hill have already said them. However I might just 
say this. You are taking a great deal of credit for this fine day. However, 
I think the credit belongs to us because we have brought to you the last 
three days a very good sample of English weather. We have had some 
clouds, quite a lot of clouds. We have had some rain. We have had some 
fog. And now, on the day when it really counts, we bring you sunshine. 
I definitely take a certain amount of credit for that. 

There has also been a good deal said about the so-called sorry days of 
one hundred and eighty years ago. I am not quite sure that the Mayor 
should apologize for bringing the matter up. I will tell you a little, almost 
personal story about it. My great-great-great-grandfather lived in York- 
shire and he was rather a great and close friend of King George III. King 
George III was visiting in Yorkshire and he sent a letter over to my great- 
great—cut out the “greats’—to my grandfather. He said he would like to 
come to lunch with him. 

So my grandfather definitely made all the preparations that were neces- 
sary, and they were considerable for that sort of thing, and eventually the 
King and his suite drove away from where he was staying and they drove 
off to see my grandfather. 

When he got near the house he saw, which he had never seen before, a 
great big arch standing there. And it is some archway. It is the sort of 
thing you see in Rome. It stands higher than this room. 


The King said to his equerry, “What has Lord Gascoigne been doing, 
building this arch? And there is writing on the arch; what is it?” 

So the equerry peered out, and it was all written in Latin, as it was in 
those days, but the English translation ran something as follows: “This 
arch was erected by General Isaac Gascoigne to commemorate the glorious 
day when the American Colonies were freed from the yoke of the British 
Crown.” 

That is how he felt about it. And that arch is there to this day. If you 
ever go to Yorkshire, I shall be glad to tell you how to see it. 

But, however, King George did not approve and he turned his horses 
around and he went without his lunch, and he never spoke to General 
Gascoigne again. There was a certain amount of feeling on the other side 
of the ocean. 


Now on this side I was here before, not to be with the Ancients, but on 
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business, and I was sitting in the office of one of your investment houses 
and my partner was doing the talking. I was sort of looking out of the 
window and I said, “Why, look! Look! the old Royal British Lion, and 
what’s more, with a crown on his head!” And I said to my host “What's 
that?” 

“Oh,” he said, “that’s the old State House.” 

This was my first day in Boston, and I asked him about it. 

He said, “Oh, yes, the Lion and the Unicorn and the Crown, they have 
all been there since before the Revolution.” 

What other city in the United States or in the world will you find where 
they have thrown off the hated British Crown, which is so unbitter that 
they will leave our Royal Emblems still flaunting their Royal Crowns two 
hundred years later. Therefore I think that it is perfectly natural that we 
should feel more at home here than in any other city in the United States. 

I have seen a great many of your cities and I know that this is the effect 
it had on me. The last ten days J was in New York and I came away and 
I kept on saying to myself, “This is most extraordinary. I feel I have Jost 
the United States. I don’t quite know where I am. I am not in Canada or 
the United States. This is an extraordinary place. Look at your traffic 
snarls, just like ours. Look at your Public Garden and your Common jn 
the middle of the city, just like ours. Look over on the top of that hill and 
ask what that place is there, and they will tell you, “It is the Old Soldiers’ 
Home in Chelsea,” just like us. 

It is always difficult to finish a speech, and when you have been away 
from your thought-out speech, it is even more difficult. So I shall finish 
very clumsily by saying once more to you, your Honor, thank you very 
much indeed, not only for giving us this breakfast, and also you will convey 
our thanks to the Governor, that very great man, the Governor, but also 
for this charming way of renewing old acquaintances and making new ones 
in Boston. 

Thank you very much indeed. 


Mayor Hynes. Well done, gentlemen. Two great documents 
written by the hand of man, the Magna Charta and our own Bill 
of Rights. We keep those two great documents alive. We hold 
out our hands across the sea to other great freedom-loving 
peoples, like the English people. We can help keep this great 
world we live in, which is getting ever smaller, keep it a place of 
haven and refuge for all the people of the world who want free- 
dom and who want to enjoy the rights and the privileges that 
should be theirs. Unfortunately so many do not enjoy them, as 
we do and as our English cousins across the seas do. 
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Gentlemen, we have come to the end of this informal breakfast. 
I hope, I know, that this is going to be a great day for the 

members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and 
your guests who are with you. 

We will now close the breakfast by the playing of God Save 
the Queen and the singing of God Bless America, but first we 
will have the benediction by Father Brock.

Now, I know it is very difficult because we are 
almost seven hundred people in this banquet hall tonight, and 
I know that seven people can make a good deal of noise, but 
if you will be good enough to give me your attention we will 
proceed and | promise you we will handle the program as speedily 
as possible. . b 

Your Excellency’s representative, Major General Sir Julian 
Gascoigne, Honored Guests of the Honourable Artillery Company 
of London, distinguished guests, military and civil, Past Com- 
manders, Reverend clergy, Mayor John B. Hynes, my comrades 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and your guests, 
I should like to welcome you and your guests to the Three Hun- 
dred and Seventeenth June Field Day of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company. 

We have had a magnificent day, one of the most successful in 
the history of the Company. We have been extremely fortunate 
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that our guests from London have honored us with their presence 
here tonight. I know that they have enjoyed their visit tremen- 
dously and I know you have enjoyed being their hosts. I do hope 
we will see them soon again. Possibly we can go to visit them or 
they may come to visit us. 

The last visit is fresh in my memory which, as you know, was 
in October 1954; and in 1938 they were here on the occasion of 
the Three Hundredth Anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, and also in 1903. There were several visits 
between the two Companies before 1900 and subsequent to that 
time. I shall touch on that later but I should like to introduce 
now some of the people at the head table who will not be called 
upon to speak. 

On my left is my Adjutant for the year 1954-1955, a man who 
has done an outstanding job, Brigadier General Fred E. Pereira. 

The next gentleman is the Reverend Father Francis X. Brans- 
field. 

The next soldier, who was our host at Camp Drum last summer, 
with the junior officer, Major Walter T. Anzoni, Colonel Theodore 
M. Gramstorff. 

I have a note here that the Police Commissioner is absent but 
I cannot let this opportunity pass without paying this tribute to 
him. He has been a great friend always of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company and I should like to read an excerpt 
from the annual record on the occasion of the visit of the Hon- 
ourable Artillery Company of London to Boston in 1903. The 
title is: 

THE GREAT PARADE IN BOSTON — 1903 


“The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, having left its Faneuil 
Hall Armory at 9:00 A.M., was drawn up in front of the Water Street 
Entrance to the Dominion Line Pier. Organizations of the Massachusetts 
Militia which had volunteered as part of the escort to the visitors filled 
adjacent streets. Every regiment or battalion within convenient access of 
Boston was represented. There were the first heavy artillery, which in the 
Spanish-American war had garrisoned forts on the coast; the Fifth Infantry, 
of which First Lieutenant Oakes was Colonel, and the Eighth Infantry, 
with their record of war service in southern camps; the Sixth Infantry, 
of which Adjutant Darling was Colonel, which had seen active service in 
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Porto Rico; and the Ninth Infantry, popularly known as the Irish Regiment, 
which had served in Cuba during the Santiago Campaign.” 


He was a young Captain in the Ninth Infantry at that time but 
is now a Colonel and Commissioner of the Police Department of 
the City of Boston. I am very sorry he is not with us tonight. 
However, his next in command is Superintendent Fallon, who is 
here. 

The next man I would like to present is General Lawrence F. 
Carew. General Carew is Commandant of the Massachusetts Mili- 
tary Academy. 

The next gentleman is Captain William S. Estabrook, United 
States Navy, representing Admiral John A. Snackenberg who is 
away from the city. 

The next gentleman I should like to introduce is a friend of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and one of our 
members, and of course you know him in the high offices he has 
held, Admiral Louis E. Denfeld. 

The next gentleman is Lieutenant Thomas P. Dillon, who is 
your Second Lieutenant this year and I am certain you will hear 
from him in the years to come. 

The next gentleman is your First Lieutenant, Walter G. Murphy, 
who attained his office without opposition this year, and of course, 
every politician would like to do that. 

It is a privilege to present the next man, and I have the oppor- 
tunity to do so because he has served as my next in command 
this year and it has been a wonderful opportunity to me to see 
and find out what a loyal officer can do. He has been a great 
help throughout the entire year and has worked indefatigably 
throughout the year. First Lieutenant Augustus J. Migell, and 
I commend him to your attention. 

The next man I see is Walter T. Anzoni, our Second Lieu- 
tenent during this past year, and I would like to say in intro- 
ducing him the same as I did about Gus Migell. I would also like 
to say. he has worked throughout the entire year and has been 
an outstanding help on many, many occasions, and I am very 
happy to sce him in good health again because when he returned 
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from London he was in a very unfortunate automobile accident, 
and I commend him to your attention. 

The next gentleman is Lieutenant General Alfred F. Foote. 
He is an honored public servant with an outstanding record of 
service. He was head of the Department of Public Safety of 
Massachusetts several years ago. 

The next gentleman is Colonel Dorr E. Newton, representing 
General Raymond C. Maude, United States Air Force Research 
Service. 

The next gentleman is Brigadier General Otis M. Whitney, 
head of the Department of Public Safety of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, who has done a wonderful job. 

I am going to present the next gentleman, and I am certain he 
will be very happy if we don’t call on him to speak, as we have 
called on him for breakfasts, formal luncheons and dinners, and 
every occasion he has risen to it. I know, too, that you have 
taken him to your hearts, the Hon. William Barker, Her Majesty’s 
Consul General. 

We have another absentee, who is the only member of my 
family who wears the cloth and he is principal of the Fairfield 
Preparatory School in Fairfield, Connecticut, serving in the So- 
ciety of Jesus, and his name is Francis X. Carty of the Society 
of Jesus. He had to leave early to go back to the school. 

The next gentleman is Brigadier General Lyle E. Halstead, 
Commander of the 102d Air Wing, Massachusetts National Guard. 

The next gentleman is Captain Harry S. Barth, Commander 
of the Central Region, Massachusetts National Guard. 

The next gentleman is Brigadier General Reginald A. Maurer, 
a member of our Company. 

; The next gentleman is the Reverend Frederick B. Kellogg, who 
is the Chaplain of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

I have never had the opportunity to say this before, and 
perhaps won’t have the opportunity to say it again on an occasion 
of this character. But I would like to say Brigadier General 
Edward J. Kane, my Chief of Staff, has been a tremendous help 
to me through the entire year. And I know now he has always 
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reminded me of someone. I don’t know if you have seen those 
pictures in England, we have of course here, but I know I have 
seen pictures of Victor McLaglen in “What Price Glory,” and 
others in which he reminds me of Ed Kane. 


I should now like to have you give your attention to our 
Adjutant, Brigadier General Frederic E. Pereira, who will pro- 
ceed with the toasts.

Gentlemen, the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 


Captain Carty. A representative of His Excellency Governor 
Christian A. Herter, our Commander-in-Chief, will respond to 
the toast to the Commonwealth of Massachusetts; Honorable 
Richard I. Furbush, President of the Senate, of Waltham, Massa- 
chusetts. 


Hon. Ricuarp I, Fursusu: My good friend, Captain Carty, Reverend 
Clergy, very distinguished and honored guests from London, a good friend 
whom I am glad to see here tonight, Honorable Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., 
His Honor Mayor Hynes, a representative I understand of the State De- 
partment who is a former colleague and good friend, formerly a Senator, 
Christopher C. Phillips, very distinguished guests, military and civil, mem- 
bers and guests of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: 

Of course it is a very distinct honor for me to be here this evening and 
bring the greetings of His Excellency Christian A. Herter, Governor of 
the Commonwealth; and incidentally, I want to be sure to extend to you, 
Captain Carty, because the Governor asked me to specifically, convey to 
you his congratulations on your administration during the past year, par- 
ticularly your trip to England. Although I think you were one hundred and 
sixty ambassadors of good will, from the impression, at least which we 
heard of all of you fine men, which you made over there on the other 
side. Incidentally, Tom, you should at least give me two strokes when 
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you play golf next time. You may be Captain down here but at least up 
on Beacon Hill you are Colonel. Congratulations, Tom. 

My message is brief. On March 17, 1638, three hundred and seventeen 
years ago, the Governor’s predecessor, Governor John Winthrop, signed 
the Charter creating your organization as The Military Company of 
Massachusetts, bearing the name now of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of Massachusetts. We still live under that charter. 

Robert Keayne, the first Commander of your Company, came to Boston 
in 1635 from England, where he had been a member of the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, which was chartered in 1537. You have 
as your distinguished guests, three of the present officers of that four hun- 
dred and eighteen year old Company. 


A close personal friend of His Excellency the Governor is Major 
General Sir Julian Gascoigne, to my immediate left. 

And we have Major Richard Charles Cole and Major John Arnold Hill. 
To them I bring a special salute from the Governor, Governor Herter, for 
their gracious visit and a warm invitation to visit him at the State House. 
As President of the Massachusetts Senate I extend to them an equally 
warm invitation to visit the Senate in session, and I know that they will be 


cordially received if they visit the House of Representatives, the other 
branch of the Commonwealth. 


It is a pleasure and honor to be here and good luck.

This morning, gentlemen, as the sun was just passing over the banks of 
the Charles River, we had a little informal breakfast within the precincts 
of this old and distinguished hotel, which is under the very capable 
tutelage of Lloyd Carswell. I wish, gentlemen, you had all been with us 
this morning. Whether you got an invitation or not you were welcome.

We are over the amount needed to purchase that wonderful portrait and 
of the money—I must say, gentlemen, that this was started by former 
Governor Curley at the Washington Birthday dinner on 22 February. He 
gave the first one hundred dollars toward the purchase of that painting. 
We are now past the peak and if the money keeps coming in, as I hope 
it might, we may have enough, gentlemen, to put some beautiful chimes 
at Faneuil Hall, so that each hour of the day in Boston they will ring out, 
the bells of Faneuil Hall, and everyone will say, “Three cheers, hurrah 
for the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company.”

Greetings to the men of the Ancients, may you always be lusty but never 
crusty; may you always be bold, but never cold; may you always be 
hearty, like good Tom Carty, stout fellow; may you always be men, and I 
mean men, men, men.

Apgutant Pereira. Before I propose the next regular toast 
I would like to give a special toast to our guests, whether from 
home or abroad, military or civil. The friend of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company is always a good fellow, so tonight 
we extend the heartiest greetings and welcome, 1638 in spirit and 
1955 in practical application, to all who are with us tonight. 


It is always good weather when fair fellows get together. Gentle- 
men, our guests. 


Caprain Carry. The response to the toast to our guests from 
London, England, will not be given by Major General Sir Julian 
Gascoigne, since he is going to respond to the toast to the Hon- 
ourable Artillery Company of London, and I would like to ask 
Major Richard Charles Cole if he will respond to that toast. 


Masor Ricuarp Cuartes Core: Captain Carty, your Honor the Mayor, 
representatives of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and representatives 
of Boston, gentlemen of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts and other friends attending this evening: 

This is another surprise that has awaited me, one of several during these 
two or three most wonderful days we have experienced in Boston, through 


the grace and the hospitality of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. 
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1 felt that in coming over to this side of the Atlantic I was something 
like what the economists would call an invisible export. But perhaps I, in 
this position, cannot claim to be an invisible export, but when I was 
coming over here I thought at any rate I would be an inaudible export. 
Such, however, has not proved the case and I have been called on at very 
short notice and without preparation. But I had an idea that perhaps this 
evening, if my experience was to be followed, I might be called on. So I 
tried to put two or three ideas together. And those ideas rather followed 
afterthoughts, because on previous occasion, whenever I had sat down 
after making my feeble effort, I always thought to myself, if only I had 
a few minutes more I could have thought of something so much better 
to say. 

Well, I am honored and privileged to be one of three, and with all 
respect to my Colonel Commandant, Major General Sir Gascoigne, I do 
hope he will pardon me if, on this occasion only, I seem to rank prior to 
him. A most extraordinary position for me. At other times I have had to 
follow my old comrade, Major Jack Hill, whom I regard as quite accom- 
plished, quite an accomplished speaker, wlth a volume of anecdotes and 
remarks to make, of which I am apparently entirely void. 


It is an excuse, perhaps, if I liken the three of us, Sir Julian Gascoigne, 
Jack Hill and myself, the three of us perhaps for the sake of a tale I 
might liken us to the recent general election which took place in our 
country with what I consider politically quite a happy result. 

I was told that in a Suffolk constituency, and Suffolk is an agricultural 
county of ours, there were three candidates up for election, a Conservative, 
a Socialist, or Laborite, as they like to call themselves, and a Liberal. 
And it was the eve of the poll and a candidate was delivering his very last 
address. And at the end of it his agent suggested to him that perhaps 
he might like to ask a certain gentleman who was sitting in the front row 
to make a few remarks, seeing that he has been a regular attendant at 
all of our meetings, and I am sure what he has to say will be appreciated. 


So the candidate referred to the gentleman, an obvious farmer with 
whiskers all around his face, and said, “Our friend here has been a regular 
attendant at our meetings, which we very much appreciate, and I am-sure 
we would appreciate it if you would say a few words.” 

The old gentleman got up and said, “I have been to all the meetings of 
all three of you, and I have heard all you got to say. I have read all the 
papers and circulars you have sent out about what you are going to do, 
and what I say is, thank God only one of you can get in.” 


There were some remarks which have been made at previous meetings 
at which I have been called on at short notice to get on my feet. I think 
I know of one gentleman, I think it was the Mayor, His Honor the Mayor, 
who referred in quite delicate phrases to certain incidents connected witk 
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the life of George Washington and His Late Majesty, King George IIL. 

Well, I have nothing more to say on that point, that was a long time ago, 
but when an American friend did once speak in some disparagement of 
our Monarchical system he said, “What use are your kings, Now, King 
Henry VIII, what use was he,” 

I said, “In many respects he was a very good King, a strong-minded 
monarch, he married first of all Catherine of Aragon, whom he managed 
to divorce and then Anne Boleyn, who displeased him and lost her head. 
Then he married Anne of Cleaves.” 

So this gentleman said, “Yes, yes, I know, I heard all about that, King 
Henry VIII married six wives, but what I mean to say is, what did he do 
in the daytime.” 

At this point I am not quite sure to which toast I am replying. At any 
rate, being upon my feet I should like to first express my extreme gratitude 
to the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company for their 
unbounded hospitality t-—may I speak in your name, Sir Julian and Jack 
Hill, too, to the three of us in our stay here. And I must say, now that 
Tam on my feet, I have had something to do with the reception of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company delegation October last. What 
a tremendous debt you owe, if you enjoyed that outing, to Captain Tom 
Carty and his energy, zeal and efficiency, held up as it was so efficiently, 
by General Pereira. 

This is absolutely my Swan Song. I have taken rather a long time I am 
afraid, but I don’t suppose I shall have another opportunity after inflicting 
myself on you to this extent, but I should like to say what a pleasure it 
has been to meet so many of my old friends whom I have met not only in 
October, 1954, but in 1938; and alas, quite alas, I don’t think I can sight 
many of those who were here at the time of my first visit to you in 1903. 
Tt doesn’t seem to be the case I am approaching the prime of life. I would 
like to contradict any suggestions about that one of my decorations is for 
the Crimea and that I have left my bow and arrow at home. 

After these discursive remarks, and again expressing my extreme grati- 
tude to my most generous hosts, I think I have nothing more to say except— 
I know it is invidious to mention names—but I should like to say how 
happy I am to see my old friend, Captain Clarence McKenzie. He and I 
have been corresponding over a long period of years, and it is eighteen 
years since I saw him last, so it is a great delight to me to see him again 
and I only hope this evening will not be too much of a tax upon his 
energy but perhaps may even rejuvenate him. 

Captain Carty, I have taken the time of this mike ever too long. I thank 
you all very much for all your kindness and for the way you have received 
my discursive remarks, Thank you. 


Captain Carty. Thank you, Major Cole. Major Cole is, as 
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you know, an octogenarian. He was here in 1938 and I pur- 
posely awaited until he finished his remarks because we called 
upon him in surprise at London when we pinned the medal of 
long service of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
upon his breast. I had that honor too. He said afterwards, “That 
wasn’t a very good thing to do to me, Captain, to call upon me 
without warning.” And I said, “Major, I knew you would be at 
your best when you were not prepared.” And he has certainly 
demonstrated that tonight. 

I am going to quote to you from the Annual Record, 6 June, 
1938, seventeen years ago tonight to the exact day, Monday, 
from Major Cole’s speech: 

“7 suppose this is the last occasion on which I shall ever 
have the opportunity of addressing so distinguished an 
audience, at any rate in the City of Boston. It has given me 
a tremendous thrill to be allowed to do so, and having had 
no notes and very little time, | am afraid that I may have 
worried you with my speaking; but it has come straight 
from my heart and I hope the gratitude of the Honourable 
Artillery Company will go straight to yours, as sincerely as 
it leaves ours.” 

And I sincerely predict here tonight that Major Cole will be 
back here in Boston on his ninety-ninth birthday. 


Adjutant Pereira then proposed: 
The Fifth Regular Toast 
Tue Armep Forces or THE Unitep STaTEes 


Tue ApsuTant. The embodiment of the spirit of Washington 
and Grant, made up of representatives of every nationality on 
earth, transformed by Liberty and Democracy into patriotic 
Americans. Gentlemen, I give you the Armed Forces of the 
United States. 


CapTain Carty. The toast to the Armed Forces of the United 
States will be responded to by Vice Admiral Austin K. Doyle, 
who needs no presentation to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company because in 1948 he was our host in Bermuda when 
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Colonel Eugene Hudson was our Captain, and the memories he 
left with us will never leave our members. 


Vice Apmmat Austin K. Doyie: Captain Carty, General Gascoigne, Mr. 
Ambassador, Mr. Mayor, distinguished guests, gentlemen of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company and your guests: 

It is a great honor to me to be asked to respond to the toast to the Armed 
Forces of the United States. Fortunately I had considerable more time to 
prepare than did my distinguished predecessor, Major Cole. Just after I 
had consumed a very large dessert I was honored by Captain Carty. Ample 
time, of course, for a sailor when women are around, but unfotunate when 
not. However, I am inspired by the presence here of one of my former 
bosses and I am deeply delighted to have heard him addressed as Private, 
because as soon as I came in this evening he said, “Doyle, you are out of 
uniform.” I refer, of course, to our beloved Chief of Naval Operations of 
a few years back, Admiral Denfeld, whose memory is still held in the 
highest esteem in the Navy. 

I was honored to have met many of you present during my tour in what 
we affectionately call the salt mines of Bermuda in 1948. I have main- 
tained friendships with many and you have honored me and you have my 
heartfelt thanks for this distinction which I treasure, of making me a 
member of the Company. I feel that in doing so you have honored the 
men that I represent, not only my respective Naval Aviators in training 
at Pensacola, but also the weekend warriors, some of whom you know at 
South Weymouth and some of whom are stationed throughout the country, 
the backbone of Naval Aviation, but also our distinguished other services. 

And in responding to the toast to the Armed Forces of the United States 
tonight I can say this, and this is straight from my heart; if those of us 
in the Armed Forces now can display the devotion to duty, the integrity, 
the high sense of loyalty and perhaps a little love of life, but a fervent 
desire to keep our country strong through our own efforts as has charac- 
terized the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company over 


the years since 1638, then, gentlemen, you need have no fear for our 
country. 


Caprain Carty. Thank you, Admiral Doyle. 


I would like to present to you now a man who has conferred 
a very great honor upon us by his presence here tonight, and it is 
due in a very great and large measure to one of our members. 
He honored us with his presence in New York on the occasion 
of the Old Guard Ball and he is here tonight as an old friend, and 
through an old friendship with Lieutenant Dillon. I know he 
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is also a personal friend of Major General Gascoigne but, above 
all, I know of his close personal friendship with Sergeant Dillon 
when he was entitled to take one guest to his Class Twenty-Fifth 
Reunion at Harvard, and he invited Sergeant Dillon. It is a 
privilege and honor to present to you the United States Ambassa- 
dor to the United Nations, Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr. 


Hon. Henry Casor Longe, Jr.: Captain Tom Carty, Reverend Clergy, 
your Honor Mayor Hynes, General Gascoigne, Senate President Furbush, 
Governor Curley, officers, members and guests of this truly Ancient and 
Honorable organization, of which I am very happy and proud to be a 
member myself: 

In the very few minutes which I shall take before I unfortunately must 
catch a plane for New York tonight, I want to say how moving and inspiring 
it is to think of what has happened on this continent in the three hundred 
and seventeen years that is spanned by this remarkable organization. Grow- 
ing from a band of struggling people on the ragged edge of the wilderness 
we have grown to this great nation. We have passed through dreadful 
wars, such as the Civil War, the Spanish-American War, the First and 
Second World Wars, and the war in Korea, until today we stand as the 
leader, with our allies in the struggle against Communism. And in that 
building, in bringing about that nation there were men of many different 
races, and many different creeds, but who all subscribed to the basic idea 
of the dignity of man and the value of the human personality. 

I would like to pay a little tribute, if I may, to Captain Carty, because 
he sensed during his tour of duty as Captain, the role which this organiza- 
tion could play in promoting international good will and in a visit which 
I made to London last winter, I heard many echoes of the trip which you 
made there last year and of the good impression it made and the bonds 
of solidarity in the free world which were forged thereby. There could be 
no more fitting representative of the alliance on which we place so much 
confidence and so much reliance than the gentleman on my left, Major 
General Sir Julian Gascoigne, who is a friend of mine and I know a friend 
of all of yours. 

We often read these days that the prospects for peace in the world are 
better today than they have been in many years. Let us hope that this is 
true and to the extent that it is true it reflects the fact that the free world 
has at last developed a position of great strength, and that is the kind of 
position which Communism recognizes and respects. 

And as we meet here tonight in 1955, on the Three Hundred and 
Seventeenth Anniversary of this organization, let us resolve to keep the 
strength that we have won. And I feel that I can assure you that President 
Eisenhower, as a man who thoroughly understands all the many complex 
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things that go into the building of peace, will continue his leadership te 
build and maintain a strong America; an America that is strong in its 
economic life, strong in its military might, strong in the solidarity with 
its allies and strong in those elements of spiritual faith which is what makes 
us a country. 

The great fight today is not between Republicans and Democrats, it is 
between those of us in the world who want freedom on the one hand, and 
those on the other who believe in slavery. And these, if I mistake me not, 
are the ideals which animate the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
Those are the things for which you stand, those are the values which you 
exalt and that is why three hundred and seventeen years after your founda- 
tion, you continue to play a vital, useful and honorable part in the life of 
our country and in the free world. 

Good luck to you in the future. 


Caprain Carty. Thank you, Mr. Ambassador. And with the 
note he struck I should like to present to you now one of the 
greatest ambassadors of good will we have had in the history of 
our Company, our great friend from the north, the Governor 
General of New Brunswick, Larry McLaren. 


Hon. D. Laurence McLaren: Captain Carty, fellow members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, distinguished guests: 

Once again it is a pleasure as it always is to meet with my fellow mem- 
bers of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in this city, and to 
bring greetings to you from your neighbor to the north, Canada. It is 
an especially happy occasion to me to meet the three distinguished mem- 
bers of the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 

I well remember the visit the Honourable Artillery Company of London 
made to Boston in 1938 when they planted a tree on the Common, a gift 
from His late Majesty King George V. I was sorry I could not make the 
trip to London with you, but Legislative duties prevented this. 

Part and parcel of the happy relation between our two countries is 60 
well exemplified by the respect which exists between my State and the 
State of Maine. There is that little matter of an international boundary. 
Tt is a bit of a nuisance at times but we have been going along together 
so long we have a little agreement that sometimes the customs officials 
don’t know on which side of the line we are. This is true from coast to 
coast, all along our borders. And it is an example to all the world. Today 
when so much furore is made of rumors of war I often think just like the 
little Scotch lad who was sent to an English school. He came down over 
the border and his mother came along and remained with him until 
about five o’clock—he was only ten—then she quietly slipped away. He 
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was lonely and that was the situation when it came mealtime. He sat down 
and ate what was served, without liking it, but what broke the little 
fellow’s heart was when the dessert came and there were three prunes on 
a little plate. He just looked at them without eating them until the 
matron came around and said, “Go ahead and eat them.” “I don’t like 
prunes,” said the little fellow. So he sat there and then she came around 
a second time and urged him to eat his dessert, but he said, “I don’t like 
prunes.” 

She came around the third time when the boys were leaving and said, 
“You haven’t eaten your prunes. If you don’t eat them I don’t know what 
God might do tonight.” But the boy said, “I don’t like prunes.” 

That night there was a big storm, the rains came and poured down and 
the thunder came. The matron ran around locking doors and closing 
windows, and she thought she had better look downstairs. When she went 
down she saw a little crack of light under the dining room door, and when 
she looked in there was this wee Scot eating the prunes, and he said, 
“Just think, all this fuss over three darned prunes.” 

I do not believe the freedom and the liberty which the English-speaking 
nations enjoy is to be taken away from us. We may have to go through 
troublesome times, but in the end right and our way of life must inevitably 
prevail. 

Canada salutes her great neighbor to the south. 


Captain Carty. I would like to say thank you, Governor, but 
I don’t think Larry would like that so I say, thank you, Larry. 

We were hopeful that John Foster Dulles might possibly favor 
us for only a few moments tonight, but that is impossible and 
his very capable representative of the Department of State is 
here, the Honorable Christopher C. Phillips. 

Before Mr. Phillips makes a few remarks I have this proud 
privilege of presenting to him a medal which was struck by the 
Honourable Artillery Company of London on the occasion of 
our visit there last October. [Hands medal.] 


Hon. Curistoruer C. Purirs: Captain Carty, Major General Sir Julian 
Gascoigne, Major Cole, Major Hill, your Honor Mayor Hynes, Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge, my fellow comrade, former colleague and good friend 
Dick Furbush, members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery, and dis- 
tinguished guests: 

I would like to say at the outset, in speaking on behalf of the Secretary 
of State of the United States, John Foster Dulles, and of the Department 
of State of the United States, I accept with pleasure this historic award, 
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struck as I understand by order of Her Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II, 
Captain General of the Honourable Artillery Company of London. This 
handsome medal, this historic medal, will be retained in the archives of the 
Department of State as a permanent symbol of the friendly bonds which 
link together these venerable organizations. 

I have often wondered, and the matter was discussed briefly this morning 
as His Honor the Mayor described it, at the pre-dawn breakfast, I wonder 
why the London Company is merely Honourable and the Massachusetts 
company is both Ancient and Honorable. It does seem to me, on the face 
of it, it is somewhat of an historical anachronism, but no doubt there is 
a logical explanation of it. But it does seem odd the United States Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company, while it has become Ancient, its pre- 
decessor is the Honourable Artillery Company of London and ignores its 
antiquity. Perhaps we have here a good example of the difference in 
perspective between the old and the new worlds. 

As we celebrate this Three Hundred Seventeenth Anniversary of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, I think we can rejoice in the 
fact that at least here we have one military organization which has, 
figuratively speaking, been able to beat its swords into plowshares. Not 
since the Indian Wars, I believe, has this Company taken up arms in any 
but the most festive campaigns and, by the way, this was my first campaign 
today as a guest of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, and 
based on my experience may there be many, many more. 

I think seriously we can all hope that the time will come when men 
everywhere will be able to beat their swords into plowshares and to utilize 
their creative talents for purposes other than mutual destruction. Mean- 
while we can look back with pride on the illustrious deeds of those early 
Americans who formed this early pre-revolutionary militia. 

On the occasion of its Three Hundred and Seventeenth Anniversary 
we salute them as well as the patriots and devoted citizens of Massachu- 
setts who have served with the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
since the memorable day in 1638 when Captain Keayne received the 
charter signed by Governor Winthrop forming the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


Thank you. 


Capratn Carty. You know it is wonderful to appear young 
and these vigorous fellows we have here tonight, these octo- 
genarians, make you feel like a youngster. We have one of the 
most vigorous here tonight, our comrade, the Honorable James 


Michael Curley. If you ask him how he feels he always says, 
“Never better.” 
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Hon. James Micuart Courter: Distinguished guests and visitors, mem- 
bers of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company and your guests: 

This evening reminds me of a little story I heard on the other side when 
I visited over there a few years ago, and I hope it won’t be offensive to 
our visitors. 

We were driving through London, and strange to say, we had a very 
voluble Irish driver. We drove through a square where there was a large 
statue and I said, “What equestrian statue is that we just passed?” 

He said, “That was Old King Charles II,” so I said, “What the hell 
did he do to make himself known?” So the driver said, “He is the man 
who dug up the skeleton of Cromwell and hung the skeleton.” 

So I said, “Drive back and I will take my hat off to the horse.” 

I wanted to find out what became of some of my ancestors, they came 
from Galway, so when I was in the country I inquired of several grand- 
fathers and still couldn’t get much information, but I was sent to the 
pastor of the church, an old fellow ninety-three years of age. He lived in 
a very patched house but I knocked at the door and a lady came to the 
door who was rather talkative, she was only eighty-two. I asked about 
my parents and she said, “No, I don’t remember them but the good 
pastor would know them.” So I said I would talk to the pastor. “Oh,” 
she said, “you couldn’t talk to him, he is ninety-three years old, and was 
anointed twice yesterday, and the doctor gave him 15 minutes to live.” 
I said I was very sorry, “I am Mayor Curley of Boston, and I came to 
give him one hundred dollars in gold.” So then the voice came from 
inside, “Let him in, let him in.” I gave him the hundred and he didn’t 
seem to mind either. I was told a story about the Black and Tans, when 
they were operating in Ireland and losing a few men each week out of 
their membership. The Irish Revolutionary Brotherhood came along and 
went to work to find out who was responsible. They thought they found 
the man responsible so they gave+blunderbusses to two of their men who 
were told to hide in the shrubbery along a lane where this man came by 
at eight o’clock each night. They hid in the shrubbery and waited, and 
nobody came along at eight o’clock. One of them turned to the other and 
said, “What do you make of it?” 

“Oh, have patience, he will be along at nine.” 

Nine o’clock came and went and nobody showed up, so the one spoke 
to the other and said, “What do you make of it now?” The other one said, 
“I don’t know, I hope to God nothing happened to the poor little man.” 

I am wondering if something cannot be done by the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company towards getting that painting placed in the high 
school at Dorchester Heights. And I am wondering if something cannot be 
done to help Representative Richter. He has been endeavoring to arouse 
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public sentiment in favor of the one man in the Revolutionary War who 
was as much responsible as anybody outside of Washington for the success 
of the Revolutionary movement. This was General John Stark of New 
Hampshire. He was made Brigadier General by Washington to take a key 
role in the defense of the Port of Charlestown where the new Mystic River 
Bridge comes through. He brought eight hundred men down from New 
Hampshire and they were assigned to defend a rail fence that extended 
a third of a mile. 

Stark said, “Now, if we can brace that rail fence with limbs of trees and 
get behind the stonewall that was there, we can be in cover and can cover 
the fence and stop Lord Howe’s thrust and save those men with Parker 
at Bunker Hill when their ammunition gives out.” Lord Howe was in 
charge of the finest group of soldiers ever assembled to take the breast- 
works defended by Stark. They were driven back not once, but three times 
by General John Stark who was in command there. Stark had driven out 
a stake one hundred feet in front of the rail fence, and said, “If a man 
fires his gun before the British reach that stake I will shoot him. No one 
is to fire and when you do, aim at their stomachs.” 

The British came up in solid ranks, the best soldiers they had, and after 
the smoke of battle had cleared away one thousand five hundred British 
soldiers lay dead on the field of battle. Stark lost only seven men. 

That protected the men coming down from Bunker Hill. If he hadn’t 
started that system of protection at the lower end of the Mystic River in 
all probability Parker and his men would have been caught in a vise and 
all destroyed. 

Now, Parker has never been given the credit he should have received. 
Representative Richter has presented a bill in the Legislature to change 
the name of the Mystic River Bridge to General John Stark Bridge. And he 
ag trying to change the name of the highway to General John Stark Skyway, 
and it can be changed by act of the Legislature. It should be changed to 
. ios ag of the bravest men who fought in the Revolutionary War. 

who participated throughout the seven years of the war that 

ended successfully. He is entitled to that honor and the Commonwealth 
Owes it to him. It would be a wonderful tribute to have the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company take it up and I trust that they will do so. 
With reference to the little battle between the Mayor of Boston and 


Curley, I am not despondent about that. I am only ten days older than 
Winston Churchill and he is still alive. 


Adjutant Pereira then proposed:

Captain Carty. Comrades, the toast to the Honourable Artil- 
lery Company of London will be responded to by Major General 
Sir Julian Gascoigne, K.C.V.O., C.B., D.S.O. It is not necessary 
for me to make any presentation of Sir Julian of any kind or 
character. You men who met him this morning know what a 
wonderful man he is. His warmth and great sympathy were well 
shown in London, when he received one hundred and sixty men 
in line and left each one of us with the feeling we had known 
him a long, long time, when he had been appointed Colonel 
Commandant of the Honourable Artillery Company of London 
only last August. ; 


Gentlemen, Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne. 


Mason Generan Sin Juntan Gascorcne: Captain Carty, Senator Furbush, 
Mayor Hynes, Mayor Curley—Governor Curley, I am sorry——distinguished 
members and guests of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company: 

I am not going to say many thanks, it would be what the church calls, 
I think, a work of supererogation if I did so, after Major Cole’s speech. 

I would first of all, before saying anything else, like to give the best wishes 
of the Honourable Artillery Company of London to Captain Carty and the 
new Captain and his officers, and to wish them a very successful and happy 
year of office. I should also like to thank you very much straightaway for 
the way in which you received that toast. 

Before making any serious remarks, I would like to give a slight report 
first of all on what happened to the cup which you so kindly brought and 
presented to Her Majesty the Queen, last year. When she came back from 
Balmoral I was summoned to give it to her and I can assure you of her 
pleasure in the gift and the spirit in which it was given, and her appreciation 
of the cup which was also tremendous. She was thrilled by the beauty and 
the design and workmanship of it. She wished me, when I next saw you all, 
to tender her most grateful thanks for the thought and for the cup. 

Secondly, you were most generous in presenting the sum of one thousand 
pounds to be used as I wanted it used. My first reaction, as I told Captain 
Carty, no conditions were attached to the gift, I could do what I like, and 
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my first reaction was to go about giving one thousand pounds to all sorts of 
deserving people, including myself. Wiser counsel, I suppose, prevailed, and 
we followed your policy, the prudent man policy, I think it is called, and 
invested the money and it has been used in rather exceptional ways. 

We have been able to give to and help people whom we could not have 
helped under the terms of a trusteeship benevolent fund. And that has 
brought a great deal of happiness to people we could not have helped 
otherwise, particularly older persons. When I say we could not have helped 
otherwise, I mean there are certain clauses in our trust agreement thal we 
must follow. I think the people who most suffer poverty today in England 
are what you might call the middle classes. They are in many ways not so 
well off as the working classes. They are too proud to ask for help, but 
are probably looking for their living from pensions, and those pensions are 
going no further in England today than they do in this country. I can 
assure you, Tom, that your gift brought a great comfort and benefit to 
people who could not have been helped otherwise, and I am very grateful. 

Now I want to diverge from the Honourable Artillery Company for a 
moment, and tell you something apropos of what Senator Lodge said. and 
I think it may interest you from the English point of view. 


Ambassador Lodge talked of how the world is now out to keep America 
strong and her allies strong. In 1947 I came on assignment to Washington 
and one of the first things I did was to go and listen to the Senate debates 
and the debates in the House of Representatives, because I wanted to know 
what was happening in America and get to know your great country. 

At one of the earliest two or three debates I went to, there were two 
people seated together, Senator Vandenberg and, by his side, Senator 
Lodge. Speeches would be made and [| could see that wise old Senator 
Vandenberg whispering to the young Lodge, and Lodge would get up and 
make his points on which I think he had been briefed by Senator Vanden- 
berg. Those debates were on the Marshall Plan and it shall remain a 
permanent impression on me to have seen the transition from the Senator 
Vandenberg I knew as a boy and young man, as a man who killed the 
League of Nations, and kept America out of her great place in the world, 
which she should have had, to the Senator Vandenberg now collaborating 
with the then Senator Lodge to put through the Marshall Plan. If that 
Marshall Plan had not gone through, I don’t know what would have 
happened, but I am quite certain America would not have any allies in 
Europe today, because Europe would have been Communized by now and 
T only wish he could be here now to know that impression he made on me. 


From that we go to the relationship between this country and mine. We 
have heard quite a lot in talks during the last three days about the initiative 
and diligence of Captain Carty in bringing you over to England. But one 
Potnt was not mentioned which I think is most important of all. I think, in 
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fact I know, that far and away the greatest enemy to our relations to each 
other as nations results from ignorance, and prejudice. And when I gay 
prejudice I am talking about the Englishman who says he can’t stand 
Americans because they eat too much ice cream and the Americans who 
don’t like the English because they can’t get anything to drink in England, 
only whiskey and water. 

And I say, why should we change. If the Englishman likes to drink 
water and bourbon, let the darned fool drink it. If you want always to take 
showers and we want to take tubs, let us stick to tubs and you stick to 
showers. 

Ignorance and prejudice are the two worst enemies of English and 
American relationships. 

And now I go to your visit, Tom. You not only did a great job in tying the 
Ancients and Honourables together, but you came over one hundred and 
sixty of you and you probably met three or four Englishmen who never met 
Americans before. That means probably five hundred Englishmen talked 
to you. Those five hundred who were fortunate enough to meet you also 
knew three or four others to whom they talked and probably there are a 
couple of thousand people in England who heard first-hand about Americans 
who never had before. And probably the same thing happened on this side 
and perhaps five thousand people have learned something about the two 
nations, 

I don’t mind personally, but I hope the reports were favorable on both 
sides of the Atlantic. But I would say, sooner you know why you don’t 
like the British or the British know why they don’t like Americans, rather 
than be guided by a settled prejudice against either country. You can work 
with a man you don’t like, most of us have to, that is life, but to go about 
saying you won’t work with people you don’t like and don’t know why, 
drives me nearly mad. 

Now you all know, most of you will know, your founder, Captain Keayne, 
was a member of the Merchant Taylors Company of England, one of our 
oldest and greatest City Companies. I don’t know the date, but they 
certainly make the Honourable Artillery Company Jook like a young child. 
Their history goes back to around 1300, and many of you met the master of 
their Company who came and welcomed you with me when you came over 
last year. 

They have got certain very historically interesting and valuable silver 
cups, and the master, Mr. Marchant, has sent over and asked me to present 
Captain Carty on behalf of the Company, a small replica of one of those 
cups with our many best wishes. (Hands gift.) 

Major Cole and Major Hill and I also want to give you some souvenir of 
this wonderful visit, so we have not gone for value, but what we think will 
be of interest, and on behalf of the Honourable Artillery Company again 
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I'now present to Captain Carty on behalf of the Company, the bases of two 
shells which were fired in the Royal Salute at the Coronation of Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth II. 

I apologize for introducing a rather serious note into this evening’s 
festive gathering, but I do feel very strongly on the subject, so you must 
like it or leave it. 

T now say thank you again, I can’t thank you enough, Tom, and to all of 
you for the wonderful welcome you have given us, and I can only hope we 
shall soon see you in London again or we shall see you in Boston here. 
Thank you all very much.

“The Honourable Artillery Company, under the command of Colonel 
The Earl of Denbigh* and Desmond, was inspected on the Horse Guards 
Parade, London, on July 10, by King Edward VII, its Captain-General and 
Colonel. At the conclusion of the exercises His Majesty addressed it in these 
words:—“Lord Denbigh, Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, and men of 
The Honourable Artillery Company—this is the first time I have inspected 
you since my accession, and I am very proud to do so as Colonel of the 
Corps. I congratulate you, Lord Denbigh, on commanding so fine a corps, 
and I am glad to see how steady all ranks were on parade today. I have 
heard the best accounts of you while you were in camp at Salisbury Plain. 
Both the artillery and the infantry were well reported on to me. I hope that 
this efficiency will always continue, and I shall always be proud to be your 
Colonel. About two hundred of you are to go to America on the occasion 
of the celebration of the Anniversary of The Ancient and Honorable Com- 
pany of Massachusetts, a corps which was an offshoot of your own corps in 
the middle of the seventeenth century. You are sure to be received in the 
most cordial fashion by the American Corps, for I know they appreciate all 
that was done for them when they were here some years ago. I am glad 
to think that your visit will help to cement the friendship that exists 
between Great Britain and America, as that is a matter to which I attach 
the greatest importance, and one which I shall always be glad to know of. 
I wish you, Lord Denbigh, and those with you a safe passage out, and a 
safe return home, and I feel sure that when you do return you will have 
much that is interesting to tell me.

On behalf of General Sir 
Julian Gascoigne, Major Cole and myself, I thank you for this very accept- 
able gift which we shall examine in a few minutes and I know we shall 
always treasure it in memory of a very wonderful visit. There is quite a 
lot that I would like to say but the speeches tonight have exceeded my level. 

In lieu of the remarks that I might make I might just second the remarks 
of Sir Julian Gascoigne with regard to ignorance and prejudice. In my 
opinion they are due to one great factor which is very pertinent here. We 
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always hear about the iron curtain, but not the curtain of gold which 
separates the New World from the Old. I only wish we could bring our 
people to meet you and I think you would realize we are not so bad after all. 


EXCERPT FROM MAJOR JOHN A. HILL’S SPEECH—JUNE 6, 1938 


“Our trip started, or rather our advance to you started the night before 
we left England when Major Cole, the Chief of our veterans, and I were 
summoned to Buckingham Palace to see the King—a very great honor. 
His Majesty desired to know exactly what our plans were and the details 
of the itinerary; and I can very truthfully assure you that when His 
Majesty knows the manner in which we have been received, we who are 


a very humble and a very small proportion of His Armed Forces, I know 
that he will be pleased.” 


Before I proceed with the response I would 
like to pay tribute to another great octogenarian tonight, who 
fought in the Great War, Bill Crosby, who I understand is eighty- 
four years of age and who delivered the ode today from memory. 

Thank you, Bill, you paid me a great, great honor. I asked him 
to deliver the ode and he said, “Tom, I shall do it for you.” Thank 
you, Bill, once again! 

I would like to pay another tribute too, to Tony Viola, who has 
done a great work for the entire year and who shall continue to do 
great work for the Company because I certainly don’t know of 
anybody who could fill his shoes. He had been a great help to 
me and I want to thank you, Tony. \ 

The proudest moment in the term of Captain of The Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 4s this one. 
For he responds to a toast that has been given for three hundred 
and seventeen years. 

His response can telescope those three hundred and seventeen 
years to bring their light, richness, and beauty into this magnificent 
banquet hall tonight. 

One must feel their closeness for the great and fruitful lives of 
its members for three hundred and seventeen years move in a 
cavalcade before our eyes. Today on historic Boston Common 
on the same location was re-enacted the pageantry of the First 
Muster in June, 1638. But then your Captain of this past year 
must view the history of his command not from the standpoint of 
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three hundred and seventeen years, but only from the more 
realistic measure of three hundred and sixty-five days. 

It seems such a short time! Much has happened. The Fall Field 
Day Tour of Duty in London, England—the first time in three 
hundred and seventeen years. The lasting friendships and loyal 
comradeship gained by our visit and better knowledge of our 
progenitors of The Honourable Artillery Company of London— 
the enduring success of the trip, and its vast contribution to good 
Anglo-American relations. . 

To my officers, Lieutenant Migell and Lieutenant Anzoni, again 
my heartfelt gratitude for their support—my Adjutant, General 
Pereira, Chief of Staff, General Kane, my sincerest thanks. To all 
members of my Commissioned and Non-Commissioned Staffs, my 
very best wishes. To my Sergeants especially, who were so success- 
ful, though handicapped at times, my deepest appreciation for 
their loyalty and support. 

To Major General Sir Julian Gascoigne, Major Cole, and Major 
Hill, and Brigadier Foster Hall, you who typify the great and 
Honourable Artillery Company of London, I salute you and shall 
remember always in prayerful gratitude the reception you gave 
to my Comrades on their trip to London in October of 1954. 

To the Past Commanders and members of The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, I extend my warmest felicitations 
and thanks,

A SERMON 
PREACHED AT THE OLD SourH CHURCH 
on the Three Hundred and Seventeenth Anniversary of 
Tue ANCIENT AND HONORABLE 
ARTILLERY COMPANY OF MASSACHUSETTS 
6 June, 1955 
by 
The Reverend Duncan Howlett 


Minister of The First Church in Boston 


I have taken for my topic this afternoon, Our Heritage — Our Heritage, 
Yesterday, Today and Tomorrow, and my text from the First Book of 
Kings, the eighth Chapter and the 57th Verse, these words: 

“The Lord our God be with us, as he was with our fathers.” 

As the minister of The First Church in Boston, I have the honor to 
serve the church to which the founders of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company went because there was only one church in Boston 
those days, not only because the town was small, but because all of the 
people saw alike in religious matters. 


When the first settlers came here they landed in Charlestown, as you 
doubtless know, in the year 1630. It was the 27th of August, to be exact. 
And the first thing they did on landing there was to draw together under 
what they described as “a brave oak.” I suppose it meant one of those great 
virgin oaks which the early settlers described as having stood all through 
this country in those days. They gathered under a brave oak and there 
they drew up, not a charter for the Town of Boston, but a Covenant for 
their church, the Covenant of the Church which I have the honor to serve 


today. And after they got their church organized, then they proceeded to 
organize the civil government and the town. 


The covenant which they drew up is still used in our church. It is quite 
brief and I thought you would be interested to hear it: 

“Tn the name of our Lord Jesus Christ (it reads) and in obedience 
to His Holy Will and Divine Ordinance:-— 

We whose names are hereunder written, being by His most wise 
and good providence brought into this part of America, in the Bay 
of Massachusetts, desirous to unite ourselves into one congregation 
or church, under the Lord Jesus Christ our Head, in such sort as 
becometh all those whom he hath redeemed and sanctified to Him- 
self, do hereby solemnly and religiously, as in His most holy 
presence, promise and bind ourselves, to walk in all our ways, 
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according to the rule of the Gospel, and in all sincere conformity 
to His Holy ordinances, and in love and respect to each other, so 
near as God shall give us grace.” 


1 dare say there is very little in that that any of us would not subscribe 
to, but just for the fun of it let's read it again and leave out the theology 
because theology is something upon which men cannot agree, we know 
that too well, and it is something upon which the generations do not 
agree with each other. So let’s read it again, leaving out the theology in 
which they cast this Covenant and putting in only the elements of the 
Covenant itself, and this is what we find: They said: 


“We whose names are hereunder written, being brought together 
into this part of America in the Bay of Massachusetts, and desirous 
to unite ourselves into one congregation or church, do hereby 
solemnly and justly promise and bind ourselves to walk in all 
our ways according to the rule of the Gospel and in mutual love 
and respect to each other.” 


I dare say that a covenant like that is a covenant which the members 
of any church might well feel that they could sign. Any one of us would 
find nothing in that inconsistent with our notion of what a church ought 
to be. We would add other things to it, of course, depending upon the 
particular churches we belong to. But to get down to the elements of the 
thing, there it is. You bind yourselves together to walk in love and 
brotherhood, so only as God shall give you grace to do so. 

These people were Puritans, and the Puritans are people who have come 
in.for a lot of derision in recent years. They have had fun poked at 
them, too. We think of them as dour people, dressed in black, with tall 
black thats upon their heads, going along the street with heads down, a 
grouch upon their faces, looking for some little peccadillo to which they 
could make objection. That is a caricature. That is a falsehood. 


What is the truth about these people who founded your organization 
and my church, and who were among the first settlers in America and who 
founded the Massachusetts Bay Colony in which we are proud to live at 
the present day? Who were they, really? What did they really think and 
stand for? Well, the reason they are called Puritans is that they were 
interested in a thing you don’t hear much about nowadays, namely, purity. 
Purity? What kind of purity? Well, in the first place, purity in conduct, 
what you and I would call a high and noble standard of behavior, coming 
out of the deepest roots of the Judah-Christian tradition. That is what 
they meant, a high standard of moral ‘behavior, and they believed in it 
with all their hearts and souls and minds and with all the strength they 
had in them. And they practiced it. They practiced it in their lives and 
they taught it to their children. 
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Go back and read their records and see what you learn from reading 
about crime waves. See what you learn about the police force. See if you 
can find anything about juvenile delinquency. Juvenile delinquency? 
Among the Puritans? They wouldn’t have known what you were talking 
about, because they not only lived by a high standard themselves but they 
taught it to their children. And if any of them thought that he was bigger 
than the body politic and could conduct his own little evil enterprise on 
the side when no one was looking, they very soon took care of him. And 
if any youngster liked to kick up his heels and play anything more than 
the most childish kind of pranks, that young man was given short shrift. 

They were called Puritans because they believed and they practiced a 
high standard of moral conduct, a standard which you can read in the 
pages of the Old Testament and of the New Testament, but they did not 
confine this notion of purity to themselves only. They extended it to the 
church as well. There never was, I suppose, a group of people who demanded 
more of the church and more of the churchman than did the Puritans. 
There have been others who demanded as much, but no one who demanded 
more. 

; The reason that they came to this wilderness and hewed out a place to 
live in was because they did not find in the Church of England and they 
did not find in the Church of Rome, and they did not find in any other 
church the noble standards of purity, the high standard of Christlike 
living of which they read in the Old and New Testaments, and they came 
here to fashion a church in the wilderness which would have in it every 
element of purity which they demanded. 

; Now we do not agree with their theology at the present time. We do not 
find fault with a great many churches that they found fault with. The 
church that descended from the one that they founded has in many ways 
departed from their strict teaching, and whatever our religious allegience 


may be, whatever our conviction may be, however it may differ from the 
concrete Puritan theology, there is not 


a one of us, no matter what church 
he belongs to, w 


: ho does not subscribe to the Puritan ideals that it is the 
job of a church and the job of churchmen, both the clergy and the laity, 
to live up in every bit of practice to the principles which are laid down 
in the Holy Bible and which are preached from the pulpits of that church 
on Sunday morning. 

So they carried it farther than you and I would want to do. They carried 
it so far that they would not have music in the church; they carried it 
so far that they reduced the elements of the morning service to prayers, 
the reading from the Bible and the sermon, and that was all. And I say, 
no matter how far we have departed from their ideals, the thing they 
taught us to do we still live by today as we always have, the Puritan 


devotion of men in their church and the worship of God and a godlike 
living in human affairs. 
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There was another thing that they believed. This was not an original 
conviction with them, but they were forced to it. When they came to these 
shores and set up the kind of church they wanted, they were disowned 
by the Church of England from which they had come. They wanted to 
remain membvrs of the Church of England, but they could not. Therefore 
they set up a church of their own and we find very soon those Puritans 
maintaining a very interesting idea; that is, that a group of people who 
devoutly believe that God should be worshiped in a certain way have 
the right to draw aside from an established church to establish a church 
of their own, to ordain their own clergy, and therein to worship, and the 
church that they have set up, when this process is completed, is as valid 
and as honorable and as respectable a church as any other church which 
is to be found anywhere. It was quite a novel idea, but it was the Puritans 
who came to these shores who established it as a fact in the churches of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony. 

They carried it even one step further. They based it on an ulitmate 
religious and theological principle, again, to which every one of us would 
subscribe, and that is, that the ultimate authority in human life, the 
ultimate religious authority in human life, is the human conscience, the 
voice of God speaking in the soul of man, the kind of theology which was 
worked by the Old Testament prophets, Amos, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Hosea and 
the rest, which came to its fullest flower in Jesus of Nazareth and which 
never since has departed either from Judaism or from Christianity, the 
devout belief that God speaks in the souls of men, and that when God s0 
speaks, they have a right to be heard. The freedom of conscience, you and 
I would call that today. It was this that they insisted upon. 


That is to say, to sum up their teaching, they believed that God lays 
upon men the commandant to lead the best kind of life they know how; 
that God says to men, “If you are going to have a church, it has got to 
be the best kind of church you can make it and the worship in it must 
be clean and must be deyout.” They carried that further and said men 
may draw aside from an established church and form a new church. 
“When two or three are gathered together in my name, I will be in the 
midst of them.” And they said that they may have the authority to 
ordain the clergy, to run the church and to conduct it in accordance with 
the dictates of their conscience, and that men, in the end, shall always be 
free to speak what their consciences say. 

That, in the brief compass, is a summary of the things that the Puritans 
devoutly believed, which drove them from England to this country and 
caused them to set up the Massachusetts Bay Colony. 


There are certain corollaries that came out of that teaching and practice 
which are of the most fundamental importance to you and to me. I say, 
and I say again, that we differ from them greatly in our various churches 
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from the theological position that they took, but there is not one of us 
here this afternoon, there is not a citizen of this land anywhere to be 
found who differs with them upon the corollary that they drew from their 
theory of the church, from their practice in the church and from the 
state which they set up to govern themselves after they arrived here. 

The first of these corollaries, and there are only two, the first of these 
corollaries is the democratic state. The democratic state grew out inevitably, 
as you can see, of the democratic church. Now don’t misunderstand me 
here. The Puritan church was not democratic, but simply had the implica- 
tion's in it of a democratic church. By saying that men might govern a 
church, by saying that the consciences of men were free, they introduced 
into their church government basic democratic principles. And their state 
was not democratic, either. Don’t misunderstand me on that. But it had 
in it these same implicit elements of democracy, that the conscience of 
man is free and that man must be heard to say what he thinks, and that 
men govern a state as men govern the church, men in concert, men together, 
men meeting mind with mind, deciding as a group what is to be done, 
not having the other kind of system within which authority and power are 
handed down along from the top into the lower ranks. The democratic 
state was implicit in their church and in their state, and the democratic 
state grew out of the community which these Puritans established in the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony. 

In the second place, their notion of public life, their notion of what it 
means to be governed. To them, putting into the hands of a man the 
authority to govern meant placing in his hands a public trust. You have 
heard the words, “servant of the people” applied to the Governor, applied 
to our rulers, the men we elect to office. This was a Puritan notion, that 
a Governor is a man who serves. The “spoils system”—can you think of 
anything more ridiculous to the Puritans than the notion that a man who 
was elected to office thereby has the right to put out of office a great 
group of men who do not belong to his group and to gather in another 
set that do belong? With them, service was the motto. With them a man 
had a right to rule his fellow men only if he held ever before himself the 
notion that an elected official of the people is a servant of the people and 
that he is rewarded by the people because he serves them and devotes 
himself to their welfare and, on the contrary, that if a public servant was 
ever caught taking a public office which had been given to him and using 
it for his own gain or for the gain of any group of men connected with him, 
he was thrown out of office in public disgrace. 

Well, a far cry from the Puritan ideals today, aren’t we? Maybe in our 
great burgeoning society, like the one we find ourselves members of today, 
maybe in such a society it is impossible to live by the Puritan ideal, maybe 
it is impossible to live in accordance wth it, but it is not impossible to 
put that ideal up before us as something by which to live, as the type of 
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thing we would like to do, if only we could, as the demand that we will 
forever make upon ourselyes and forever make upon our society as well. 

I think the time has come when you and I, who are the descendants in 
the spiritual sense of the Puritan tradition, the benefactors of the Puritan 
tradition in the most genuine sense, I think the time has come when we 
ought to stop poking fun at these men who bequeathed so much to us, time 
to stop poking fun at these men who were so much better than we, time 
to stop poking fun at men to whom God was more real than he is to so 
many of us and to whom Godlike behavior was so much more congenial 
than it is to so many of us. 

So perhaps in this great civilization of ours that is teeming and throb- 
bing, and so large and so difficult to control, that we cannot live by the 
Puritan ideal, we cannot keep our hands on all the people, as they could, 
but we can now and then hark back to those old days, hark back to their 
ideal and remember that it is in accordance with that ideal that our 
country became great and remember that only by that ideal shall our 
country be able to continue its greatness and only in accordance with that 
ideal, gentlemen, would we ever be able to hand on to our children the 
great heritage which has descended to us. 

“The Lord our God be with us, as he was with our fathers.” He was 
with our fathers because they were with Him, because they sought for 
Him, because they prayed to Him and they tried insofar as they could to 
live as He would have them live. The Lord our God will be with us if we 
in our time will keep that ideal before us and will, as they did, seek him 
and follow him. 

Let us pray. God our Father, we ask Thy continual presence in our 
midst. Without Thee we cannot see all that Thou wouldst have us do. 
Without Thee we cannot do all that Thou wouldst have us do. 

Dwell Thou in our midst that we may take the precious heritage which 
is ours, live it out in our time and hand it on unblemished to our children’s 
children. Amen.
